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REPORT. 



Hon, George W, Glick, Governor of the State of Kansas: 

Sir — In accordance with the requirements of the provisions of section 6 
of the act of the Legislature of Kansas, approved March 6, 1883, concern- 
ing railroads and other common carriers, we have the honor herewith to 
submit to you our second annual report. 

In this report we have included statements and statistics gathered from 
the returns to this office of the various railroad companies operating in this 
State, and such of the decisions rendered by the Board in the settlement of 
controversies and complaints as would in our judgment tend to throw light 
upon the workings of the system of railroad transportation in the State, in 
so far as the same are affected by the regulative features of the law. 

The Board are in numerous instances able to settle causes of complaipt 
without the necessity for formal investigation and decision, either through 
personal interviews with railroad officers, or through correspondence. 

The orders and recommendations of the Board have during the past year 
been, in nearly every instance, adopted and obeyed by the managers of rail- 
roads. They have quite promptly and adequately responded to the requests 
of the Board for information pertaining to their roads. 

Railroad building has been much less active the past year than it had 
been for several years previous. In this State for the year ending June 30, 
884, 141.28 miles of additional main track had been built, and 9.15 miles 
of additional side track. 

Upon several of the leading lines or systems of railroads there has been 
a material falling-oif of earnings compared with the preceding year. On 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F6 road, including branch lines, the gross 
earnings for the year ending June 30, 1884, were $13,875,889.47 against 
$14,609,998,02 for the preceding year, a decrease of $734,108.55. The 
operating expenses were less in 1884 than in 1883 by $509,681.91, still 
leaving a net decrease of income from earnings of $224,426,64 compared 
with the previous year. 

The Missouri Pacific shows a decrease of gross earnings for the past 
year compared with the previous year of $97,035.69, viz. : Gross earnings 
for 1883, $9,207,225.99; for 1884, $9,110,190.30. The reported operating 
expenses for the year ending June 30, 1884, were less than the correspond- 
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ing period of the year before by $300,387.67, leaving an increase of net 
eamingu of $203,351.98. 

The greatest falling-off in earnings \& observed in the Union Pacific sys- 
tem, embracing the Union Pacific, Kansas Pacific, and Denver roads. The 
total gross earnings of the consolidated Union Pacific railroads amounted 
in 1884, to $19,077,483, against $21,979,668 in 1883, or a decrease for the 
year ending June 30, 1884, of $2,902,185. The ox)erating expenses of the 
past year have been larger than the year before by $435,184, making a 
decrease of revenue from earnings for the past year over the previous year 
of $3,337,368. 

Taking the Kansas Division of the Union Pacific, the comparative earn- 
ings and expenses for the past two years stand thus : Gross earnings for the 
year ending June 30, 1883, $3,415,719.47 ; for 1884, $3,232,595.30— a falling- 
off of $183,124.17. The passenger earnings have diminished the past year 
over the previous year, $166,151.58. A similar diminution in the passenger 
earnings of the A. T. & S. F. road is also observable. It was thought at 
the time the reduction in passenger fares was effected that the reduced fares 
would serve to stimulate travel to an extent sufficient to make good the 
former revenue receipts from this source, but this expectation has not been 
realized. 

The Kansas Central (narrow gauge) shows an increase in gross earnings 
over the year before of $42,232.43. The operating expenses, however, 
exceed the gross earnings by $53,319. 97, leaving the taxes and interest on 
mortgages hypothecated on the road to be provided for from some other 
source. The other auxiliary lines in Kansas belonging to the Union 
Pacific system show considerable increase in business and gross earnings. 

The following roads show an increase of gross and net earnings for the 
past year compared with 1883: 

Manhattan, Alma & Burlingame R. E,., increase of gross earnings, 
$7,716.69; net increase, $4,058.71. 

Atchison & Nebraska, increase of gross earnings, $4,386.52 ; net increase, 
$25,546.75. 

Kansas City, Fort Scott & Gulf R. R., increase in gross earnings, 
$436,038.87 ; in net earnings, increase $200,154.35. 

Missouri, Kansas & Texas R. R., increase in gross earnings over 1883, 
$399,722.84; net increase, 293,463.80. 

The Central Branch shows an increase in gross earnings of $227,767.92; 
of net earnings, $83,035.06. 

The St. Louis, Fort Scott & Wichita has more than doubled its earnings 
of the previous year. The line however, was only completed through to 
Wichita one year ago last July, and the last year's earnings are derived 
from the operation of a longer line than was reported for the year before. 

The St. Louis & San Francisco R. R. shows an increase in gross earn- 
ings over 1883 of $546,338.73; net increase, $224,109.31. 
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The following new companies have been formed since our last report, the 
results of whose operations are herewith given, viz. : 

Wichita & Western, length of road constructed, 48.83 miles ; amount of 
capital stock issued, $1,000,500; floating debt contracted, $581,989.99. 

Kansas City & Emporia Railway Company, length of road constructed, 
59.42 miles; amount of stock issued; $911,400; amount of bonded debt, 
$959,000; floating debt, $10,808.18. 

Kansas Southern Railway Company, length of road constructed, 42.18 
miles ; capital stock issued, $405,000 ; bonded debt, $529,000. 

Several companies reporting to this oflice report an increase in the bonded 
debt over the amount reported in 1883, viz. : 

The Atchison, Topeka & Santa F6, increase $2,785,000. 

The Wichita & Southwestern, increase $170,000. Five additional miles 
of rodd are also reported for this company, constructed the past year. 

The Kansas City, Lawrence & Southern Kansas, increase in bonded debt, 
$867,000. Sixty-five miles additional railroad are also reported. 

The Pleasant Hill & DeSoto reports $12,500 additional debt. 

The Kansas City, Fort Scott & Gulf reports an increase of $632,600. 

The Missouri Pacific reports an increase in bonded debt over 1883 of 
$2,000,000, and additional road, 29 miles of which is reported in Kansas. 

The Missouri, Kansas & Texas reports an increase of $110,000. 

The St. Louis, Ft. Scott & Wichita reports an increase of $241,000. 

The following roads paid dividends upon stock : 

The Atchison, Topeka & Santa F6, 6 per cent. ; in amount, $3,414,658.50. 

The Southern Kansas, 3 per cent.; in amount, $112,302. 

The Kansas City, Fort Scott & Gulf, 8 per cent, on preferred and 3 per 
cent, on common stock ; in amount, $359,372. 

The Missouri Pacific, 7 per cent. ; in amount, $2,097,705.17. 

The Union Pacific: we are unable to say, at this writing, whether this 
company has declared a dividend on stock the past year, or not. Its report 
to this oflice has been delayed by reason of a misunderstanding between 
the Board and the company. For the year ending June 30, 1883, the 
Union Pacific Company declared a dividend of 7 per cent. We estimate 
that after paying out of earnings from all sources for the year 1884 operat- 
ing expenses, taxes, interest on bonded debt, and the United States sinking 
fund requirements, the surplus will be less than the year before by at least 
one-half. The Government sinking-fund reqirement upon the Union Pacific 
is 25 per cent, of net earnings; and upon the subsidized portion of the 
Kansas Division, 5 per cent. 

The St. Louis & San Francisco Company paid a dividend of 7 per cent, 
upon first preferred stock only, amounting to $315,000. 

INSPECTION OF RAILROADS, AND RECOMMENDATIONS CONCERNING 

THE SAME. 

The Board has from time to time made such inspections and examina- 
tions of the railroads of the State, their equipment, and the manner in which 
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the same are operated, as were deemed necessary to ascertain and keep 
informed of their condition and management as the same respects the inter- 
ests of the public. Several roads in the State are in first-class condition, 
and their management most efiicient. Among those that may be so charac- 
terized are the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F6, the Kansas Division of the 
Union Pacific, the Kansas City, Fort Scott & Gulf, the Missouri Pacific, 
and the Southern Kansas railroads. 

The Board has deemed it its duty to call the attention of the company 
operating the Central Branch U. P. Railroad, and the Neosho Division of 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas road, to the necessity of repairs, and a recom- 
mendation that the same be made without delay. The correspondence on 
the subject will be found in another part of this report. In the case of the 
Central Branch road, the Missouri Pacific Company, which operates it under 
a lease, was under no obligation, under the terms of its lease, to make the 
repairs. The owner, the Union Pacific Company, had reserved to itself the 
right to direct betterments and repairs on the line. The Board* received 
assurances from the latter company, shortly after the recommendation for 
repairs had been made, that new rails and ties and other track material 
necessary to restore the road to a safe and proper condition should be fur- 
nished as fast as was practicable, or the ability of the company would 
permit, and direct that the repairs be made. 

The Board, on or about the first of December, 1884, made an examina- 
tion of the Central Branch for the purpose of ascertaining to what extent 
the road had been repaired since the recommendation referred to had been 
made. The first division, extending about 120 miles west from Atchison, 
was the portion of the road immediately in need of repair. West of that 
point the main line, as well as the branches, was more recently built, and 
the track was in good order. 

The Board ascertained that 4,215 tons of new steel rails and 135,318 
new cross- ties had been furnished and laid in the track. That 500 tons 
additional steel rails were in transit, which would be be put in place by 
the first of January next. These, in addition to 12 miles of steel previ- 
ously laid, make 71 miles in all of steel-rail track. 

The amount expended during the year for new track material for this 
road has been $239,895.13. The company has commenced to renew the 
older bridges across the smaller streams, and to substitute substantial 
bridges for trestle-work. 

Since the inspection made by the Commissioners in April, the road had 
been greatly improved, and with the new material, that the company assure 
the Board will continue to be furnished for the improvement of this road, 
it will take but a few months to bring it up to a good condition. We found 
the force of laborers at work on the track sufiicient to keep the track in 
good order, providing the supply of track material is sufiicient to replace 
worn-out iron and ties, the number employed upon each section of five and 
one-half miles, exclusive of section foreman, being seven. The new track 
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material supplied had been most judiciously used in track repairing. The 
new steel rails and ties had been laid on those portions of the track between 
stations, and upon the heavier grades where trains attain the highest rate of 
speed. At and approaching stations, the old worn rails remained, it not 
being so important to the safety of trains to renew them there. But at 
these points the public eye rests chiefly on the road, and its condition is 
judged of by what is there seen. 

Repairs are going forward on the Neosho Division of the M. K. & T. 
road, and the Board have assurances from the management that this road 
will be improved and kept in good order and condition. 

The Board have had occasion to recommend additional passenger-train 
service upon the Southern Kansas, Leavenworth, Topeka & Southwestern, 
and the Solomon roads. In each instance the company operating the road 
has adopted the recommendation of the Board. 

EEDUCTION IN BATES. 

The most important matter with which the Board has to deal, and a matter, 
too, of great complication and difficulty, is that of fixing and adjusting 
maximum freight rates. Not only was it hard to determine upon terms of 
justice and right the amount of the rates to be fixed, but to so adjust them 
as to cause as little confusion and friction as possible, and harmonize diverse 
interests. 

There are two ways of arriving at a conclusion as to what rates should 
be put into a rate schedule, and should be pronounced reasonable by a board 
sitting in judgment upon them, viz., a comparison of tariife prevailing upon 
different roads in various States, the character and volume of business done 
upon such roads operating under the tariffs examined and compared and 
the earnings made, and expenses incurred in their operation. Two roads 
may have an equal tonnage per mile of road operated, their rates of charges 
upon freight may be identical upon the same classes of goods and merchan- 
dise carried, the expenses of operating the respective roads may bear an 
equal ratio to the tonnage carried, and yet their earnings may be very dis- 
similar. This is brought about by the character of the business brought to 
the two lines respectively. The road that carries the larger tonnage per 
mile of those classes of goods upon which the rates are highest will make a 
better showing as to net earnings. If two railroads, situated in respect to 
their business as above indicated, are required to adopt the rame rates, the 
one may make a reasonable profit, while the other may suffer continual 
loss. The same result is brought about in other ways. For instance, the 
business of one company may (and this is frequently the case) require the 
haulage of ^ larger number of empty cars over its line than another, and 
since the expense or cost of hauling an empty car is nearly as great as haul- 
ing the same car loaded with paying freight, its expenses are in greater ratio 
to its business. The cost of fuel, labor and supplies are important items to 
be considered in this connection, and these vary in different localities. 
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It will be seen at a glance that the rates prevailing in one State cannot 
either in reason or with safety, be in all cases, or without due regard to vary- 
ing circumstances and conditions, adopted for those in another. These may 
furnish some guide, but not an infallible criterion of the rates that should 
prevail in other States. 

It may be stated as a rule, furnished by observation and experience, that 
in newer communities a smaller average quantity of those classes of mer- 
chandise or commodities is produced or consumed that bear the highest 
rates of freight, than in older-settled localities, where population is more 
dense, production more diversified, and wealth has accumulated. Not only 
does such diversity exist, comparing one State with another, but the same 
rule applies as to different localities in the same State. But notwithstanding 
these elements of diversity of conditions obtaining among different roads in 
the same State, with numerous others not mentioned — such, for instance, as 
the original cost of some lines being greater than others, the expense of 
operation greater in some instances than in others by reason of grades, 
curves, expensive bridging, etc. — such is the relation of the business to the 
greater portion of the railroads in the State that it is quite impossible to 
make a class of rates upon one road without affecting those upon others. 
For example, the Union Pacific, Kansas Division, and the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa F6 railroads, compete for business between Kansas City and Colo- 
rado. It is evident that their rates must be the same between those points, 
if it is sought to maintain a division of the business between them. These 
two lines run parallel with each other from the east to the west line of the 
State, with no other railroad, except the auxiliary lines of each, intervening 
between them. The territory between these roads is competitive territory. 
If their rates are equal for like distances from Missouri river points, they 
may be expected to divide the business of that competitive territory in nearly 
equal proportions ; otherwise the lowest rates take the bulk of the freight 
from the common territory. 

So that, however unequal other conditions may be, the most obvious con- 
siderations of self-interest dictate the same rates for like distances upon both 
lines. The like principle might be further illustrated by reference to other 
examples ; for instance, the Kansas City, Fort Scott & Gulf Railroad. This 
road runs from Kansas City through the border tier of counties to the south 
line of the State. It is crossed at different points along its route by other 
roads, having St. Louis and other eastern connections. These intersecting 
roads, constituting the short lines to eastern commercial points, establish 
rates for their traffic, to which the Fort Scott & Gulf road must conform, 
upon nearly all freight carried over its line, either to or from Kansas City, 
notwithstanding the greater distance of the haul. A few considerations will 
show the necessity for this. The market price of grain and other products 
the surplus of which is consumed abroad, is fixed at the place of consump- 
tion, and is determined by the relative amount of surplus and the foreign 
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demand. The price anywhere else is found by the cost of transportation 
and handling, deducted from the price at the ultimate market. To compete 
in the carrying of grain, stock, etc., from southeastern Kansas and western 
Missouri with intersecting lines, having shorter routes to St. Louis and Chi- 
cago, the Fort Scott & Gulf road must carry these products to Kansas City 
at rates which will enable its eastern connections at that point to lay them 
down in St. Louis and Chicago as cheaply as is done by the shorter routes. 
And so of lumber, wire, and other manufactured and merchantable products 
brought to the West to be consumed. The prices of these things are fixed 
in the great marts of commerce, determined largely by the cost of production 
and handling, and the prices elsewhere by adding the cost of transportation 
and subsequent handling. 

It is evident, therefore, that the longer route from the common market to 
the common point of consumption must compete for this carrying trade also 
at rates equal to those that the short routes can afford. These examples 
are perhaps sufficient to illustrate the principle heretofore stated, that the 
railroad system of the State is so related and connected, that, however un- 
desirable it might be to bring about such a result, it is impossible to reduce 
rates upon one railroad without affecting the rest. This is a consideration 
of very great importance in determining the rates which should prevail at 
any given time. A system of rates under which one road might operate 
without detriment to its permanent prosperity, would totally paralyze an- 
other road whose relative position would render the adoption of the same 
system compulsory upon it. Indeed, the necessity under which compara- 
tively new and weak lines find themselves to conform their rates of charges 
to those either established by strong roads, or devised for them, renders a 
very large amount of railroad property, both in this and other States, wholly 
unprofitable. Of the fifty-five railway companies reporting to the Railroad 
Commissioners of the State of Illinois for the year ending June 30, 1883, 
twenty-three reported a loss. The companies reporting a loss operate an 
aggregate of 8,292 miles of road, and the total loss reported for that year 
was $3,094,134.69. This, added to the losses of former years, which the 
same companies had been carrying, swelled the aggregate on June 30 of 
last year, to $11,025,984.77. 

The reports to this office of companies operating in this State for the year 
ending June 30, 1883, show that several roads did not earn enough to pay cost 
of operating 4^hem, leaving the interest on funded de<bte to be provided for 
from some other source, or left to default. Nine roads reported to us for the 
same year show an insufficiency of earnings in excess of expenses to pay an- 
nual interest upon bonded debt. These nine roads represent a mileage of 
1,278 miles, the larger proportion of which is in Kansas. One of the com- 
panies reporting fails to specify the earnings of its leased or auxiliary lines 
distinct from the earnings of the system as a whole. We doubt not that 
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a separate statement of earnings and expenses of each line operated would 
swell the aggregate of non-paying mileage for the last year. 

For the year ending June 30, 1884, the case stands substantially un- 
changed in this respect. This loss must be provided for and carried by the 
companies operating the roads whose earnings are thus deficient. 

Railroads hereafter built in Kansas will be compelled, from force of cir- 
cumstances, to conform their tariflfe substantially to the schedules of rates 
prevailing upon the older roads. These tariflfe had, prior to the recent re- 
ductions brought about by the action of this Board, been reduced from time 
to time by the railroad companies, under the operation of the laws bf com- 
merce, until the aggregate had reached about 40 per cent, of the first rail- 
road tariffs charged in the State. 

This fact, it may be assumed, will render it hazardous for independent 
companies to undertake the construction of new lines in the State in the 
future, and the extension of our railroad system will be carried forward 
chiefly by the older and well-established companies. Recent experience 
only serves to confirm this view. A new line, even though favorably 
located as to business, would need to charge higher rates than its situation 
would permit, to enable it to stand alone during the first years of its exist- 
ence, and until its traffic became well developed and firmly established. 

Yet it must be evident that the rapidly-growing demands of the State, 
arising from the increase of population and the development of our vast 
agricultural resources, will require the building of a great number of addi- 
tional miles of railroad in the near future. 

In dealing with the question of rates, the Board did not feel at liberty to 
nor justified in ignoring considerations of the character outlined above. 
It was of importance to secure, so far as could be done, a full measure of 
justice to the people, but at the same time to avoid, by inconsiderate or too 
radical action, indefinitely postponing, or at least greatly retarding the de- 
velopment and prosperity of those portions of the State not yet penetrated 
by railroads. 

The reductions in rates, eifected through the action of the Board the 
present year, apply chiefly to );he middle and western portion of the State. 
The reasons for this will presently appear. If we take for purposes of com- 
parison the schedule of rates in the State of Illinois, being the Commis- 
sioners' tariff*, the rates upon which are considered reasonably low, and 
compare it with the rates in existence upon the leading railroads of Kansas 
before the recent reductions in the tariff* were made, the following facts ap- 
pear: The rates upon all classes of freight from the Missouri river to a point 
sixty miles west are substantially the same as those charged by railroads iti 
Illinois. From this point west the rates rise gradually but rapidly above 
those upon the Illinois schedule for corresponding distances. This may be 
illustrated by quotations from rates from the two freight tariffs at several 
points. 
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We adopt for the purpose of comparison the IHinois tariff above referred 
to, not because we think the rates upon it are a fair criterion of what rates 
should prevail upon Kansas railroads, for there are a variety of commanding 
reasons why railroads as a whole in this State could not affiard as low rates 
under present conditions as those that prevail in Illinois. Chief among the 
reasons that might be named are the facte that the roads in that State have 
a heavier through traffic, and also greater local traffic. Besides that, in 
Kansas, lines that run to the w^tern boundary of the State operate through 
a large extent of territory that furnishes no traffic to them, a condition that 
does not obtain in the State of Illinois. Compared with population, Kansas 
has a greater railroad mileage than Illinois, and the local traffic must be 
correspondingly less. But we take it for comparison because the schedule 
is even, the rates bearing a quite uniform proportion to distance hauled 
and the nature of the freight carried, and the system of rates is reasonably 
low for the railroads of that State — a conclusion which might be inferred 
from the facts heretofore stated. 

This, at the first glance, may appear to present an anomalous condition 
of things, but when viewed in the light of surrounding and diverse circum- 
stances appertaining to each case, it will be seen that the peculiar construc- 
tion of the Kansas tariff was not wholly without reason or excuse. In the 
State of Illinois the population is pretty evenly divided or scattered over 
its area. The traffic supplied to the railroads by different sections, Chicago 
excepted, is not greatly disproportionate ; a more even scale of rates can 
therefore with propriety and justice be afforded. On the other hand, in 
Kansas, at the time the rate schedules for our railroads were first formu- 
lated the settlements rapidly thinned out west of 60 miles from the eastern 
border. The traffic supplied to the railroads through that portion of the 
territor}' was insufficient, even with the high rates charged, to support the 
cost of operation of that end of the roads. It would therefore seem to 
have comported with a reasonable measure. of justice to have devised in the 
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first instance a schedule of rates with reference to the volume and nature of 
the traffic existing on different parts of the lines. But the lapse of time 
has very materially modified the conditions as to population and business 
existing but a few years ago. That part of the State, or at least a large 
portion of it, which at the time first above referred to was but sparsely set- 
tled, now teems with a heavy and industrious population, and the volume of 
railroad traffic has been immensely swollen in that region. But in each 
successive modification of tarifis upon the lines that traversed that territory, 
the scale at first adopted had been maintained. The tarifi" had, by this 
change in the relative conditions and circumstances of population, become 
unjustly unequal, and in the judgment of the Board indefensible. We there- 
fore applied reductions in the tariff" to the middle and western portions of 
the State, and by this means sought to introduce into the schedules a more 
just equality and greater uniformity. 

Indeed, the complaints that reached the Board about rates in such form 
88 to evoke official action upon our part, came from the western portions of 
the State. These complaints, for reasons heretofore stated, were deemed 
well founded, and the Board proceeded to a{)ply such corrections as the facts 
seemed to us to justify and require. 

It would occupy too much space to give in detail in this report all the 
tnodifications of tariffi which have been effected through the action of the 
Board. We transcribe here, however, rates at several points, and for com- 
parison the rates in force at the time the present Board was organized, and 
those in force at the present time, premising, that rates at other points, except 
upon the east ends of the roads, have been correspondingly reduced. 

The following tables represent the rates upon the three roads named in 
force at the time the present Board was created, and the present rates upon 
the same classes of freight for like distances : 

CENTKAL BRANCH UNION PACIFIC RAILROAD. 
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The rates upon live stock were not interfered with by the Board, and 
this for two reasons: no complaints came to the Board of the rates on 
transportation of live stock, except in isolated cases where complaint was 
made as to the rate upon blooded animals shipped singly. Indeed, no com- 
plaint of the sort could have been maintained, the live-stock freight sched- 
ule for long hauls especially being very low. The rates upon this class of 
traffic had been fixed at a time when competition was strong between rival 
lines for the Texas business; at a time, too, when a car-load of cattle was 
worth in the market not to exceed one-half of the present prices. 
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The east-bound rates on com, too, were not unreasonably high, and no 
material changes were made in charges of transportation of this product. 

There were two questions which arose between the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners and the railroad companies whose rates were chiefly affected 
by the action of the Board, questions which had respect to the extent to 
which the Commissioners' rates should apply. It was contended on the one 
hand that the new rates should not apply to branch or auxiliary lines of 
the companies, and that they could not reach to the eastern terminus of 
lines that extended to Kansas City, Missouri. It was deemed by them 
unfair to put new auxiliary lines, whose traffic was yet insufficient to main- 
tain them, upon the like tariff of rates as the one prescribed for the main 
lines, whose business had settled into a steady volume. It appeared to the 
Board, however, that the policy of adopting a tariff for the main line only, 
and tariffs for the auxiliary lines of the same company upon a different and 
higher scale, would not only lead to considerable complication, but would 
give rise to discriminations of so glaring a nature, that whether just or un- 
just would inevitably foment intense and wide-spread dissatisfaction. Such 
a policy would have been well-nigh impracticable, and we do not think that 
it would have been just. The branch or auxiliary lines were not built with 
a view to their existence and operation as independent lines. Their useftil- 
ness cannot be adequately measured by the earnings represented by their 
own mileage. They were constructed with reference to their usefulness in 
bringing traffic to the main lines. Operated as independent lines, by reason 
of not alone the meagreness of the traffic upon them, but also from the 
shortness of the haul, their earnings would be light. But operated in con- 
nection with the main lines, they add to the profitableness of the traffic, not 
only by swelling its volume, but by extending the length of its haul. It 
therefore appeared to the Board to be a more just policy to contend for a 
uniform system of rates, applicable alike to the main lines and branches of 
the same railroad system. 

With reference to the other point, it may be remarked that the Board did 
not claim to be invested with power to prescribe a system of rates which 
should have operation and effect beyond the limits of this State. But the 
power to fix rates to the State line practically controls the rest. However, 
both points were so far yielded to the Board as to make the new rates appli- 
cable to the branches as well as the main lines, and to eastern termini. 

Besides the reduction in the tariff heretofore adverted to, there have been 
material reductions of rates upon a large number of staple articles shipped, 
through a change in the classification. In 1883 the Kansas railways sub- 
stituted for the classification of freights then and theretofore in force upon 
their roads, the Joint Western, by which, among others, the following staples 
were put into a lower class and took a less rate of freight, viz. : Bacon and 
hams in boxes, barrels or casks ; beans in barrels ; candles ; canned goods ; 
coffee ( green ) in sacks ; earthen or stone ware in casks, crates or hogsheads ; 
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earth paints ; fish, dried, pickled or salted, in boxes, barrels or kits ; flour ; 
window glass ; iron, ( bar or boiler ; ) eastings ; pipe ; iron nuts, bolts, washers, 
in kegs or barrels ; white lead in wood ; molasses and syrups in wood ; nails 
in kegs, and sugar in barrels ; beans in sacks ; coffee, roasted, in sacks or 
boxes; crackers; dried fruits; pickles in wood; rope; soda; starch; soap; 
and barbed wire. 

We think that in the future when reductions are contemplated in the 
freight rates, such reductions should be applied chiefly to rates upon grain, 
lumber, flour, coal, and barbed wire. It is especially important that the 
rates upon grain should be as low as can be afforded. It is the leading pro- 
duction of the State, but so distant from the market where the price is 
determined that its value is largely absorbed by costs of transportation. 
The price of lumber, posts, barbed wire, and coal, large quantities of which 
are consumed in Kansas, is materially affected by the costs of transportation. 

We have heretofore shown that prior to the advent of the present railroad 
statute, and the creation of a board of railroad commissioners to enforce it, 
there had been a gradual reduction in railroad tariflfe in this State, brought 
about by a variety of causes which ceaselessly operate to the same end, until 
the aggregate had reached about 40 per cent, of the earlier tariffs. An il- 
lustration of this may be cited from the reports to this office of the Kansas 
City, Fort Scott & Gulf Railroad Company. Its rate per ton per mile, 
for the total tonnage carried oyer its line for 1882-83, was $1.54. For 
the subsequent year $1.48, which would reduce the total freight charge upon 
the tonnage hauled the past year over that road $55,650.13. 

This is a reduction not brought about by any action of the Board, but 
solely by causes which can neither be evaded nor controlled by railroad 
companies affected. Reductions of this nature result chiefly from the earn- 
est and constant strife for business existing between rival lines ; a strife, too, 
which experience shows can only be to some extent moderated, but never 
wholly eliminated, by artificial pooling arrangements. When by the opera- 
tion of business strife the rates have been lowered, attempts to restore them 
by mutual arrangement between rival lines quite often end either in a com- 
promise rate, or one dictated by a stronger to a weaker rival line, and but 
seldom indeed is the old rate long maintained under the circumstances 

named. 

ELEVATORS, AND TRACK LOADING. 

Prior to the taking effect of the Railroad Law under which this Commis- 
sion acts, different rules prevailed upon different roads in respect to the 
loading of grain in bulk onto cars. Upon some roads an extra charge of 
two cents per hundred was made to those who loaded and unloaded their 
grain upon the side track from, or by means of wagons, at places where 
elevators or dumps existed ; while in other instances track loading, as it was 
called, was altogether prohibited at places where elevator facilities were pro- 
vided. Upon investigation of these matters the Board early after coming 
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into office established a different rule, which the railroad companies opera- 
ting in this State adopted, and have since followed, viz. : That no distinction 
should be made in the rates on grain shipments between those who loaded or 
unloaded through elevators and those who did not, and that no one should 
be prohibited from loading or unloading his grain upon the track by means 
of wagons ; but that those who failed to avail themselves of elevator facili- 
ties, where they existed, and IfflEwled from, or unloaded into, wagons, and by 
that means unreasonably detained cars upon the side track, might be taxed 
a reasonable demurrage charge for such detention. Since the establishment 
of this rule, we have received complaint from numerous elevator men, who 
represent to the Board that the operation of it interferes seriously with their 
business, and impairs greatly the value of their property. 

It would seem to be inevitable that this would be one of the results of 
such an order. Elevators have, at all considerable points in the State, been 
built to handle the great crops of grain that are annually produced, and 
with sufficient capacity in nearly all cases to handle all the grain brought 
to such points for shipment. The business of the elevators is curtailed by 
so much as loading is done from wagons. 

The immense crops raised every year in the Western States render the 
the elevator as indispensable a necessity as the reaping machines by which 
the grain is harvested. If all grain were loaded upon cars from wagons, 
and unloaded in the same way, it would be impossible to furnish a suffi- 
cient number of cars to move the crops, except at a greatly increased expense, 
which would considerably exceed the aggregate elevator charges. This 
would be caused by the greater detention of cars from track loading, and 
would decrease to that exent the carrying facilities of the companies. It is 
therefore a matter of quite grave importance, both to railroads and the 
people, to provide and maintain elevator facilities wherever needed. It was 
to encourage the building of elevators, and to protect those established, that 
the rules heretofore mentioned as having been enforced by the railroad com- 
panies, were adopted. While recognizing cogent reasons for these rules 
discriminating between track and elevator loading, the Board were not able 
to see their way clear to sustain them under existing laws. Indeed, in the 
absence of appropriate laws regulating elevator charges, we did not deem it 
either safe, expedient or just to the grain producer to adopt or sanction 
measures which sought to compel him to employ elevators to handle his 
grain. 

It is represented to us that the track loaders are not the farmers, but a 
class of men who, without an established business in the localities where 
they operate, and without the necessity of capital, purchase wheat during 
the busy part of the season during which grain shipments are made, and 
load the same on cars direct from farmers* wagons, thus saving to them- 
selves the expenses incidental to handling through elevators. These men 
can afford to pay a small fraction more for grain than elevator men, who 
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have a considerable amount of capital invested in elevator property. But 
it is the very existence of elevators that makes it possible for these tran- 
sient speculators to ojffer this slight advantage, and gather iheir accompany- 
ing profits. 

It has been already remarked that elevators greatly facilitate the hand- 
ling and expedite the shipment of grains, and that but for them, in States like 
Kansas for instance, railroad companies could supply adequate facilities to 
move the crops only by increasing greatly the number of their cars, which 
during a portion of the year must lie idle, and adding^ very materially to 
the cost of the service; a cost, too, which would tell upon the rates for 
transportation. It necessarily follows that to dispense altogether with eleva- 
tor facilities would add to the total cost of getting the grain to market, and 
by that much would depress the price paid the producer. But the larger 
portion of the grain is handled through elevators, and the amount handled 
by track loaders is not sufliciently large to require additional railroad facil- 
ities to tell sensibly on the rates; but sufficient, nevertheless, to diminish 
legitimate elevator profits, and to discourage the development of that class 
of necessary facilities. 

In some States it has been found necessary to regulate by law elevator 
charges, and to encourage the employment of these facilities by adding to 
the rate for transportation on grains loaded on cars from wagons, a sum 
equivalent to the cost of handling the same amount of grain through the 
elevators. While we make at this time no distinct recommendation with 
reference to legislation on this matter, we deem it of sufficient importance 
to call special attention to it. 

MANNER OF PAYMENT OF PASSENGER FARES. 

On the 23d of April, 1883, an inquiry was addressed to the Board by 
Francis Tiernan, Esq., president of the St. L., Ft. S. & W. K. R. Co., a copy 
of which will be found on page 195 of the First Annual Report issued by 
this Board ; to which the Board responded in a letter printed on the succeed- 
ing page. The special matter referred to now is that part of the inquiry 
and answer relating to the making of an extra charge to persons who board 
a train without having procured a ticket covering the passage, at stations 
where the company keeps tickets for sale. 

Prior to the passage of the act concerning railroads and other common 
carriers, by the Kansas Legislature, at its session of 1883, it had been the 
custom of several railroad companies to make an extra charge of 10 cents 
to 25 cents to those passengers who neglected to procure a ticket for the fare 
at the company's station. The Kansas Pacific, and perhaps other companies, 
had charged in addition to the regular fare a small sum to persons paying 
their fares on the train, giving to the person whose fare was thus collected, 
a drawback check for the excess, payable at any station of the company 
along the line. 

The Board held that no distinction could be made under the law in the 
2 
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amount charged to persons for the like distance, whether they bought tickets 
or not, but that no objection could be seen to the system of exacting small 
sums from passengers in addition to the regular fare, in the first instance^ 
and repaying the excess in drawback checks. Further inquiry has shown 
that the system of refiinding excess of charge upon drawbacks fails to effect 
the purpose for which it was designed, and we believe that it has been gen- 
erally abandoned by those companies which had adopted it. We are further 
convinced that this is a matter of considerable importance both to the rail- 
road companies and»to the public. The objects to be gained by making an 
extra charge were: first, to induce passengers to purchase tickets before tak- 
ing passage on the trains ; and second, to assess upon non-purchaser of tickets 
a portion of the loss occasioned to the companies, by the neglect of this class^ 
through the peculations of dishonest conductors. The practice of giving 
drawbacks has proven quite ineffectual for either purpose. 

We are assured by railway officers that the practice of paying fare upon 
the trains to railway conductors since the taking effect of the present rail- 
road law has greatly increased. It was an evil of sufficient magnitude 
before, not only in entailing loss of revenue, but by increasing necessary 
expenses in requiring a stricter and more vigilant supervision of train ser- 
vice ; by corrupting its servants and agents ; and the necessity it involved of 
frequent changes. 

It is needless to point out that the handling of large amounts of money 
constantly day after day, by a great number of men in the service of the 
same corporation, many of whom have never before been subjected to 
fiduciary tests, the receipt of which is accounted, or even accountable, for 
only by themselves, whose conduct and accounts can, in the nature of the 
employment, be subjected to but the slightest scrutiny, is in the highest 
degree corrupting. Men occupying such positions are the subjects of 
inci easing suspicion, notwitstanding many of them may be men of approved 
integrity. And in the frequent changes that take place of men occupying 
these places of employment and trust, due in part to these suspicions, but 
more often supplemented by proof of their reasonableness, many innocent 
men are liable to suffer with the guilty. 

The loss of revenue which railroads suffer from this source concerns the 
public quite as much as it does the railroad companies. They possess no 
source of revenue or income except that which is derived from their busi- 
ness. If they are to be permanently maintained they must have sufficient 
revenue to pay expenses and charges, and a fair return to those who have 
invested their money in them. If their legitimate revenue is depleted by 
peculations and frauds of employes, the loss must be made good by the 
maintenance of higher rates of charges upon business than would otherwise 
be necessary. This must be so from the fact that the losses occasioned in 
this way never appear as earnings or revenue, and it is therefore a loss 
resulting to the public as well as to the railway companies.

The purchase of a ticket is so simple a matter that we think all passen- 
gers should be required to procure one covering the journey, at all places 
where the company keeps them for sale, or be subjected, if payment is made 
on the train, to an absolute charge in addition to regular fare of a sum 
sufficient to make the purchase of a ticket an inducement. 

DANGERS FROM CATTLE ON TRACK OF FENCED RAILROADS. 

We deem it our duty to call attention to a subject which, owing to result- 
ing mischiefe, needs the application of some adequate remedy. Sec. 30 of 
ch. 84, Compiled Laws of Kansas, 1879, provides that "Every railway com- 
pany or corporation in this State, and every assignee or lessee of such company 
or corporation, shall be liable to pay the owner the full value of each and 
every animal killed, and all damages to each and every animal wounded by 
the engine or cars on such railway, or in any other manner whatever in 
operating such railway, irrespective of the fact as to whether such killing or 
wounding was caused by the negligence of such railway company or corpo- 
ration, or the assignee or lessee thereof, or not." Sec. 34 of the same act 
provides that such rule of liability shall not apply to any railway company 
or corporation, or the assignee or lessee thereof, whose road is inclosed with 
a good and lawful fence, to prevent such animals from being on such road. 

Several railroad companies in this State have built a)id maintain fences 
upon each side of their lines, to prevent the intrusion of cattle upon their 
roads. At frequent places the roads run through the middle of a farm, in 
which cases it becomes necessary for the company to leave gates, and to make 
proper wagon crossings to give the ownei-s of lands through which the rail- 
road runs access to different partf^ of their lands. Unless these gates are 
kept closed at all times, except when opened for passage, the fences are of 
no practical utility either to the railroad company, or to the owners of stock 
adjacent to the road. Our attention has been called to gross carelessness in 
connection with the use of these gates, and our personal observation has con- 
firmed the truth of the complaints that have reached us. It has become 
quite common upon some of the fenced roads to leave these gates open, and 
the stock feeding in adjoining pastures stray through them upon the compa- 
nies' roads, and sometimes get killed by passing trains, imperiling both life 
and property, and at times involving the destruction of both. Cattle upon 
a fenced road increase the danger to passing trains, because, being penned up 
in a narrow lane, there is less opportunity for tbem to escape, and they be- 
come frightened, confused, and it becomes increa-singly difficult to clear the 
track of them. The chief danger from this source is at night, when cattle 
lie down upon the track and are not discovered until the distance is too short 
to arrest the speed of the train before it is upon them. 

We will cite here a recent accident reported to this office by the Union 
Pacific Railway Company arising from the source of danger here stated. 
The accident in question occurred upon the night of the 21st of' August 
last, near Armstrong. A gate opening from a field onto the company's 
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right-of-way was left open near to the place of the accident. An animal 
had strayed upon the track, and got upon a short bridge or trestle. It had 
lost its footing upon the timbers, and was resting upon the timbers of 
the bridge. In that plight an east-bound ^ight train came along in 
the darkness of the night, and approached too near to be stopped before 
it reached the bridge. A wreck ensued which resulted in damage to rolling 
stock and freight to the amount of $2,136. The west-bound passenger train 
was due there in about fifteen minutes from the time of the accident, and if 
its time at the bridge had preceded that of the freight train the accident 
might have occured to it, and involved serious consequences to life and limb. 
As it was, the only inconvenience and loss suffered by the passengers by rea- 
son of the accident was twelve hours' detention until the wreck could be 
cleared away, and the road repaired. 

When we contemplate the many grave consequences likely to occur at 
any time from this species of carelessness, both to the railroad companies 
and to the traveling public, it cannot be otherwise regarded than in the 
highest degree reprehensible. We think some measures should be adopted 
which would have a tendency to cure the evil. These gate-^ways are left in 
the fences, and gates put in at the request and for the convenience of the 
owners of the lands. If parties living along a railroad do not feel a suffi- 
cient interest in protecting their own property from destruction or injury 
to keep such gates closed in fields where stock is feeding, they should be 
brought to a realization of the fact that these very reasonable and necessary 
precautions are due to the company that operates, and the public whose 
business requires them to use the railroad. 

We therefore recommend that suitable penalties be provided by statute 
against all persons who leave a gate of the kind open whose duty it is to 
shut it. 

CHANGE IN THE UNION PACIFIC MANAGEMENT. 

In June last an important change was made in the management and con- 
trol of the Union Pacific system. The former president of that company 
retired, and the Hon. Charles Francis Adams, jr., was appointed by the 
board of directors to the place made vacant by the resignation of Mr. Sidney 
Dillon. We trust that the Board may be pardoned for expressing a degree 
of gratification which this change afforded. Mr. Adams had served ten 
years upon the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of Massachu- 
setts ; he had also represented the interests of the National Government upon 
the Pacific Railroad directory. The observation and experience gathered 
from the standpoint of these positions, together with the prolonged and pro- 
found study given by Mr. Adams to the railroad problem, gave promise of 
a more liberal administration, and one more in sympathy with reasonable 
public demands than the one that preceded, of that important railroad 
system. 

These anticipations have not been disappointed. An important change 
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affecting the people of this State in the direction indicated was effected in 
October last. Heretofore, since the consolidation of the Kansas Pacific with 
the Union Pacific railroad system, the oflScers immediately in charge of the 
Kansas division possessed no power except that which pertained to the oper- 
ating department. All matters pertaining to freight rates and charges, 
questions concerning which are of much the most frequent occurrence, and 
of the most perplexing nature, had to be referred to, and settled by, oflicers 
in Omaha. There was no oflScer living upon the line of this division who 
was invested with the power of entertaining and settling these questions. 
This was a matter of very considerable importance to our people. Questions 
and claims which it was important to have settled promptly were liable to 
be vexatiously delayed by being thrown into the details of a mass of busi- 
ness pertaining to a great system. 

On the 1st of October there was established a freight or commercial de- 
partment to the Kansas division of the Union Pacific, with Mr. J. A. Mon- 
roe at the head, whose office was transferred from Omaha to Kansas City. 
To this oflSce was committed the supervision of all freight traffic between 
points on the Kansas division. This change will conduce to the public con- 
venience, and bring the freight department of that road into closer relations 
with the people. 

THE RAILROAD C50MMISSI0NERS TAX. 

Section 4 of the act creating this Commission, and prescribing its powers 
and duties, provides : " To provide a fund for the payment of the salaries 
and current expenses of the Board of Commissioners and Secretary, the 
Board shall certify to the Auditor of State, on or before the 20th of May, 
in each year, the amount necessary to defray the same ; which amount shall 
be divided pro rata among the several railroad companies, according to the 
assessed valuation of their property in the State, and the Auditor shall 
thereupon certify to the county clerk of each county the amount due from 
the several railroad corporations located and operated in said county, and 
the ceunty clerk shall place the same on the tax roll of his county, to be 
collected the same as other taxes upon railroad property." 

In accordance with this provision, the amounts appropriated by the Legis- 
lature two years ago to meet the salaries of Commissioners and Secretary, 
and the current expenses of the Commission, were duly certified, and levied 
as a tax upon the property of the several railroad companies operating and 
owning property in this State. All of the companies against which the tax 
was laid, except the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F6, the Southern Kansas, 
and the Kansas City, Fort Scott & Gulf, paid the tax. Suit was instituted 
by the first above named company to enjoin its collection, which resulted in 
a decision, by the Supreme Court of the State, rendered on December 1, ad- 
verse to the validity of the law under which the tax was levied. 

At this writing the opinion has not been filed, and we are unable to state 
the precise point of objection. It is understood that the main objection 
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urged, and upon which iihe case went was, the tax was not of equal and uni- 
form operation upon all the companies, corporations and persons designated 
as common carriers, subject to be regulated under the provisions of the law- 
If our information as to the character of the objection be correct, it suggests 
the appropriate remedy. 

In this connection it may not be amiss to remark that several of the States 
in which similar commissions exist, provide for the cost and maintenance of 
the commission by a tax upon the companies subject to the provisions of the 
law. Among those that thus provide are the States of Alabama, Massachu- 
setts, New York, and Vermont. 

ABSTRACTS OF LAWS OF OTHER STATES CREATING RAILROAD COM- 
MISSIONS, SHOWING THEIR POWERS AND DUTIES. 

In view of the fact that the question of the adequacy of the powers con- 
ferred upon the Railroad Commission of this State by the law creating it may 
be the subject of future consideration by the Legislature, it is deemed not 
inappropriate to give here a synoptical statement of the laws of other States 
upon the same subject-matter. 

Railroad commissions exist in twenty-three States, the provisions of law 
relating to the general duties and powers of which are of the same general 
tenor. In some, however, the power of the commissioners over the subject 
of rates of charges for transportation of persons and property is greater than 
in others. 

ALABAMA. 

The law provides for three commissioners, whose duty it is to examine all 
the railroads in the State as often as they deem proper. They have access 
to any and all books and papers of any railroad company in the State, and 
they may make such recommendations in respect to repairs upon any rail- 
road, and the adoption of such rules and regulations as in their judgment 
will promote the public safety and interest. All tariffs must be submitted 
to them for examination, and if need be, revision, and they recommend such 
changes therein as they deem proper. The certificate of the commissfoners 
certifying their approval of a tariff of rates is made prima facie evidence 
that such rates are not extortionate. 

Unjust discrimination, or the charging of more than a just compensation, 
(the facts being determined by a jury,) is pronounced extortion, for which 
damages may be recovered. 

Special rates may be given for the purpose of assisting in the develop- 
ment of any industrial enterprise. Railroads whose net earnings otherwise 
would not amount to a fair and just return on their value may charge rates 
which under other circumstances would be excessive. 

CALIFORNIA. 

Three commissioners are elected in this State, who derive their powers 
from the constitution, which provides: "The commissioners shall have the 
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power, and it is their duty to establish rates of charges for the transporta- 
tion of passengers and freights ; to examine the books, records, and papers 
of all transportation companies, and for this purpose they shall have power 
to issue subpenas and all other necessary process; to hear and determine 
complaints against railroads and all other transportation companies ; to send 
for persons and papers ; to administer oaths, take testimony, and punish for 
contempt of their orders and processes in the same manner and to the same 
extent as courts of record, and enforce their decisions and correct abuses 
through the medium of the courts. They shall prescribe a uniform system 
of accounts to be kept by all such corporations and companies, and establish 
rates of fare and freights. Any railroad corporation or transportation com- 
pany which shall fail or refuse to conform to such rates, or to keep their 
accounts in accordance with the system prescribed by the railroad commis- 
sioners, shall be fined not exceeding twenty thousand dollars for each offense. 
In all controversies, civil or criminal, the rates of fares and freights estab- 
lished by said commission shall be deemed conclusively just and reasonable." 

The law further provides that "When jurisdiction is, by the constitution, 
conferred on the board of railroad commissioners, all the means necessary to 
carry it into effect is also conferred upon said board ; and when in the exer- 
cise of jurisdiction within the purview of the authority conferred on said 
board by the constitution, the course of proceeding is not specifically pointed 
out, any suitable process or mode of proceeding may be adopted by the 
board which may appear most conformable to the spirit of the constitution." 

Discrimination in charges and facilities of transportation between persons 
or places is forbidden. 

The commission are required to report annually to the Governor. 

CONNECTICUT 

Has also three commissioners, whose powers extend to the following subject- 
matters : General supervision over the railroads in the State. It examines 
the roads, equipments and books at least twice a year. The commission has 
the power to issue a certificate to the effect that a road is in a safe and suit- 
able condition, until which time, and the giving of such certificate, no part 
of any railroad can be opened for public travel. The location of tracks, 
bridges, signals, etc., is subject to the approval of the commissioners, and 
also the abandonment of stations, or the issuing of extra stock by any rail- 
road company. 

The railroad companies are required to make annual returns to the com- 
missioners, and the latter report to the General Assembly. They have power 
to summon and examine witnesses under oath. 

GEORGIA. 

Three commissioners are appointed in this State. The commissioners are 
required to make for each railroad doing business in the State a schedule of 
just and reasonable rates, and to revise the same as often as may be neces- 
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sary. They also have the power to investigate the books of the companies, 
and to make other examinations, for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
there have been any violations of the rules and regulations against unjust 
discriminations. All agreements between companies as to rates of transpor- 
tation, or in respect to a division of earnings by competing roads, shall be 
submitted to the commissioners for examination and approval, and any agree- 
ment not approved by them, or which provides for rates exceeding those 
fixed, are declared illegal and void. Penalties are provided against violations 
of the rules and orders of the board, which are prosecuted by the Attorney 
Greneral. Freights which come from, or go beyond, the boundaries of the 
State, are excepted from the jurisdiction of the commission. 

ILLINOIS. 

Three commissioners are appointed in this State, whose duties require 
them to examine into the condition and management, and all other matters 
pertaining to the operation of railroads, and the business of warehouses, and 
to prosecute any violation by them of State laws. 

The railroads operating in the State are required to make annual returns 
of their business for the preceding year to the board, in accordance with 
forms prescribed by the Legislature ; also the manager of every public ware- 
house in the State is required by law to submit to the board, whenever re- 
quired to do so, a written and sworn statement, showing the condition and 
management of his business. 

The commissioners were directed by the act of May 2, 1873, to make for 
each of the railroads doing business in the State a schedule of reasonable 
maximum rates for the tranportation of freights, passengers and cars, which 
schedule should be taken in all courts as prima fade evidence that the rates 
prescribed therein are not extortionate. 

IOWA. 

Has three commissioners, who are given general supervision over all rail- 
roads in the State operated by steam. They have the power to require^ 
whenever in their judgment the public safety or convenience may show it to 
be necessary, any improvements or repairs upon any railroad. It is their 
duty to investigate all charges of extortion and unjust discrimination, and 
to order the correction of any abuse by parties operating railroads. They 
prescribe the forms in which railroad companies make their returns to them 
of their annual business, and the commissioners report to the Legislature. 

They have the power to stop the running of trains over any bridge deemed 
by them unsafe, if the company, after having been notified of its condition 
by the board, neglect to repair it. 

KANSAS 

Has three commissioners, who are intrusted with the general supervision 
of all railroads in the State operated by steam, and all other corporations 
doing business as common carriers. 
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It is made the duty of the commissioners to examine from time to time 
the condition of each railroad in the State and its equipment, and to notify 
in writing the persons operating any such road of any repairs to its road, or 
any additions to, or change of its station houses, or additions to its rolling 
stock, or any changes in its rates for transporting freight, or in the mode of 
operating its road and conducting its business, that they may deem desirable 
and necessary, in order to promote the security, convenience and accommo- 
dation of the public. 

They may also inquire into any neglect or failure of any such corporation 
to comply with the terms of its charter or the laws of the State, and take 
measures for the correction of the same. 

They have the power to investigate charges, extortion, unjust or unrea- 
sonable charges, and unjust discrimination by any railroad company, and 
require the correction of any abuse of the kind ; also, to require, upon com- 
plaint made by the mayor and council of any city or the trustees of any 
township through which any part of a railroad may run, a modification of 
any freight rates deemed by them unreasonable or extortionate, and they 
have the power to decide what is a reasonable charge and rate, which de- 
cision establishes joWma/acte the reasonableness of such rate or charge. 

The commissioners have the power to examine the books, papers and doc- 
uments of any railroad company, and to examine, under oath or otherwise, 
any of the officers, directors or employes of the same ; to issue subpenas, ad- 
minister oaths, and punish for contempt of their orders and process. 

All railroad companies are required to make annual reports to the Board 
in such forms as the latter shall prescribe, and the Board reports annually 
to the Grovernor. 

KENTUCKY. 

This State has a board of three commissioners. To these commissioners 
each railroad company is required to furnish yearly a statement of its affairs. 
The commissioners in turn make an annual report to the Governor, contain- 
ing such facts as will disclose the practical workings of the system of rail- 
road transportation in the State, and such suggestions in relation thereto as 
to them may seem appropriate. 

The commissioners are required to examine into the condition and man- 
agement of railroads in this State so far as the same affect the relations of 
the railroads to the public ; also to inquire whether they comply with the 
laws of the State, and to prosecute or cause to be prosecuted persons or cor- 
porations guilty of such violation. It is the duty of the commission to hear 
and determine complaints of extortion or discrimination in rates by any 
railroad corporation, rendering such corporation liable to certain penalties 
therein provided. 

MAINE. 

The law provides for three commissioners, whose duty it is to make an- 
nual examinations of railroad tracks, rolling stock, bridges, etc., of all rail- 
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roads within the State, and to give a certificate of the condition of the road 
to the clerk of each company, which certificate is by him filed in the office 
of the Secretary of State before the first day of December. 

They have the power to order, in writing, any railroad company to repair 
its road, and to reduce the speed of its trains until such repairs are made, 
and to prosecute any company failing to make them. 

They also possess the power, upon complaint of any interested and re- 
sponsible party, that a railroad charges unreasonably high rates, after due 
notice and hearing, to revise and establish rates for a time not exceeding 
one year. 

Also, in case of the failure of the managers of connecting lines to agree 
upon joint rates of transportation, the commissioners may establish them. 

The commissioners may from time to time call upon the managers for 
such information as they may require, and the board make an annual report 
to the Governor of their official doings, with such facts as they may deem of 
public interest. 

MASSACHUSETTS 

Has three commissioners. They have general supervision over all rail- 
roads and street railways in the State, which they are required to examine 
as often as necessary to keep themselves informed as to their condition and 
the manner in which they are operated with reference to the public safety 
and convenience. They are also to see that the several corporations of the 
State comply with the terms of their charters and the laws of the common- 
wealth, and in case of the violation of either to give notice to the corpora- 
tion in fault, and if such neglect or violation continues after such notice, to 
report the same to the attorney general for such action as he may deem ex- 
pedient. 

It is made the duty of the board, whenever it deems that repairs are nec- 
essary on any railroad, or that an addition to its rolling stock, or an addi- 
tion to or change of its stations or station houses, or a change in its rates 
of fares for transporting freight or passengers, or in the mode of operating 
its road and conducting its business, is reasonable and expedient in order to 
promote the security, convenience and accommodation of the public, to in- 
form the corporation of the improvements and changes it considers to be 
proper. The official action of the board in respect to examining the condi- 
tion and operation of any railroad may be invoked with like effect by the 
mayor and alderman of a city or selectmen of a town, upon complaint to the 
board. The board has the power to summon witnesses, take testimony, and 
administer oaths ; also, to examine the books and accounts of all corpora- 
tions operating railroads, and see that the same are kept upon a uniform 
system prescribed by the board. They may also be required by a director, 
or of any person owning one-fiftieth part of the paid-in capital stock of a 
railroad or street railway company, upon request in writing, to examine the 
books and financial condition of such corporation, and make the result of 
such examination public. 
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The board may also fix the route of a railroad in a city or town, when, 
the city or town authorities cannot agree with the directore concerning it. 
No railroad can be open for public use until the board has examined it and 
certified to its safe condition. 

The board makes an annual report of its doings to the Legislature, includ- 
ing such facts and explanations as will disclose the actual workings of the 
system of railroad transportation in the State. They prescribe the forms of 
annual returns to be made by the railroad companies, and to include sta- 
tistics prepared from them in their report. 

MICHIGAN. 

The law provides for one commissioner. It is his duty to examine into 
the condition and management of railroads and their business within the 
State ; to inspect the tracks, bridges and other structures, and to require the 
same to be repaired whenever deemed necessary, and to this end he may 
wholly stop the running of trains over defective tracks and bridges. 

Each railroad company is required to furnish him with a sworn statement 
of the condition of its affairs at the close of each calendar year, and such 
other information as he may demand. He calls upon them for monthly 
statements of their earnings, and prescribes a uniform system of accounts 
for use by all railroad companies doing business in the State. 

The amount of tax due annually from each company is computed by him, 
and the amount certified to the auditor general. 

He prosecutes companies violating the laws of the State, and makes an 
official report annually to the Legislature. 

MINNESOTA 

Has one commissioner, whose duty it is to examine into any neglect or vio- 
lation of the laws of the State by railroad companies doing business therein. 
Also, to examine and inspect the condition of each road, and the manner of 
its conduct and management with reference to the public safety and interest. 
Unjust discrimination and extortionate charges are declared unlawful. 
The commissioner has the power to examine any books, papers or docu- 
ments of any railroad corporation, or to interrogate any of its officers ; to 
issue subpenas, administer oaths, and examine witnesses. Railroad compa- 
nies are required to make annual returns to him in such form as he may 
prescribe, and the commissioner makes his annual report to the Governor, 
containing such facts and explanations as will disclose the actual workings 
of the system of railroad transportation in the State, and its relation to the 
general business and prosperity of its citizens, together with such suggestions 
and recommendations in respect thereto as may seem appropriate. 

MISSOURI 

Has three commissioners, to whom the railroad companies doing business in 
the State transmit their annual reports. The commissioners may classify 
certain freight, and whenever in their judgment it can be equitably done 
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may reduce rates on any railroad or part thereof, either generally or in spe- 
cial classes. It is their duty to examine the condition of the several rail- 
roads of the State as often as they may deem it necessary, and whenever 
they have reasonable grounds to believe, whether complaint be made or not, 
that any of the tracks, bridges or other structures of any railroads in the 
State are in a condition which render any of them dangerous or unfit for 
the transportation of passengers over them with reasonable safety, to exam- 
ine the same, and order necessary repairs to be made thereon, and to direct 
the speed of trains until the repairs are made. The commissioners may 
wholly stop the running of trains over defective tracks, bridges, etc., until 
they are put into proper repair, and heavy penalties are incurred for diso- 
beying the orders of the commissioners. • 

The decision of the commissioners in respect to rates is binding on the 
railroad companies, and penalties are imposed for charging higher rates. 

NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

Three commissioners exist in this State, who have general supervision 
over all railroads, examine them, and keep informed as to their condition 
and management, and see thaf the companies conform to the terms of their 
charters and the laws of the State, either reporting violations to the attorney 
general, or instituting corrective proceedings themselves, as they deem most 
appropriate. 

The commissioners have power to prescribe a uniform system of accounts 
for the different railroads, and also the forms in which annual returns are to 
be made to them. 

Also, to establish maximum tables of transportation charges, both pas- 
senger and freight. They may also require any railroad company to make 
repairs to its road, additions to its rolling stock, changes in its rates, or mode 
of operating its road and conducting its business, whenever the same is nec- 
essary to promote the public security and convenience. 

NEW YORK 

Has three commissioners. They have the power to administer oaths in 
all matters relating to their duties. They are given the general supervision 
of railroads so far as the same respects their duties and functions, and it is 
their duty to examine them and keep informed as to their condition and 
manner of operation, with reference to the public security and convenience. 
They are also to see that the several corporations comply with their charters 
and the laws of the State ; to investigate the causes of accidents which result 
in the loss of life or other personal injury. 

Whenever, in the judgment of the railroad commissioners, any railroad 
company is in fault either in violating any provision of law, or the terms of 
its charter, or unjustly discriminates in its charges for services, or refuses to 
obey any of the laws of the State, or comply with the recommendations of 
the board of railroad commissioners, notice in writing is given by the board 
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to the company in fault, of the subject-matter of complaint, and if such 
violation or neglect is continued after such notice, the board may at once 
present the fact to the attorney general for his action, or may take such 
proceedings thereon themselves as will afford protection to public interests. 

Whenever it shall appear to the said Board after a careful personal 
examination of the same, and notice of such examination given to the com- 
pany interested, that repairs are necessary upon any railroad within the 
State, or additions are needed to the rolling stock, or any addition to or 
change in the station houses of any company, or that additional terminal 
facilities ought to be aflPorded, or that any change in the rates for transport- 
ing passengers or freight, or any change in the mode of operating its road 
and conducting its business is necessary in order to promote the public 
security and accommodation, the board in like manner give notice to the 
corporation concerned of the improvements, repairs or changes desired, and 
if after a full hearing such corporation neglects to comply with the orders 
or recommendations of the board, the facts of such non-compliance are laid 
before the attorney general for his action, and also embodied in the annual 
report of the board to the Legislature. 

The commissioners prescribe the forms in which the railroad companies 
make their returns to them, and the board report annually to the Legis- 
lature their doings, with such facts, statements and explanations as will 
serve to throw light upon the question of railroad transportation, and its 
relations to the business and prosperity of the State. 

OHIO 

Has a commissioner of railroads and telegraph, who is invested with gen- 
eral supervisory powers over the same. It is his duty to examine them as 
often as may be necessary to keep informed of their condition. Whenever he 
has reasonable grounds to believe, either on complaint or otherwise, that 
any of the tracks, bridges or other structures of any railroad in the State 
are in a condition rendering them dangerous or unfit for use in the trans- 
portation of passengers, it is his duty to inspect the same, and if found 
unsafe, to notify the company affected to make such repairs aa are deemed 
necessary, and may prescribe the speed of trains or cause them to stop run- 
ning altogether over the defective track or bridge until it is repaired. 

He has the power to issue subpenas, administer oaths and examine wit- 
nesses, and to call upon all railroad companies operating a railroad in the 
State to furnish him with copies of all leases, contracts and agreements with 
express, sleeping-car, freight, or rolling-stock companies, or other companies 
doing business upon, or in connection with such road. It is his duty to ex- 
amine into the causes of all fatal railroad accidents, and to report annually 
to the Governor the affairs and condition of all railroads and telegraph lines 
in the State. 

RHODE ISLAND 

Has one railroad commissioner of very limited powers. The law provides 
that he shall be informed of any railroad accident occurring, and shall then 
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examine into the cause of the same. He shall, whenever he shall deem it 
expedient, personally examine into the proceedings of any railroad corpora- 
tion established in the State, and report to the General Assembly from time 
to time whether such facilities and accommodations as are required by law 
are furnished, and all other acts and doings of such corporations by which 
the rights of the State or any of its citizens are affected. 

Said commissioner may, on application of the authorities of any town, 
and after due hearing, require a company to alter the grade of a highway 
crossing its road so that said highway shall pass over or under said railroad. 

The companies report to the commissioner such facts as he may require, 
and the latter reports annually to the General Assembly. 

SOUTH CAROLINA. 

The law provides for three commissioners, who are intrusted with the 
general supervision of railroads in the State, operated by steam, and whose 
duty it is to examine the same, and keep informed of their condition and 
the manner in which they are operated with reference to the public safety 
and accommodation, and may order such repairs to tracks, bridges, etc., as 
they may deem the public safety and interest requires. They may estab- 
lish reasonable rates for transportation of freight upon railroads. All pool- 
ing contracts must be submitted to them for inspection and approval. 
They have power to examine books, papers and documents belonging to any 
railroad company, and to issue subpenas for the attendance of witnesses. 
All railroad companies report to them, and they to the Legislature. 

TENNESSEE. 

The board of railroad commissioners in this State^is composed of three 
members. 

They have power to examine and revise tariffs, and to hear and investi- 
gate complaints, and to take such action thereon as may be necessary to cor- 
rect abuses. 

The rates fixed by the commissioners are made prima fade evidence of 
their reasonableness, and rates found by a jury to be extortionate subject 
the railroad company to ten times the amount of the actual damages sus- 
tained, unless the rates so adjudged extortionate have been approved by the 
commissioners, in which case actual damages only are recoverable. 

( This last provision of the law has since been declared invalid by the 
Circuit Court of the United States for Tennessee. Among other elements 
of viciousness contained in the provision was the one that gave to every jury 
in every county through which a railroad should run the power to make a 
tariff for the road — an ingenious device for breaking down all tariflfe.) 

The law requires the commission to inspect railroads, to ascertain their 
condition and mode of operation, to investigate all accidents occurring on 
them, and require such repairs to be made as may be necessary to promote 
the public security, and such changes in the mode of operation as the public 
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accommodation demands. The commission is invested with the right to ex- 
amine stock books of railroad companies, and with power to confer with 
commissioners of other States, with a view to securing uniformity of laws 
relating to railroads. 

( The provision stated in the last paragraph has also been declared uncon- 
stitutional by the United States Circuit Court for Tennessee, on the ground 
that it sought to confer upon the State board power to regulate rates upon 
inter-State commerce.) 

All railroads in process of building, or which should thereafter be con- 
structed in the State, are exempted by law from the operation of the act un- 
til ten years after the completion of such new railroad. The commission 
report annually to the Legislature. 

VERMONT 

Has one commissioner of railroads, whose duty it is to report biennially to 
the Governor any neglect or infringement of the iaws for the regulation of 
railroads by officers, employes, or agents of such roads, the condition of each 
railroad and its management and operation as they respect the public safety ; 
the financial management of the roads and pecuniary condition of each 
company for each of the two preceding years ; and also any additional laws 
which in his opinion should be adopted for the regulation of railroads. 

The commissioner may establish a uniform system of keeping railroad ac- 
counts, and also the forms in which companies operating in the State make 
returns to him. 

VIRGINIA 

Has one commissioner, who has general supervision of all railroads in the 
State. It is his duty 'to examine them as often as may be necessary to keep 
himself informed of their physical condition and the manner in which they 
are operated. Also, to see that railroad companies comply with the terms 
of their charters and the laws of the State, and report any violation of 
either to the board of public works. 

Whenever, in his judgment, repairs to road, bridges, etc., are needed, or 
additions are deemed expedient and reasonable to promote the convenience 
and accommodation of the public, it is his duty to inform the corporation 
^ interested of the nature of such repairs or additions ; and upon failure to 
adopt the commissioner's requirements he reports such failure to the au- 
thority above referred to. 

It is also his duty to examine the condition of any road whenever com- 
plaint is made by any city, county, or town authority, and to require, if the 
cause of complaint exist, such action on the part of the railroad company 
as will remove the grievance. 

The Legislature prescribes the forms in which railroad companies make 
their annual returns to the commissioner, and he is required to report annually 
to the Legislature such statements, statistics and facts as will disclose the 
actual workings of the system of railroad transportation in its relations and 
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bearings upon the business and prosperity of the State. He is to investi- 
gate all railroad accidents, and report the same in his annual report. 

WISCONSIN 

Has one railroad commissioner, who is given general powers of supervision 
over railroads in the State, and whose duty it is to inspect and examine the 
condition of each road in the State, and its equipment, and the manner in 
which the same are managed and operated, with reference to the safety, con- 
venience and accommodation of the public. It is also his duty to examine 
and ascertain the pecuniary condition and financial management of such 
railroads. He is also required to inquire into any neglect to comply with 
any legal provision pertaining to railroads, or violation of the laws of the 
State ; and upon complaint of any citizen of the State complaining of any 
violation of a State law by a railroad corporation, specifying the acts com- 
plained of, the commissioner is required to investigate the same, and if he 
shall find the cause of complaint to exist, he may report the fact to the At- 
torney General for appropriate action of that officer. He is required to 
ascertain from each railroad company operating in the State from statements 
furnished him by them, their receipts, earnings, expenses and indebtedness, 
•which are forwarded to the State Treasurer, and he is also required to report 
annually to the Governor. 

APPROPRIATION FOR EXPENSES OF THE COMMISSION. 

The Legislature, at its regular session in 1883, appropriated the sum of 
$1,500 for each of the years ending June 30, 1884 and 1885, to pay the cur- 
rent expenses of the Commission. This amount the Board has found 
insufficient. The work of the Commission involves a large correspondence 
between it and the people, and the several railroad companies operating in 
the State, and a considerable amount of copy work. The Board soon found 
that it was absolutely necessary to employ a clerk to assist the Secretary 
with the clerical work of the office. The salary of the clerk is paid out of 
fund appropriated for the current expenses of the Commission. The 
postage consumed by the business of the office is also a large sum. The 
expenses and costs arising in such investigations and examinations as the 
the Board find it necessary to institute in different parts of the State, upon 
complaints and petitions addressed to it asking for the redress of alleged' 
grievances, and expenses necessarily incurred in making inspections and 
examinations of railroads, bridges and other structures connected with rail- 
roads, are all paid out of the same fund. The Commission has practiced 
the most rigid economy, an economy which has in several ways impaired its 
usefulness in the past, notwithstanding which we find ourselves involved in 
a deficiency of $500 for the current year. 

To make the work of the Commission of the greatest practical value to 
the public, the appropriation should be sufficient to enable the Commis- 
sion to pay the proper officers whom they may find it necessary to employ 
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from time to time to serve subpenas, or other process which the Board is 
authorized to issue, and to pay the attendance fees of such witnesses whose 
attendance as witnesses is compelled. The Board believe that $3,000 a year 
to cover current expenses would be ample, and would serve to render the 
work of the Commission more efficient. 

The Board also, in this connection, desire to call attention to the fact that, 
although the law provides that the office of the Commission shall be fur- 
nished at the expense of the State, no appropriation has been made to pur- * 
chase office furniture. The chairs, desks and other office furniture now 
used by the Commission have been temporarily borrowed, and such office 
furniture as we now have the use of is very ill adapted to the proper ar- 
rangement and preservation of the rapidly-increasing files of the office.

INQUIRY BY A, T. A 8. F. RLD. CO. RELATIVE TO SUGAR RATES, AND ANSWER OF BOARD. 

ToPEKA, Kansas, December 29, 1883. 
To the Honorable Board of Railroad Oommissumerii, Topeka, Kansas — Gentlemen: 
The sugar-manufacturing interests on our line, while they have no difficulty in disposing 
of such of their products as are demanded locally along the road, do experience some diffi- 
culty in meeting the markets of the Missouri river, owing to strong eastern competition. 
We should be glad to assist them against this competition, provided we could do so 
without influencing rates to points west. We cannot affi)rd to make rates to our local 
points proportionate to what we should be obliged to make them to place the manufac- 
turers of our line on a fair basis with eastern manufacturers at the Missouri river. 

The question arises: Can we meet this competition at the Missouri river without 
necessarily obliging us to make proportionate rates to intermediate points ?

J.F. Goddard, Esq., Traffic Manager , Topeka, Kansas — Dear Sir: Your favor of the 
29th ult. is received, having reference to the protection of the manufacturing sugar inter- 
ests along your line. You desire to make special rates to Missouri river points upon ship- 
ments of the products of these manufactures to meet eastern competition, if this can be 
done without influencing rates to points west, and providing you are not at the same 
time obliged to make proportionate rates at local points ; and you ask : " Can we meet 
this competition at the Missouri river without necessarily obliging us to make propor- 
tionate rates to intermediate points?" 

We have no hesitation in answering the question in the affirmative. In shipments 
of this kind the conditions are so dissimilar from those obtaining with reference to the 
ordinary classes of merchandise shipments, that the rule of uniformity cannot, and was 
not intended to, prevail as to them. 

We are of the opinion, however, that the rate to any local point should not exceed 
the total rate to the Missouri river.

PETITION.

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of Kansas — Gentle- 
MEN We, the undersigned, citizens and business men of Meriden and vicinity, respect- 
fully represent to your- honorable body that the Leavenworth, Topeka & Southwestern 
Kailroad Company operates a railroad running through this place, to wit, Meriden, in 
the county of Jefferson and State of Kansas, at which place said railroad company re- 
ceives and delivers freight and passengers, charging legal rates therefor. But said rail- 
road company has failed to provide any depot building whatever at said Meriden station 
for the proper protection of freight and passengers from inclement weather, etc. We 
therefore petition your honorable body to give such official attention to our grievance, as 
above set forth, as will secure to us our legitimate rights and protection in the premises.

Receipt of the petition was duly acknowledged by the Board, and the matter was 
taken up, personally, with the officers of the respondent company. The result of the 
interview with the company was referred to the petitioners, under date of January 7, 
1884: 

G. M. Huffman, et al., Meriden^ Kansas — Dear Sirs: Referring to your petition for 
a building that would afford suitable protection for freight and passengers at your sta- 
tion, on the line of the Leavenworth, Topeka & Southwestern Railroad, I have the honor 
to report that it was presented in person to the officers of that road, who informed us 
that within the next sixty days they would erect a building at or near the point where 
there is at present a platform, and also erect a passenger waiting-room, at the junction of 
the two roads, for the accommodation of passengers coming on one road and desiring to 
leave on the other. 

In justice to the officials of this road, will say, that they informed me that they have 
contemplated these improvements for some time past, but owing to other matters of seem- 
ingly more importance, requiring their attention, they have not taken the necessary time 
to accomplish the work. 

Hoping that the prompt action of the railroad company will prove satisfactory to 
you, I remain.

On February 23, 1884, the Board inquired of petitioners whether the company had 
erected building as promised, to which reply was made as follows:

On November 29th, 1883, the complainaDt alleged from eight to twelve days' delay 
in the delivery of coal shipmjsnts. The complaint was duly referred to respondent com- 
pany, and reply received as follows: 

Lawrence; Kas., Dec. 6, 1883. 

E. J. Turjier, Esq., Secretary Board Bailroad OmimissionerSj Topeka, Kas. — Dear Sir : 
Yours of December 4th, relative to delay of coal at Cherryvale, received. 

There is no desire on our part to delay the business of this road, or the business of 
its patrons. We show no favors to any particular one. There has been a delay at 
Cherryvale on account of lack of motive power, as some of our engines were burned in 
the Ottawa fire. 

Our facilities for doing business at Cherryvale are better than any other line in there, 
and still the business has outgrown us. 

We expect to enlarge our yards and put them in best poisible shape as soon as we 
can, and hope, in the meantime, that you will not be bothered with any more complaints 
of this kind.

On December 24th, complainant made further complaint of detention of cars of coal 
at Cherryvale, and additional complaint of theft of coal from the cars so detained. 

To expedite the investigation of these complaints, Mr. L. L. Turner, of the Board, went 
to Lawrence and conferred with the officers of the company, as shown in the following 
letter to the complainant under date of January 7th, 1884 : 

Wm. Badfordy Esq., Cherryvale, Kas. — Dear Sir : Referring to your complaint against 
the Southern Kansas Bly., will say, that upon receipt of your complaint I went to Law- 
rence and presented the matter in person to Supt Barnes, and learned that after your 
first complaint in regard to delay of shipments from Cherryvale had been presented to 
him, he secured the services of ten additional locomotives for the purpose of relieving 
tlie freight blockade upon his road, and that no further trouble was looked for from that 
direction. In regard to your loss of coal by theft from cars at Cherryvale, Mr. Barnes 
informed me that should you send in your bill, he would investigate the matter, and if 
found correct, would pay it. This coal matter is entirely outside of the jurisdiction of 
the Board, and should it not be adjusted satisfactorily, your only redress seems to be in 
the courts. 

In regard to the delay of cars at your place, should the trouble not be removed, 
please call the attention of the Board to the matter, when it will receive prompt atten- 
tion.

The company, on January 14th, filed the statement of their agent at Cherryvale 
relative to the charge of theft of coal, denying in full the allegations set forth in com- 
plaint. 

As the complainant failed to submit further evidence in support of his allegations of 
loss of coal by theft, or to make further complaint of delay to cars, no further action 
was taken by the Board.

It seems to us that there is too much difference, and that they have overcharged us. 
Will you please look the matter up, and oblige.

The complaint was referred to the respondent company, and reply made by Mr. J. F. 
Goddard, TraflSc Manager, as follows: 

In the matter of the complaint of Messrs. Moses & Winstead, Great Bend, while it 
is the rule of all companies to charge double the rates upon stallions that they charge 
upon an ordinary horse, ( and this rule I believe to be right, on account of their value 
and difficulty in handling,) in this case I am willing to reduce the charges as follows: 
As I understand, this animal occupied but one-half of a car. Our car-load rate upon an 
ordinary horse from Missouri river to Great Bend is $50. As the risk over one hun- 
dred dollars' valuation was taken by the owner, we will reduce the charges in this case to 
one-half car-load rate, or $25, upon return of expense bills returned herewith.

To the .ffonorahk Board of Railway Commissioners of the State of Kansas: We, the 
undersigned petitioners, would respectfully represent that we are citizens of Brown 
county, Kas., and residents, chiefly, of Mission, Powhattan and Walnut townships, and 
mostly within a radius of eight miles of the southwest quarter of section 24, town 2t 
range 16, through which quarter is the line of the Missouri Pacific Railway; that during 
the time said railway was being built, in 1881, many of the signers thereto petitioned 
the said Missouri Pacific Railway Company for a station or side-track on said quarter- 
section, and that since that time also we have petitioned said railway company for a sta- 
tion on said quarter, and said company have refused or failed to grant our petition. 

We therefore respectfully pray your honorable body to fix a time upon which you 
will take our application under consideration, that we may present our claims, with such 
evidence, maps and papers as may be necessary. J. McCbery and 114 others. 

February 16th, an additional petition, signed by 46 residents of Brown county, and 
setting forth substantially the same prayer as the former petition, was filed with the 
Board. 

These petitions were duly referred to the respondent company, and on February 23d> 
Mr. A. A. Talmage, Fourth Vice President, made answer that, on account of the close 
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proximity of depots already established in that county, and as there were now more sta- 
tions there than the bosiness would warrant, he deemed an additional station unneees- 
sary. 

The Board visited the ground where the station was desired, and inquired into the 
amount and character of the business done in the locality, and as a result of their inves- 
tigations, and after hearing evidence submitted by the petitioners, they rendered the 
following decision : 

DECISION. 

The petitioners in this case, who are quite numerous, ask the Board to recommend 
the establishment of a station and station facilities at Emmett, in Brown county. 

The Commissioners went to the point where the station is asked to be established, 
and inspected the locality. It appears from what the Commissioners were able to learn, 
both from parties representing the petitioners and others opposing the granting of the 
petition, that at the time the Missouri Pacific, Omaha extension, was being built through 
the locality concerned, two points were contestants for the station in that vicinity, viz., 
Emmett and Baker. A post office had previously been established at Emmett, which has 
since been removed to Baker. There was no village at either place until the railroad 
was built. The railroad company selected Baker as the point for a station. Emmett is 
one and a half miles northwest of Baker. At the latter point the company has built a 
commodious depot and ample side tracks and stock yard. A thriving village has grown 
up at Baker. It is nearly equidistant from Hiawatha on the north and Willis on the 
southeast, and it is easily accessible by good wagon-roads leading in all directions. If 
the station had been located at Emmett, it would have been more convenient for some 
of the citizens there, and less so for others. The community there is purely agricultural, 
and there is no dense population requiring frequent stoppages of trains, or depots in close 
proximity. The depots along the line of respondent's road are as near together as are 
usually maintained through a country situated similarly to this. The Commissioners are 
of the opiuion that it would not be reasonable to ask the company to build and establish 
another depot so near the one already there. Neither do we think that the best interests 
of that community would be promoted by such a course. We therefore decline to grant 
the request of the petitioners.

Rly., on the southwest quarter of sec. 24, town 3, range 16, Brown 
county. 

We therefore most earnestly and respectfully petition your honorable Board to cause 
or require the said Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. to build on said southwest quarter of sec. 24, town 
3, range 16, Brown county, a side-track of capacity sufficient for the probable require- 
ments thereon. Respectfully, H. 8. Litle and 203 others. 

On the same day the Board rendered the following decision : 

decision. 

This petition is for a side-track on the line of the Mo. Pac. Rid., in Brown county, 
]^ansas, on southwest quarter sec. 24, township 3, range 16, and is the same in substance 
as the petition of J. McCrerey et al. against the same company, decided by this Board on 
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March 21, 1884, except that in that petition they prayed for a depot or side-track at that 
point. 

The decision of the Board upon this former petition of like character was intended 
to cover all that was petitioned for in that case, viz. : a depot or a side-track. We are 
satisfied that our ruling was right, under the circumstances. To require the company to 
build and maintain a side-track so near a station already established, would cause a pre- 
cedent that if followed would almost necessitate the maintenance of a double-track rail- 
way along its whole line. In this instance we are unable to perceive any urgent necessity 
for a side-track, and therefore adhere to our former ruling.

in order that they may be enabled to load cars there with grain, stock, etc. They pro- 
pose to be at all the expense for grading, ties, rails, etc., and as your honorable body re- 
fused to require the Missouri Pacific Railway Company to lay a side-track there solely 
upon ground of expense to said company, your petitioners have no doubt the Board will 
grant this request at an early day.

May 22d and 28th, additional petitions were filed with the Board, setting forth fully 
the grounds upon which the petitioners based their claims for side-track accommoda- 
tions. 

The Board, after examining all the evidence submitted, rendered the following final 
decision : 

In the matter of the petition filed May 28, 1884, of J. McOrerey and 28 others, for permission 
to construct a spur or side-track on the sovihwest quarter sec. 24, tp. 5, raiiyge 16, in Brown 
county, Kansas, and connect the same with the Mo. Padfi^c Ely, 

This case is another phase of the case of J. McCrerey et al. vs. The Mo. Pacific Rly. 
Co., decided by this Board March 21st, 1884 ; and H. S. Litle and 202 others vs. same 
company, decided April 17, 1884. In this case the petitioners ask permission to construct 
a spur or side-track at the place named and connect same with the Mo. Pacific Railroad. 
This application is made under sec. 17 of the railroad law. The facts are stated in the 
first opinion— 'and we think a very strong case must exist to justify our granting per- 
mission to put in a switch and spur and attach the same to a railroad in operation like 
the Mo. Pacific at that point, when such ample facilities are provided as at Baker, a dis- 
tance of only one and one-half miles, and easily accessible by good wagon-roads at a 
distance of only two miles. A switch put in as petitioners desire is not, and cannot be, 
maintained under the direct and immediate care of the agents of the railroad company. 
And every such switch is an element of danger to the company ; danger to its freight in 
transit, and danger to the lives of its passengers. Such switches are liable to be tam- 
pered with by meddlesome or evil-disposed persons, and the wreck of a freight or pas- 
senger train might be th6 result. We do not think that the inconvenience caused to a 
few persons in an agricultural district, by having to haul their produce two miles further 
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to the station at Baker, is sufficient to counterbalance the additional hazard which would 
be caused to the traveling public by allowing a switch put in at said place ; and for these 
reasons the application is denied.

COMPLAINT. 

Leavenworth, Kas., December 15, 1883. 

Hon. Bailroad Commisfnoners of ike State of Kansas — Gentlemen: You will- see by 
the inclosed slip clipped from the newspaper containing a portion of the proceedings of 
our Board of Trade at its last regular meeting, viz., December 13th, 1883, that I, as the 
secretary, was instructed to forward a copy of said resolutions for your consideration, 
with the request that you take such action in the premises as to yourselves may Seem 
just and proper. As you will see, the complaint our people make is: 

1st. That the owners or lessees of the old L. L. & G. Bid., now called the Kansas 
City, Lawrence & Southern Railroad, have wholly neglected or refused to construct a foot 
of said railroad east of Lawrence to Leavenworth, as they were bound to do by their 
original charter and land grant. 

2d. That the L. T. & S. W. Rly., now operated by the A. T. & S. F6 Railroad from 
Leavenworth to Topeka, does not, from some cause, give us a passenger train daily ex- 
cept as a car in the rear of a mixed hog and cattle train as stated. We think we are 
entitled to better service at the hands of that corporation, and we respectfully call your 
kind consideration to the same in the nature of a complaint. I send the printed slip, as 
it is easily read.

The following is a copy of the portion of the proceedings of the Board of Trade con- 
tained in the newspaper clipping referred to in the foregoing letter: 

"Whereasj The Leavenworth, Lawrence & Galveston Railroad Company, now Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa F^ received from the State of Kansas 125,000 acres of land upon 
the terms and conditions named in its charter, that it would build and operate a road 
from Leavenworth to the south line of the State ; and whereas, bonds and lands have 
been granted to this company by the General Grovemment upon the express condition that 
the road should be constructed from Leavenworth ; and whereas, there has not been a 
mile of this road constructed north of Lawrence ; and whereas, said company has difflne- 
garded the frequent requests of the citizens of Leavenworth for the extension of said 
road to this city : therefore, 

'^Resolved, That the Board of Railroad Commissioners are hereby respectfully but 
urgently requested to take such action as will compel said railroad company to fulfill its 
obligations to the State, and to do justice to our city ; and that the secretary forward a 
copy of these resolutions to the Board of Railroad Commissioners. 

" Mr. Caldwell, in support of the resolution, said the company has not fulfilled its 
obligations to the State, and should be forced to do so. 

'' Capt. C. N. Stevens moved the adoption of the resolution. Carried unanimously. 

"Mr. Caldwell stated that the Leavenworth, Topeka & Southwestern, between Leaven- 
worth and Topeka, was not operated in such manner as to render to the public the facili- 
ties for travel and traffic contemplated by law. ' There is no passenger train at all on the 
road, and but one train a day for freight; to this freight train there is attached a coach 
which goes dangling along behind the hogs, cattle and other freight Passengers are thus 
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jerked and bumped back and forth from Leavenworth to Topeka, the cattle and hogs 
getting in first. In some instances great delay is experienced in taking on the cattle and 
the hogs at the various stations, and passengers who are in haste to get to Topeka are 
obliged at times to be all day or all night on the road. The society of the cattle and the 
hogs is not in my opinion sufficient compensation. I do not think this road is operated 
as the law contemplates or as the charter requires, and its operation is not at all credit- 
able to the great Atchison, Topeka & Santa F^ Railroad Company, and I suggest that the 
Board of Bailroad Commissioners be requested to give the matter their early considera- 
tion.' 

" Mr. Egersdorff thought some action should be taken to get a passenger train. 

'' Capt. Insley stated that the Union Pacific owns one-half of this road, and so long 
as the complications exist the Santa F4 will not put on a passenger train unless forced to 
do so. He favored the resolution asking the Bailroad Commissioners to take hold of the 
matter. He thought it only a question of time when the Union Pacific will control the 
road. He moved that the matter be referred to the Board of Bailroad Commissioners, 
which motion carried." 

That part of the foregoing complaint relating to the L. L. & G. Bailroad was referred 
to the Attorney General, under date of December 18th, 1883, as follows: 

Hon, W. A. Johnston^ Attorney General — Dear Sib: The Leavenworth Board of 
Trade on the 13th inst. passed certain resolutions, of which the following is a copy. 
[Then follow the resolutions above shown.] 

If the foregoing resolutions correctly state the facts, and it is true that the railroad 
company named is under legal obligations to the State to build and operate a railroad as 
stated, we presume the courts, or some court of appropriate jurisdiction^ is the only com- 
petent tribunal to deal with the matter and afford an adequate remedy. We find no 
provision of law conferring upon the Board of Bailroad Commissioners the power to 
issue mandatory orders upon a irailroad company to compel it to build a railroad. AVe 
therefore refer the matter to you, and ask your careful consideration of the same.

The complaint relative to passenger service on the L. T. & S. W. Bid. was referred 
to Mr. A. E. Touzalin, Vice President and General Manager of the A. T. & 8. F. Bid . 
Co., on the same day, and on January 12, 1884, the Board requested an answer from 
respondent to communication of 18th December. 

On January 26, 1884, the respondent made answer as follows : 

To the Honorable Board of Railroad OommissionerSj Topeka^ Kaa. — Dear Sirs: Your 
favors of December 18th and January 12th, in regard to the matter of placing a passen- 
ger train upon the Leavenworth, Topeka & Southwestern Bailway, have been duly re- 
ceived, and the officers of the company, desiring to give the matter full consideration in 
order to comply with your sugges<aion, if possible, have not given an earlier response 
thereto. 

Permit me to say that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F4 Bid. Co. is only one of a 
number of owners of the Leavenworth, Topeka & Southwestern Bailway, and as a mat- 
ter of economy is temporarily operating that road. The question, therefore, of the addi- 
tional expense arising from the additional passenger service, is one which is of interest 
not only to the A. T. & S. F. Co., but to all the other owners of the property. 

During the last six months the officers of our road have considered this question of 
passenger service upon the L. T. & S. W. Bly., with the desire to put the service on un- 
solicited, and since receiving the communications from your Board, we have again gone 
into the subject; and while we have not been able to reach the conclusion which both 
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yoarselves and oarselves desire, I think yoa will be satisfied, npon fall examination of 
the matter, that it is impracticable for us to add this passenger train to the service upon 
that road. 

1. I beg to inclose you herewith a statement of the earnings and operating expenses of 
the L. T. &. 8. W. Rly. for the eleven months ending November 30, 1883, which will 
show you that the gross earnings from freight, passenger, mail, express and misoeUaneoas 
on that road for eleven months have been 157,372.68, while the expenses, the full details 
of which are given to you, daring said eleven months have reached the sam of $67,136.98. 
In other words, it has cost seventeen per cent, more in expenses to operate the road than 
the total gross earnings of the road, and of coarse not a dollar has been earned towards, 
the payment of the interest upon bonds issued to assist in paying the cost of the road, the 
interest U|)on which, at four per cent per annum, amounts to $55,200 per year. 

2. You will notice that the gross earnings from the passenger service of the road for 
eleven months have been $16,914.78. After careful computation we find that the ex- 
pense of running a passenger train daily between Topeka and Leavenworth will not be 
less than $2,900 per month ; for eleven months this expense would be $31,900, as against 
gro&s passenger earnings, as before stated, of $16,914.78. 

3. We have next figured on the probability of an increase in the business by reason 
of running the passenger train, and we find the following facts and figures: A fair esti- 
mate of the business which would be earned would be as follows for eleven months : 

Local business : Leavenworth to Topeka, Topeka to Leavenworth 86,112 76 

Coupon business: 689 passengers each way, at SI. 68 2,315 04 

Local business 12,000 00 

Total for eleven months 920,427 80 

As against this account we have total expenses of running the train for eleven 
months, $31,900. 

The owners of the Leavenworth, Topeka & Southwestern Railway are aware that 
there is room for improvement in its general condition, and early in last year it had de- 
termined to begin a system of improvements upon the property, particularly in connec- 
tion with the terminal facilities at Leavenworth. On the passage of the railroad law, 
ordinary business prudence compelled the owners to abandon this plan.

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The Board gave the statements of the respondent company full consideration and 
after obtaining suitable evidence, from various sources, as to the expense of running a 
passenger train daily a distance equal to one round trip between Leavenworth and To- 
peka, rendered their decision as follows : 

DECISION. 

The Board of Trade of the city of Leavenworth, Kansas, in December last represented 
to this Board that no passenger train was operated upon the Leavenworth, Topeka & 
Southwestern Bailroad, which road is operated by the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F^ 
Railroad Company ; that the only facilities and conveniences afforded to the traveling 
public over said line is a coach attached to a freight train, the movement of which is 
exceedingly slow, and that in consequence great delay and inconvenience is occasioned 
to those who are required to travel over it. 

The Board called the attention of the company complained of to this matter, and 
have several times since conferred with the general manager relative thereto. In his 
response to the complaint the general manager says that " the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
F^ Bailroad Company is only one of a number of owners of the Leavenworth, Topeka & 
Southwestern Railway, and as a matter of economy is temporarily operating that road. 
The question, therefore, of the additional expense arising from the additional passenger 
service, is one which is of interest not only to the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F^ Bailroad 
Company, but to all the owners of the property." 

A statement of the earnings and expenses of the road for eleven months ending No- 
vember 30, 1883, is also submitted as follows : 

6ro68 earoings from freight, passenger, mail, express and miscellaniepus were 957,372 68 

Expenses for the same period 67,136 98 

Gross earnings from passenger service of the road for same period 16,914 78 

It is also estimated that a daily train between Topeka and Leavenworth over the road 
for eleven months would cost $31,900, or $2,900 per month. An estimate, based upon a 
probability of an increase in the business by reason of running a passenger train, also 
submitted to the Board, makes the total probable receipts from this service for eleven 
months, $20,427.80, against an expense of $31,900. We are not informed what items 
make up this sum total of $31,900. Assuming these statements to be correct, it would 
hardly seem reasonable or proper to recommend the adoption of a more expensive ser- 
vice on the road at the present time. But we have for our further information and sat- 
isfaction, procured an estimate in detail of the cost of operating a passenger train a like 
distance, from a competent and disinterested railroad engineer, which we subjoin.

He demands two cattle-guards to continue a narrow lane across our tracks, connect- 
ing his pasture on either side of the track. This arrangement, which he desires, would 
be unsafe for us. It is not customary, and not necessary for him. It would, further- 
more, be unsafe for his stock, unless he desires to market it by having it slaughtered by 
our engines. 

If you should find upon further investigation in this matter that I am not correct, 
will you be kind enough to advise me.

Wm. Chimellf Esq.j Fanningy Kansas — Dear Sir: The Board has considered your 
application to them for the establishment of cattle-guards at points described by you on 
your premises, and find that under the law they are powerless to grant you the relief 
asked for. 

By referring to section 37, page 17, of the railroad law, a copy of which is sent you 
by to-day's mail, you will observe that the law provides that " when any railroad runs 
through any improved or fenced land, said railroad company shall make proper cattle- 
guards on such railroads where they enter and where they leave such improved or fenced 
land.'' This condition does not obtain in the case presented by you, as we understand it. 

When the railroad company was granted the right-of-way through your premises, 
every element of damage to you was supposed to have been considered and you remuner- 
ated therefor, and they were supposed to have received entire control of the right-of-way, 
subject to the provisions of the law. If there is any contract in existence, between you 
and the railroad company, by which they agreed to establish cattle-guards, and such 
agreement was a part of the consideration for the right-of-way granted them, you are en- 
titled to the same, and the Board will cheerfully assist you in enforcing such agreement ; 
but under the circumstances the Board is unable to furnish you the relief asked for.

BaUroad Chmmissumera, Topeka, Kas. — Gentlemen: We would kindly ask your 
attention in regard to some charges in freight the Kansas Central Railroad charges us on 
some goods. 

On January 10, 1884, we had a car-load of wire shipped from Leavenworth, Kas., to 
this place, and they charged us 34 cents per hundred on 20,600 pounds, making $70.04. 
It was shipped all in one car. If we had shipped only one hundred pounds the freight 
would he 36 cents, while a car-load is only 2 cents difibrence. 

They billed a lumber wagon that weighs 900 pounds at 1,500 pounds, and charged 
first-class rate, 51 cents per 100 pounds, for the 1,500 pounds. 

See what you can do for us on this. Inclosed find expense bill.

The complaint relative to the overcharge on the wagon was referred to the respond- 
ent January 31st, and on February 20th the respondent advised the Board that a voucher 
had been made in favor of complainants for the amount of the overcharge. 

In relation to the complaint of charges made on the car of wire, the Board, on Jan- 
uary 30, addressed complainants as follows: 

Mesttrs, Rogers & Bro. — Gentlemen: Yours of this date is received, with expense 
bill inclosed. The amount of freight charged on a car of barbed wire is large, but 
whether it is an unreasonable rate or price depends upon a number of circumstances. 
A rate that would be exorbitant on one road might be reasonable on another, and this 
depends upon the amount of business done over a given line, and whether the road with 
the rates charged is able to earn a revenue sufficient to maintain it or not. 

The Kansas Central, over which your freight was hauled, was operated last year, that 
is, for the year ending June 30, 1883, at a loss of $12,766.04. 

Its total earnings were $223,657.15 

Its operating expenses were 236,423.19 

Showing a total loss of. $12,766.04 

Unless the company operating the road paid this deficiency, and also the interest on 
the debt of the road, it must stop running. It would hardly be fair to ask the company 
to submit to additional losses by reducing its rates, would it ? The fact is, the Kansas 
Central is a new road. It has yet to establish a business that will be remunerative, and 
like all new roads, it is obliged to charge pretty high rates of freight for a time, or else 
stop running. As the volume of traffic over it increases, it will be able to earn a fair 
living and reduce its rates. 

The rates charged on the line now are very much lower than were the rates on the 
other roads in Kansas when they were in its condition. They are 65 per cent, lower 
than the rates on the Santa F^ and K. P. were, when those roads were no older than the 
Kansas Central.

COMPLAINT. 

To ike HonorablSj the Board of Maiiroad Oommissionera of the State of Kansajs — Gentle- 
men : Yoar complainant, Jos. T. Curdy agent for Curd & Darnell, Wellington, Kansas^ 
complains of the Kansas City, Lawrence & Southern Kansas Bailroad Company, and for 
cause of complaint states : That on or about the fourth day of October, 1883, he loaded a 
car of apples at Gardner, a station on said railroad, in Johnson county, to be shipped to 
Newton, Kansas. The agent of said company at Gardner told this complainant that it 
would be much nearer to send said car of apples to Newton by way of lola, and so billed 
said car of apples — this complainant knowitig nothing of the condition of said railroad, 
but leaving it all to said agent. Said agent billed said car to Newton for $118, that 
amount being the regular fare. Said car was sent to Wichita, and then was shipped back 
to lola, the point at which it left the above-mentioned road, and then shipped to Wel- 
lington, and from there to Newton. When the car arrived at Newton, the principals of 
this complainant had to pay $219, being $101 more than the car was billed for, and $101 
more than the regular price for a car from Gardner to Newton; said $101 being for 
shipping the car from lola to Wichita, and then back to lola. The reason the car was 
shipped back from Wichita to lola was, that it Could not be transferred from one road to 
the other at Wichita. This complainant agreed to send the car across from lola to 
Wichita wholly upon the representations of said agent at Gardner, this complainant 
knowing nothing of the connections of the railroads. On account of the delay in the 
car reaching Newton, the compluin»nt had to take a less price for the apples than he had 
them contracted for, and this complainant was damaged in the sum of $50 by reason of 
said delay. Since the time of said car being shipped as aforesaid, this complainant has 
made repeated efforts to have a settlement with said road, but has so far failed. Said 
road agreed to return to this complainant $63, in full payment for the overcharge. This 
complainant agreed to take simply the overcharge of $101, and say nothing about the 
damage, but said road has refused to so return to this complainant the said sum of $101. 

Wherefore, this complainant prays the honorable Board of Bailroad Commissioners 
that this matter may be investigated, and that said overcharge of $101 and damages of 
$50 may be returned to this complainant by said railroad. Joseph T. Curd.

Februaby 5. — ^The complaint was referred to respondent company. 

February 7. — ^Bespondent answered complaint as follows: 

E. J. Turner, Esq., Secretary Board of Bailroad Commissioners^ Topeka, Kas, — Gentle- 
men: I beg leave to acknowledge the receipt of your favor of February 5th, inclosing 
complaint from Joseph T. Curd, Olathe, Kansas, and in reply will say : 

The first knowledge that this department had of the shipment of this car was on the 
10th of October, when Mr. J. V. Curd, son of J. T. Curd, called at this office and stated 
that a car of apples had been shipped by them October 8th, from Gardner, on our line, 
to Newton, Kas., via lola and the St. Louis, Fort Scott & Wichita Bailway, to Wi hita, 
and the A. T. & S. F. Bid. to Newton ; that they had ascertained there was no connect- 
ing track between the two lines at Wichita, and he had been to Wichita and ordered the 
' car returned to lola, by this act taking possession of the property without consultation 
with us. 

After talking the inatter over with Mr. Curd, we told him we would investigate the 
matter, and do what was right and fair about it. He also said that, in consequence of 
this error in shipping, he was obliged to go to considerable extra expense in traveling, 
and that he was working with but little capital, and asked me if I could not assist him 
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in the way of transportation. I told him I woald do so on acoonnt of the extra expense 

he was put to in the case, making it a consideration on account of his losses, if any were 

sustained. We supplied him with transportation of the value of $47.01, at different 
times. 

I immediately telegraphed our agent at Gardner for his report of the matter, and in 
reply he wrote as follows: "In regard to the car of apples at Wichita, Mr. J. T. Curd, of 
the firm of Curd & Darnell, was here at the time the car was shipped, and instructed me 
to hill to Newton, Kas., via Tola, supposing the Wichita and the Santa F^ had a connec- 
tion there. Inclosed find message from J. T. Curd, in regard to this car." The message 
inclosed was as follows: ** Olathe, Oct. 8th. — C. L. Cherrie, agent, Gardner : Please have 
apples stopped at Wichita, and I will have my son go there and see to them. — ^J. T. Cubb." 

You will notice that this' message was sent two days after the apples had heen shipped 
from Gardner, and evidently after Mr. Curd had ascertained that there was no connec- 
tion between the F. S. & W. and A. T. & S. F. at Wichita, and after he had realized the 
fact that he had made a mbtake in ordering his car shipped via that route. 

The car was returned to us at lola, with $86.90 charges on same, being the freight rate 
from lola to Wichita and from Wichita to lola. Desiring to assist the complainants all 
that I could in the matter, we got one-half these charges taken off, and forwarded the 
car to Wellington. Upon its arrival at the latter point, Mr. Curd examined the car and 
claimed that they were in very good order, and made his own arrangements with the 
A. T. & S. F. to forward them from there to Newton, again taking possession of his 
property. 

Not recognizing any liability on the part of this company, but at the same desiring 
to aid what we could in making good his loss, we offered, in addition to the transportation 
furnished, to reduce our charges to one-half and make him a refund of $63.24, making 
the total amount of assistance given and offered to Mr. Curd, $110.25, or $9.25 more than 
the excess freight paid by him. 

We do not recognize that there is any legal or moral liability against this company, 
and think that we have acted very liberally with Mr. Curd in making him good in losses 
that he sustained through his own ignorance.

P. S. — Mr. Curd having refused on the 31st of January to accept the $63.24, the offer 
to refund same has been withdrawn. S. B. Hynbs, G, F, A. 

February 11. — Respondent's answer sent to Mr. S. D. Scott, attorney for complain- 
ant. 

March 10. — Mr. Scott filed affidavit of J. V. Curd, which supports the statements 
made by complainant. 

May 9. — Mr. Scott files affidavit of complainant, and also a letter from him, which 
set forth a conversation between complainant, his son and the agent of the respondent 
company, relative to routing the shipment. The affiant says the agent told him it would 
be better if shipment went via Wichita, and acting upon this suggestion the shipment 
was routed via Wichita instead of via Wellington. 

May 9. — Referred affidavit to respondent, and request copy of billing. 

May 22. — Respondent acknowledges receipt of the affidavit, and adds that they must 

decline to take any other action than contained in their original proposition. 

June 10. — Request Mr. Scott to file evidence, if any exists, of contract covering ship- 
ment. 

June 24. — Respondent filed affidavit of their agent, Chas. L. Cherrie, which denies 
th^t any contract was made by him with complainant, respecting the shipment, or that 
he directed the shipment routed via Wichita instead of Wellington. 

June 26. — Mr. Scott submitted the affidavits of J. T. and J. V. Curd, their import 
being' substantially the same as evidence already submitted. 
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June 27. — Acknowledge receipt of affidavits, and advise Mr. Scott that Mr. L. L. 
Turner, of the Board, will meet him and the complainant at Olathe. 

June 30. — Mr. Scott advised Board that Mr. Curd would meet Mr. Turner the 2d 
of July. 

Pursuant to appointment, Mr. L. L. Turner met the complainant and his attorney, 
Mr. Scott, and went over the whole matter with them, completing such evidence as was 
necessary to give the Board a clear understanding of the case, which had been impossible 
by correspondence. 

As a result of the meeting between Mr. Turner and the complainant, the Board hav- 
ing meanwhile received from respondent company a transcript of the rates charged upon 
the shipment from point of origin to destination by their company, the St. L. Ft. S. & W. 
and A. T. & S. F. Rid. Co.'s, the complaint was referred, on July 9th, to Mr. J. W. Mil- 
ler, General Freight Agent of the St. L. Ft. S. & W. Rid. Co., as follows; 

Deab Sib : The Board has had under consideration a complaint from one Mr. Curd 
against the S. K. and St. L. Ft. S. & W. Rids., from which it appears that Mr. Curd 
shipped from Gardner, Kas., to Newton, one car-load of apples in bulk ; that the same was 
billed via lola and Wichita ; that the car was delivered to your road at lola, and was 
received by your company and hauled to Wichita. Upon the arrival of the car at last- 
named station, your agent wired the station agent at Gardner that the car could not be 
transferred to the Santa F^ road at that point, as there was no track connection. After 
some delay the car was shipped back to lola, and delivered to the Southern Kansas Rail- 
way, and shipped via Wellington to Newton, with the following accumulated charges : 

From Gardner to lola $43 45 

From lola to Wichita, and return 73 50 

From lola to Wellington 54 80 

From Wellington to Newton 47 25 

Total $219 00 

The Southern Kansas Railway have offered to refund Mr. Curd all their charges in ex- 
cess of $35, which is for a haul of 234 miles, and equal in distance to the haul on your 
road from lola to Wichita and return. 

The Board is of the opinion that, upon the presentation of this matter to you, you 
will make such concessions, in view of the unfortunate circumstances attending this ship- 
ment, as will be just to shipper and carrier, and thus relieve the Board of the necessity 
of fixing the responsibility either upon the Southern Kansas Railway for billing this 
car over a route it could not go without reloading, or upon your company for receiving 
goods thus billed, knowing that it could not be forwarded to destination without reload- 
ing the car. 

The Board would like to be informed if there is track connection between your road 
and the Santa Fe system at Eureka and £1 Dorado, and if either railway company bas 
ever requested the other road to form a connection at either of these three points, and 
the objections, if any, to such connection being made.

ANSWER OF ST. L. FT. S. & W. RLD. CO. 

Fort Scott, Kas., July 10, 1884. 
To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners, Topeka, Kas. — Gentlemen; I am 
in receipt of your favor of the 8th inst., relative to complaint made by Mr. Curd con- 
cerning shipment of one car of apples from Gardner, Kansas, to Newton, via lola and 
Wichita. I do not think we can be held to blame for receiving this car of apples from 
the Southern Kansas Railway, at lola. We frequently haul car-loads of freight to 
Wichita, destined to points on Santa F4 line, same being transferred at Wichita by teams. 
4 
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Shippers often have reasons for shipping freight by certain routes, snch as selling part in 
transit, etc., etc. 

We scarcely think that your honorable Board will hold that it was incnrabent upon 
us to refuse this shipment on account of our having no track connection at Wichita. 

The Southern Kansas road (which is a part of the Santa F4 system,) were certainly 
aware of this fact when they routed the shipment via lola and our line. 

In order to avoid all trouble in the matter, and help any parties who may be to blame 
out, I am willing to refund all our charges in excess of $35, on this shipment, and have 
so notified the Southern Kansas road, who will take the matter up, and adjust the same 
with Mr. Curd on this basis. I trust this action on our part .will be satisfactory to your 
honorable Board. 

Regarding track connections with Santa F^ road, will say that we have at different 
times had the matter up with Santa Fe people, relative to track connections with them 
at our junction points, but have never as yet been able to get them to consent to same 
being put in. 

We can see no objection to such connections. On the contrary, have thought it de- 
sirable for the accommodation of our patrons, as well as to the mutual interest of all 
roads, to have track connections at our junction points with all lines.

— The complaint was referred to the respondent company, as 
follows: 

L. A. Emerson, Esq., Oeneral Western Agent, Mo. Pac. Bly. Atchison, Kas. — Dear Sir: 
The Board is in receipt of a letter from O. C. Hockmim, of Hiawatha, Kansas, in which 
he states that there is but one grain buyer in that town, and that, by the farmers shipping 
their own grain, they can make from 8 to 10 cents per bushel; that he sliipped a car of 
barley and made 11 cents per bushelby the personal shipment; that he has more to ship, 
and a great many farmers in that vicinity want to ship their own grain, some of which is 
already sold and must be delivered; that the station agent will not give them the cars 
to load on side-track. He does not say what road he wants to ship over, and is comi)lain- 
ing of. I wrote him for further information. In the meantime, should cars be furnished 
promptly, he would undoubtedly be satisfied. 

I i)resume you are aware that the Board has held, that under the law it is the duty 
of the railroad company to furnish cars to all who desire to nhip, whether to side-track or 
elevator shippers, presuming that the railroad company will make su^h regulations as 
will protect them against an unreasonable detention of cars.

Sir; On my return this A. m. I find yours of the 7th, in regard to one Hoffman, of 
Hiawatha, and in reply I would respectfully request your attention to my circular, No. 
66, issued August Slst, 1883. We cannot begin to fill our orders for cars to be loaded 
through elevfltors, let alone track-loading; our cars are held all the way from two to five 
days in cases of this kind. If they desire to pay a demurrage of $3 per day for use of 
cars, we will, so far as possible, fill their orders. We claim the right, however, to give 
first preference to elevators, and I think your honorable body has so ruled. With return 
of inclosed circular (which, by the way, is the only one I have left — if you deem it ad- 
visable I will reissue the same), kindly advise me if you do not think our ruling in this 
case a fair one. We have been short as high as 800 cars per day in filling orders, and 
were we to allow track-loading at all points, we could not begin to move one-tenth of the 
crop. Furthermore, I do not think it is fair to our elevator men, who have made a per- 
manent investment for the purpose of taking care of grain. If we were not to give them 
some protection, and elevators were to be done away with, the granger element would 
send up such a howl that Kansas would quake. I believe the construction and operation 
of elevators is a legitimate business, and we are bound, so far as we can, to protect that 
business.

L. A. Emerson, Esq., GenH Western Agent, Missouri Pacific Raiivxiy, Atchison, Kas. — 
Bear Sir : Referring to your favor of the 14th inst., in relation to the complaint of 
Mr. Hockman, of Hiawatha. 

We inclose you a copy of the decision of the Board upon complaint of Ogden, of 
Clay Center, Kas., vs. the U. P. Railway Company, which complaint was similar to the 
one under consideration, and the subject of your letter is determined therein. To com- 
pel the farming community to sell to elevator men, would be subjecting them to the 
mercy of such purchasers, and might in a great many instances work a very great injus- 
tice. No stronger illustration would, perhaps, ever occur than this case presents. Mr. 
Hockman states that he saved lie. per bushel on his shipment of rye by sending it to 
another market. He further states that from 8 to 10 cents per bushel can be saved on 
wheat by personal shipments. It would certainly be a great injustice to place the prop- 
erty of one man in the power of another who would take such an unreasonable advan- 
tage of the circumstances. Common fairness and justice would not tolerate such a 
condition of affairs. 

The Board regards $3 per day as a demurrage charge on each car detained beyond 
one day, as reasonable, and that personal shippers of <;rain shall be supplied with cars 
equally with elevator men.

January 5, 1884. — Complainant alleged overcharge on weight, and that he was 
charged local rate on a through shipment. 

The Board acknowledged receipt of the complaint on February 9th, a&foUows : 

S. Beedy Esq., Frankfort^ Kas. — Dear Sir : Your favor of the 5th ult., complaining : 
First, that you were overcharged on weights ; second, that you were charged local rates 

on full car-loads, is received ; and answer has been deferred pending an examination into 
rates upon barbed wire that it was thought might affect the case. From the expense 
bills inclosed we find a difference in weights, as given you by the two roads over which 
shipment was made, of 1,140 pounds. It seems the first road accepted the shipper's 
weights. Will you please send us the bill made by the Superior Barbed Wire Co., show- 
ing the number of pounds you purchased for this shipment ? We will take copy and re- 
turn the same to you. 

Keferring to the second cause of complaint, the classification places barbed wire, in 
less than car lots, in fourth class, the rate upon which from Atchison to Frankfort is 28 
cents per 100 pounds, while it places it, in car lots, in fifth class, the rate being 24 cents 
per 100 pounds. 

The classification referred to is the "Joint W<^tem Classification," which is in efiect 
upon all the railroads west of Chicago. The Board has investigated the barbed-wire 
classification, and find that all roads in the East, as well as in the West, agree upon it. 
Yet this does not argue but that it may be an injustice. When the present rush of busi- 
ness is over, so that time can be devoted to it, the Board will look the matter up more 
fully. In fixing what the Board regarded as reasonable rates at Beloit, upon which rates 
the new tarifi* of the Central Branch was based, the Board recognized the present classi- 
fication in efiect. Of course changing the classification of barbed wire to a lower class 
would afiect the revenue of the road to that amount, and the Board is of the opinion 
that no material reduction beyond that provided by the Beloit decision could be made 
without injury to the road in its present financial and practically unsafe condition. 

As a change in this classification will afiect all the roads of the State, it will require 
a very full consideration, which the Board will give as soon as time can be devoted to it.

To the Honorable Board of Railroad OommissionerSy Topeka, Kansas: The people of 
Avon township, Coffey county, Kansas, do most bitterly complain of the Missouri Pacific 
Railway Company, as follows: 

During the year 1883 said railway company put in a spur on their line of road at a 
place called Aliceville, about half-way between Westphalia and Leroy, and established 
a station there, encouraging improvement at that station. A post ofiice was established 
at Aliceville, several buildings erected, and a town site laid out. Property increased in 
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value in that neighborhood, and many improvements were made on the strength of a 
railroad station being there. 

On or about the 10th day of February, 1884, the employ^ of said railway company 
torie up said spur, and the company notified the postmaster that there would be no trains 
stop there and that he would have to take his mail off some place else. 

We think that the action of said railway company was unjust, as the post office at 
Aliceville ranked about fourth in the county, and the station was a great public accom- 
modation and should have remained where it was. 

We therefore request your honorable body to investigate the matter, and if you find 
our claims just, compel said company to reestablish said station.

COMPLAINT. 

Emporia, Kas., February 22, 1884. 
To the Honorable Board of PaUroad Commissioners of the State of Kansas — Dear Sirs : 
The undersigned complains of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F^ Eailroad Company, and 
says that complainant is a corporation organized under the laws of the State of Kansas, 
and doing business at Emporia, Lyon county, Kansas. That complainant employed said 
railroad company to transport and carry over its line from Kansas City to Emporia, cer- 
tain freight and merchandise, described as follows: One car-load of fence wire, to wit: 
230 spools wire and 5 kegs staples, weight, 25,435 lbs.; that the distance which said 
freight was carried by said company was 128 miles; that the same was delivered to us at 
Emporia on the 17th day of March, A. D. 1883 ; that the price paid for transporting the 
same was 27 cents per 100 lbs., making $68.67 ; that the price so charged is unreasonable 
and excessive; that said car-load of wire was shipped from DeKalb, Illinois, at Chicago 
rates, to wit, 28 cents per 100 lbs. from Chicago to Kansas City; that the distance from 
Chicago to Kansas City, according to railroad table of distance, is 487 miles, and from 
Kansas City to Emporia 128 miles; that the rate from Chicago to Kansas City is cer- 
tainly high enough, and at the same rate per mile the freight from Kansas City to 
Emporia would be 7J cents per 100 lbs.; that the complainant believes that 7J cents per 
100 lbs. in carload lots, with $10 added for terminal charges, would be a fair and reason- 
able rate, making the amount on this car $28.65, instead of $68.67 ; and the complainant 
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requests that this complaint be investigated by the Board, and a decision rendered thereon 
according to the ri^ht of the case. The rate from Chicago to Kansas City has not ex- 
ceeded 28 cents for about two years, and as an evidence that it is high enough we would 
state that for over a year we have been paying from Philadelphia to St. Louis, in quan- 
tities less than car-load, but 40 cents per 100 lbs. for the heavier class of hardware. The 
car referred to herein is the first we shipped after the law took effect. We have shipped 
many others since, and ask for a decision on this, as a precedent. 

As we understand section 11 of the railroad law, the law was in full force at the date 
of this shipment. We attach hereto a copy of the expense bill of this car of wire.

RESPONDENT'S ANSWER. 

ToPEKA, Kas., February 28, 1884. 

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissixmers of the State of Kansojij Topeka^ Kas. 
— Gentlemen: Referring to the complaint made by the Emporia Hardware Company, 
that the charges on a certain car-load of fence wire, between Kansas City and Emporia, 
were unreasonable and excessive, we admit that the rate from Chicago to Kansas City 
on this class of freight is 28 cents per 100 pounds, and that our rate from Kansas City to 
Emporia is 27 cents per 100 pounds. 

I respectfully submit that a comparison of our rates made with the rates between Kan- 
sas City and Chicago, or Kansas City and St. Louis, is unfair and unjust, from whatever 
point of view considered, for the following reasons: 

First, the traffic between Kansas City and Chicago is at least ten times as great as the 
traffic between Kansas City and Emporia. All of the expenses caused in the transporta- 
tion of freight east of the Missouri river are very much less than the expense of doing 
business upon our line. I do not think it is necessary here to go into the details to cover 
this statement, and will not do so unless you desire it. 

A proper comparison of our rates would be with those in States doing a similar amount 
of business. 1 have not at hand many tariffs with which a proper comparison could be 
made, but will cite the law rate of Wisconsin, which, for one hundred and twenty-eight 
miles haul, is 27 J cents per 100 pounds. As you are aware, the business of Wisconsin is 
much larger than that of Kansas; and as the above-mentioned rate is conceded to be a 
reasonable rate for Wisconsin, I think you will agree with me that a similar rate is 
neither unreasonable nor excessive for Kansas.

With respect to the amount charged the complainant upon the excess weight, the 
Board, on March 8th, addressed the respondent company as follows : 

S. T. Smith, Esq., General Superintendent U. P. Rly., Kansas City, Mo. — Dear Sir: 
Referring to the communication of W. T. Kelley, addressed to you and referred to us, we 
desire to call your attention to the decision of the Board in the case wherein the Kansas 
Sugar Refining Co. was complainant, and the U. P. Rly. Co. was respondent. The com- 
plaint was of a double freight rate being charged upon the excess above marked capacity 
of the car, and the Board ruled that, in the absence of any proof of intention upon the 
part of the shipper to gain any undue advantage in overloading the car, such charge is 
excessive and unreasonable and should not be made, and that the railroad company should 
return the amount collected by them in excess of the freight charge at the agreed rate 
per 100 pounds, amounting to about $33, and the company complied with such decision. 
Applying the same principle to this case, the Board holds that the railroad company has 
no right to make such excessive charge, and hence the complainant is entitled to a rebate 
equal to the amount paid by him in excess of the regular rate per bushel. The principle 
was so thoroughly discussed and the decision made in such positive terms, that the Board 
inclines to the opinion that this charge must have been made without the authority of 
the managing officers. Will you please inform the Board whether this double charge 
complained of has been made since the ruling of the Board, as above cited.

March 3d, the answer of respondent and inclosure from Superintendent Brinkerho£^ 
were referred to complainants, with request to advise Board if relief had been afforded 
by the company. 

March 5th, the complainants answer the Board, and say the discrimination against 
their town still continues with respect to car facilities and rates on grain. 

Further investigation of this matter was conducted personally between the Board and 
the parties to the complaint, and on March 26 complainants advised the Board that ^'our 
rate on grain is now the same as at Vining, and we have what cars we want," and the 
case was closed.

The complaint in this case, dated Leavenworth, Kansas, December 12, 1883,18 as 
follows : 

Honorable Railroad Commissioners of Kansa^s: I took, on the 17th of October, an order 
from Kinsey & Corell and E. A. White, of Delphos, the former for one half-barrel of 
castor oil, and the latter for one case of the same. On the same day T took an order 
from F. L. Flint and E. S. Downs, of Minneapolis, Kansas, each for a barrel of same. T 
instructed my house ( the St. Louis Lead & Oil Co.) to ship all four lots to their desti- 
nation via Missouri Pacific to Beloit. The goods have never been received, and I here- 
with inclose a letter this day received from Mr. White. Please inform me how to 
proceed in this case. I should suppose, as common carriers, they could be held for 
damages. Respectfully, Robebt Pabham. 

The Board proceeded to investigate the complaint, and ascertained that the detention 
of the goods referred to in the complaint, at Beloit, was owing to the following facts: 
It was alleged and claimed by the General Freight Agent of the Union Pacific Company 
that his company had an agreement with the Missouri Pacific Company to the eflTect that 
the latter company should deliver to the former all freight destined to points purely 
local to their line, and originating at or east of the Missouri river, at Kansas City or Leav- 
enworth. In order to compel the delivery of such freights at the points last mentioned 
to the Union Pacific Company, the agents of the said last company, at junction points 
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with the Central Branch road, had been instracted to refuse to receive such goods unless 
prepayment was made of freight charges upon them at the rates from Kansas City to 
such local points of destination. In pursuance of such instructions the goods had been 
delivered. 

Upon these facts the Board decide : 

1. That the shipper was in nowise a party to the agreement between the two railroad 
companies, and could not be bound by it. 

2. That whether he knew of the agreement or not, he had a right to ship his goods 
by whatever route he pleased. 

3. That the Union Pacific Company was bound to receive the goods at the place 
tendered, viz., Beloit, and to carry them to their destination, at such local rates as pre- 
vail between these points. 

4. For any breach of the alleged agreement on the part of the Missouri Pacific Com- 
pany, the rem^edy is not against the shipper, but the company in fault.

At the same time, if 
it were not for the additional expense of keeping a station between the two points, I 
would be glad to give it to them, but in this case we would get no additional business, 
and I hardly see how we can afford to do it.

March 18. — The following communication was received from the respondent: 

E. J. Turner ^ E8q.j Secretary Board of Bailroad OommissUmerSj Topeka^ Kas. — Dear 
Sir: In answer to yours of the 14th inst., I had hoped your Board would see the matter 
•of a station between Oxford and Winfield the same as I had, and would decide it was 
not necessary, without my being heard in the matter. 

I have never known exactly what the people of Vernon township have asked your 
Board to do for them, but suppose they want side-track, station house, agent, stock yard, 
etc., «11 of which would add to the value of the land in that vicinity and not increase 
the business of this company in the least, and would not build up a town of any im- 
portance between such towns as Winfield and Oxford ; and I am satisfied if you require 
us to purcnase lands to make the necessary improvements, and of such a character as I 
know they would require, they will not succeed in making a fortune out of their ven- 
ture as they expect^ and will again appeal to your Board with some imaginary cause for 
complaint. 

The following is an estimate of the cost of siding, station-house, stock yards, welb 

pump, furniture, <&c., for station, without making any estimate of the cost of the land, 

which will certainly be very valuable after your Board has made order for location of 

station, as they wish :

We will be obliged to carry 672 passengers even up per month between this station and 
Oxford or Winfield to pay the expense of the station, and no profit to us for carrying them 
on our trains, and we will get no more freight business than we are now getting or would 
get at Oxford or Winfield ; and would accommodate a few farmers, and mostly those 
who desire to sell town lots, and have this company make the improvement to make 
their property valuable. 

This township joins Winfield city on the east and Oxford on the west, and northeast 
portion is two miles from Seely, on the A. T. & S. F. Rid. With the superior advantages 
given the people of Vernon township by these three points, there would certainly be a 
very small trade at the station they wish, and none, in my judgment, that would warrant 
us in spending $3,923.42 to promote the interests of those wishing to build a town. 

We are trying to improve the facilities at all of our stations, and it seems to me if we 
keep pace with the growth of the stations we now have, we will do ail the Board expect 
of us, without making large expenses for the prospective towns. 

There are now forty-two stations between Kansas City and Harper, which makes a 
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little over seven miles between stations. If your Board shoald require us to build sta- 
tions every five miles, it would increase the number to sixty, and would require an outlay 
by this company of over $70,000. 

If your Board make the order in this case, they will be called upon by almost ever}' 
point on the line of this and other roads to make some order for the benefit of those who 
see a fortune in the building of new towns.

DECISION OF THE BOARD. 

In this case the residents of Vernon township ask that a depot, and other station fa- 
cilities, be provided at a point designated in said township. 

The petition was referred to Mr. Barnes, Superintendent of the Southern Kansas 
Railway Company, who answered that, "if it were not for the additional expense of 
keeping a station between the two points, he would be glad to give it to them.'' 

The two points referred to by Mr. Barnes are Winfield, the county seat of Cowley 
county, and Oxford, on the west bank of the Arkansas river, in Sumner county, ten miles 
distant from Winfield. 

On the 11th of March the Board visited the place where the location of the depot 
was desired and informed themselves of the character of the surrounding country, and 
received valuable information from many of the residents and property-holders of the 
vicinity. 

Vernon township, lying between Winfield and the Arkansas river, is very fertile, 
thickly settled, and is reported to have produced more wheat, corn, oats, rye and potatoes 
last year than any other like portion of the country. 

The wagon-roads leading to Winfield are as good as the average prairie roads in 
Kansas. The road leading to Oxford crosses the river on a pontoon bridge, for which 
toll is charged, and for a distance of one mile leads across the river-bottom, which is very 
sandy, requiring four horses to haul as much as two would haul upon an ordinary prairie 
road. 

It was stated that many people living within two miles of Oxford would haul their 
grain and other farm products to Winfield for shipment or sale rather than to haul them 
to Oxford, owing to the condition of the wagon-road. 

Section 5 of the law creating this Board provides that "whenever in the judgment of 
the Bailroad Commissioners it shall appear that . . . any addition to or change of 
its [ the railroad company's] stations or station houses ... is reasonable and expe- 
dient, in order to promote the security, convenience and accommodation of the public, 
said Commissioners shall inform such corporation of the improvements and changes 
which they adjudge to be proper, by a notice thereof in writing, to be served by leaving 
a copy thereof certified by the Commissioners' Secretary, with any station agent, clerk, 
treasurer, or any director of said corporation." 

It was not shown that there was actual necessity for passenger accommodations. The 
principal complaint was, that there was not proper accommodations for^the farmers who 
desired to market their grain. 

It was stated that parties were waiting for the respondent company to put in a side- 
track, when they would erect an elevator and engage in buying grain at that point ; but 
that, no doubt, would depend largely upon other matters. 

Under ordinary circumstances the Board would not recommend additional facilities 
where stations are not more than ten miles apart, in a community where the popula- 
tion does not exceed that of Vernon township, and where the stations established are 
reasonably easy of access by parties living between them. 

In this case, however, the Board is of the opinion that the people of Vernon township 
would be greatly accommodated by a spur or switch, of sufficient length to admit of sev- 
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eral cars being loaded at the same time, being placed in the vicinity of the place desig- 
nated. A depot building with the usual accompaniments, stock yards, &c., would not be 
necessary for the accommodation of the people, or at least the Board is of the opinion 
that it would not be reasonable or expedient to require the respondent company to pro- 
vide them at this time; but it is believed that, should a sufficient amount of business be 
developed at that point to justify or demand additional accommodations, the railway 
company would not hesitate to serve the interests of the people. 

The Board therefore recommends that the respondent company cause to be built at 
a point which it may select within two miles west of the east line of the west half of the 
northwest quarter of section twenty-two (22), township thirty-two (32) south, of range 
three (3) east, a switch or spur of suitable length, and proper facilities for shipping 
grain and loading cars from wagons; and that such improvements be made within a rea- 
sonable time from date.

COMPLAINT. 

To the Board of Railroad Commissionera of the State of Kansas: The trustees of Kicka- 
poo township, Leavenworth county, in said State, complain of the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
way Company, whose railroad runs through said Kickapoo township, and for cause of 
complaint say that there is negligence and inefficient service thereon at Kickapoo sta- 
tion. 

SPECIFICATIONS. 

1. That the Omaha, or St. Joseph daily express bound north, arriving at Kickapoo 
station about 10.20 a. m., does not deliver the mail thereon directed to Kickapoo, but 
carries it to Atchison, some twenty miles beyond, where it is loaded upon another train 
which does not deliver it at Kickapoo until four o'clock p. m., and that neither of said 
mail trains will stop to put off or take on a passenger, it matters not how urgent the busi- 
ness of the party may be ; and the trustees of said township, representing the interests of 
the citizens of said township, complain that hardship is worked to the citizens of said 
township by the neglect of the aforesaid Missouri Pacific Railway, whose duty it is to 
stop at Kickapoo station for the convenience of passengers on said train destined to said 
station. 

2. That the small and inconvenient platform, which once served the purposes of a de- 
pot at Kickapoo station, has been moved away from the proper point near the post office 
to a point three-fourths of a mile away, there being actually no depot at all at Kickapoo 
station, so that great inconvenience is caused to passengers who desire to get on or ofiT at 
Kickapoo station ; and further, where the platform now stands, there is no road or path- 
way from the platform to the wagon-road above, and it is totally inaccessible from one 
point to the other, the hill being very steep just above the platform. 

3. That said Missouri Pacific Railway Company is causing to be erected a barbed-wire 
fence oii both sides of their track through the town of Kickapoo, having left a sufficient 
opening to allow only a few head of cattle across to the water of the river, and totally 
cutting off the means heretofore enjoyed by the citizens of hauling out drift-wood, upon 
which they in a great measure depend for their winter supply.

E, J. Turnery Esq., Secretary Board of Railroad Commissioners — Dear Sir: Beferring 
to complaint from trustees of Kickapoo township : The statements made are not in all 
respects correct. The mail crane for catching mail has been located where it now stands 
for the past ten years. If postmaster has failed to put mail on crane so route agents 
could catch it, that is a matter for the people to settle with the poet-office authorities, 
and not with me. 

So far as platform to get on and off trains is concerned, W. W. Fagan, superintendent 
of that portion of the line, by my permission moved the platform to point where siding 
is located, about three-fourths of a mile west of the old stopping-place for passengers. 
The business of that station is very small indeed, and not sufficient to warrant the keep- 
ing of an agency at that point ; but to accommodate the people, we have been in the habit 
of furnishing the postmaster with tickets. I am perfectly willing to move the platform 
back to the old location where mail crane stands, but in so doing do not intend to estab- 
lish any precedent for making stops between stations. The proper place for the platform 
is at siding, so that when trains meet there, they would receive and discharge passengers 
at same time. Yours truly,

In the matter of this complaint we do not see a sufficient necessity in the claims of 
complainants to require the company to stop its mail trains at the little platform to take 
on or put off passengers or mail. As to the mail, that is a matter wholly under the direc- 
tion of the postal authorities, and over which we, as a Bailroad Board, have no authority. 
And as to the removal of the platform complained of, from in front of the post office up 
to the siding, we think that the siding and platform should be together. As to the com- 
pany fencing their track, the law requires them to do so, and if public roads are insuffi- 
cient, the Board of County Commissioners of your county have ample power to afford 
you the requisite relief. 

We do not see anything in the complaint which we think demands our action, and 
therefore the complaint is dismissed.

Under date of March 10, 1884, the complaint alleged an overcharge by respondent 
company on a shipment of emigrant outfit from Girard to Welda. 

The evidence submitted was as follows : 

The complainant claimed that he contracted with the agent of the company at Girard 
to haul his household goods and stock to Welda for $36. The respondent denied that 
any contract was made with complainant, and stated that the rate of $36 would entitle 
shipper to load 6 head of stock and household goods, while the complainant had loaded 
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into the car 9 head of stock, thus subjecting his shipment to an extra charge for the ad- 
ditional 3 head of stock. 

After considerable correspondence between the Board and the parties, in which no 
new evidence was elicited, the respondent, to avoid further correspondence in the matter, 
agreed to refund $14.70 in settlement of the complaint. The complainant accepted this 
offer of settlement, and the case was closed.

March 12, 1884. — ^The complainant alleged refusal of respondent company to furnish 
him cars to ship wheat, in which he is selling on commission for farmers in his vicinity. 

Upon reference of the mutter to the respondent company, they admitted refusal of cars, 
and on the ground that complainant had no grain to ^hip. 

In answer to a request from the Board, the complainant filed a statement setting forth 
the basis of his claim, the substance of which was, that he began buying grain in order 
to afford the farmers a better price for their grain than the elevator men would pay; 
that, as he loaded from wagons, instead of through the elevators, the company would not 
furnish cars, and that he hud been unable to fill his contracts, and had been damaged to 
an amount therein stated. 

After further correspondence with the parties, the Board addressed complainant as

COMPLAINT. 

Leavenworth, Kansas, March 12, 1884. 

To the Honorable Board of Railroad OommisHionerSj Topeka Kansas — Gentlemen: I 
would like to know if the question of the Union Pacific Railway — Kansas Central di- 
vision, more especially — charging excess freight, has been before you? If so, what was 
the disposition ? 

The facts of the case are, there are no scales along the line, and no marks on the in- 
side of the car to show how full the car should be loaded, and the agents never look 
at the cars to see whether they are overloaded or not, and shippers along the line cannot 
weigh the grain into the cars, as the granaries are built on tiie side-tracks and the grain 
is dropped in. 

Now then, oftentimes there are no grain doors to hold the grain in the cars, conse- 
quently the shippers must buy lumber to fill up the doorway, and the raili-oud company 
refuses to pay for it. 

Again, when the cars arrive at Leavenworth they are weighed on railroad scaleM, but 
too often are not weighed, and the capacity of cars is taken for the contents. Then this 
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grain is transferred into standard-gauge Missouri Pacific or Bock Island Railroad cars, 
and the destinsition weights are very often under the U. P. Ely. weights; so much so that 
it shows no excess, and then we are out the difference. The TJ. P. Ely. refuse to make 
this good. During the past 16 months I have paid over $800 excess freight in this way. 

I understand that no other railway company does this. Furthermore, if cars happen 
to be underloaded, they charge up the deficiency. 

It seems to me that grain men should have a better show, because the railroad com- 
pany does hot spend one cent for loading or unloading. There is no good reason for 
charging a double price for the overloading. Hoping to hear from you soon, I am,

from the superintendent of the Kansas, and Kansas Central divisions, to the general su- 
perintendent of the company, was filed with the Board : 

Leavenworth, Kas., March 19, 1884. 

S. T. Smithy Esq.f General Superintendent^ Kansas City — Dear Sir: Referring to com- 
plaint of A. L. Stevens, would state: The weight and capacity is stenciled on each car, 
and we are having grain marks made in them as rapidly as possible; when this is done, 
I am satisfied there will be no further trouble. 

It is certainly necessary for the company to adopt some measure to prevent shippers 
from overloading their cars. The designated capacity is as much as can with safety be 
loudi'd in our narrow-gauge cars, and were it not for the plan of imposing a penalty for 
overloading them, accidents would be unavoidable. 

The company charges for actual weight when loaded within 4,000 pounds of marked 
capacity. For instance, where the capacity Is 28,000 pounds, an amount between 24,000 
and 2'<,000 is billed at actual weight. Shippers can, with a little judgment, load within 
these bounds. 

As to complaint about grain doors, etc., had he advised the agent of the fact at point 
of shipment, grain doors would have been furnished in every case. 

I think the sole object of this complaint is, if possible, to compel the company to do 
away with charging excess, so that shipper can load cars to the roof, thereby endanger- 
ing company property.

This office is in receipt of numerous complaints from parties along the line of your road, 
complaining of the insufficient accommodations of your passenger service. 

The general impression seems to prevail that inasmuch as the passenger business is 
increasing to such an extent that the trains are very frequently behind time, and there 
being but one train each way each day, ( Sundays excepted, when there is none,) the 
traveling public are justified in demanding additional accommodations. 

The Board is further informed that there are objections to passengers riding on freight 
trains, and that nearly every such train carries from five to fifteen passengers between 
stations, and that, at this day, when railroading has reached a standard so near perfection, 
such accommodations are not considered first class. 

The Board will be pleased to hear from you before taking further steps in the matter.

Upon reference of the complaint to the respondent company, Mr. J. L. Barnes, Super- 
intendent of that company, requested twenty to thirty days, in which to determine the 
cost of running an additional train. 

Subsequently the matter was referred to Mr. Geo. B. Harris, Assistant General Man- 
ager of the A. T. & S. F. Rid. Co., by Mr. Barnes, who addressed the Board as follows :

Sir: Referring to your letter of May 10th to Mr. Barnes, in relation to running another 
piissenger train on the Southern Kansas road : The matter having had thorough consid- 
eration, I beg leave to state that we are in some doubt as to whether the business will 
justify a second train, but in deference to the wishes of your honorable Board, we have 
decided to make the experiment. 

On and after June 1st next, passenger trains on the Southern Kansas road will be 
run as follows : 

Through train over the entire line will leave Kansas City at night, about 10 p. M. 

Another train will leave Kansas City in the morning, and run to Independence. 

This arrangement will furnish daylight service to the entire line, and we think will 
prove satisfactory to the general public. In making this arrangement, we have endeav- 
ored to, as far as possible, accommodate the wants of the entire line. The additional 
train being put on as an experiment, we may be compelled to take it off later on if we 
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find that the passenger receipts do not justify the increased expense. We shall arrange 
for sleeping-car service on the through train. 

We wiU furnish to you as soon as the same shall he issued, Southern Kansas time 
schedule, showing the exact time of these trains at all stations.

COMPLAINT. 

Marion, Kansas, March 20, 1884. 

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commiaguyriera of the State of Kansas — Dear Sirs: 
On December 22d, 1883, there was received at this point on the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa F^ Kailroad a car of wagons billed to us. 

Through a misunderstanding with the consignors, we declined to receive them. The 
agent of the railroad company notified us of their arrival, and that if we did not receive 
them, he would ^ther unload and put in a warehouse or charge us demurrage. We as- 
sumed no responsibility whatever over them, but began at once a correspondence with 
the consignors, with a view to settle the difficulty. As soon as a settlement was effected, 
we received and unloaded them. By the inclosed expense-bill you will see that we paid 
ninety-five dollars demurrage. 

We would petition your honorable body for such redress as It in your power to give, 
from what appears to us an unreasonable and exorbitant charge. If the railroad com- 
pany had been needing the use of the car, they could, at an expense of only five dollars, 
have had the goods unloaded; and they were of such a nature that a few days' exposure 
would not have injured them. 

Trusting that your authority and your sense of justice will give us relief, we fire

The Board referred the complaint to the respondent company, and proceeded to an 
investigation of the facts. After considerable correspondence with the parties, and an 
interview with the respondent company, which resulted in an agreement as to the proper 
amount for a demurrage charge, the Board addressed the complainant as follows: 

State Board of Railroad CJqmmissioners, \ 
Topeka, Kansas, April 28, 1884. j 

W. C, Lockwood & Co., Marion Center j Kansas — Dear Sir: We have had under con- 
sideration your complaint against the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F^ Railroad Company, 
on account of a charge of $5 per day demurrage for detention of car loaded with wagons. 

The rule of the company heretofore has been to charge $5 per day for detention of 
car after twenty-four hours from the time the car has reached its destination. In this 
instance, the goods were detained nineteen days beyond the time limited for unloading, 
for which period the company charged you $5 per day. 

The experience of all railroads has shown the necessity of charging proper demurrage 
for unreasonable detention of cars by shippers. Were it not for this, railroads would be 
serioQsly hindered in their business by vexatious and expensive delays of their cars at 
stations, waiting the motions of shippers in loading and unloading them. The public 
would equally suffer from the abridgment of the company's carrying facilities, caused 
by such dententions. 

We deem the rule imposing demurrage charges, for detention of cars by shi])pers, as 
both just and necessary, but in this instance we think the rule of the company prescribes 
too high a rate, and we have decided that $3, instead of $5, would be a reasonable charge.

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We asked the company to adopt 8uch charge in the fatare, as a demurrage charge; and 
believing that the charge, in your case, of $5 per day, is unreasonable, the company will 
settle with you on a basis of a charge of $3 per day.

In March, 1884, when the Board were inspecting the Central Branch RaUroad, com- 
plaint was made to them by citizens living at Frankfort, allying numerous grievances 
with respect, chiefly, to the shipment of grain. 

The Board called the attention of the respondent company to the complaint, 
enumerating the several causes thereof, as set up by the complainants, all of which, 
with the answer of the respondent thereto, appear in the following communication : 

Atchison, Kas., April 25, 1884. 

2b the Honorable Board of Bailroad CommissianerSj Topeka^ Kas. — Gents: I have 
yours of April 2d, ( naming complaints made by the shippers of Frankfort station) be- 
fore me. In reply to the first complaint, viz., ** That they do not have sufficient grain 
cars furnished them, while parties doing business at competing points get all they de- 
sire," I herewith inclose you a report showing the total number of cars ordered and 
loaded at Frankfort, and at our competing points, Clifton, Clyde, Concordia, Beloit, and 
Warwick. By referring to the same, you will see that Frankfort station was furnished 
a greater number of cars than were fumbhed to competing points, taking into consider- 
ation the storage capacity at the stations named. 

Referring to the second complaint, viz., ^'That when cars are furnished they are 
short of doors, and before the cars can be used, the doors have to be supplied at a cost of 
$1 each:" As to this complaint, I will state that it has been our custom to furnish 
grain doors for cars of our own system of roads only. We have paid the bills for grain 
doors furnished our cars, when presented by the shipper. 

Complaint third, viz. : '* That they are not permitted to load cars belonging to other 
roads, for points east of Atchison." As to this complaint, I will say that we are required 
by connecting lines to deliver back all their cars to their lines at the point at which we 
received them. We have not declined to allow shippers to load foreign cars with grain 
consigned to or to be transferred by, the Atchison elevators. 

Fourth complamt, viz.: '-^That at the station of Frankfort, there is not sufficient side- 
track room for the accommodation of the business." Relative to this I will say that 
that station is supplied with 2,848 feet of side track, 1,499 feet of which is used princi- 
pally for the accommodation of grain shippers. This is a greater amount of track in 
proportion to the grain storage facilities than we have at almost any other point on the 
division. 

Fifth complaint, viz. : " That loaded cars have remained upon the siding for three 
weeks awaiting shipment." Relative to this I will state that I have been unable to 
find any cars that have been seriously delayed at that station, excepting Iron Mountain 
5315, which was loaded February 5th, and forwarded February 26th ; also car M. K. & 
T. No. 293, loaded on February 11th, forwarded on February 23d; and D. L. & W. No. 
20,161, loaded on March 1st, and forwarded on March 14th. The greater part of the 
delay to these cars was caused by the same being in bad order. 

Sixth complaint, viz.: "Messrs. Weston Bros., of Frankfort, say that they have an 
elevator at Vermillion, at which station the agent of the railroad company is engaged 
in business of buying and shipping grain, and others cannot successfully compete with 
him in securing shipping facilities, the presumption being that, while acting as agent 
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for the company, he has advantages that others do not get." Begarding this complaint, 
I will say that by referring to our car order-book at that station, I find that our agent, 
Mr. Crooks, did not load more than his proportion of cars, taking into consideration the 
amount of grain reported in store ready for shipment. At Vermillion station, as well as 
at a great many other of the smaller stations, we permit our agents to deal in grain, coal 
and stock, for the reason that the business of the stations will not justify us in paying a 
salary sufficient to secure the services of a competent man to act as our agent. 

As to Mr. Crooks having any advantages in rates over Messrs. Weston Bros, or others, 
I think I am safe in saying that the rates and privileges for the parties named are iden- 
tical.

The answer of respondent was referred to the complainants, and they were requested 
to file any evidence they might desire to submit to the Board. In response, Messrs. 
Weston Bros, addressed the Board, repeating their allegation of inability to obtain cars 
to ship grain in on account of the agent, Mr. Crooks, still remaining in the grain busi- 
ness, and using for his own shipments cars ordered by other shippers. The statements 
of Messrs. Weston Bros, were supported by a letter from Mr. Alexander Ish, of Ver- 
million, addressed to Mr. A. Weston. The letters of Messrs. Weston Bros, and Mr. Ish 
were referred to the respondent, to which answer was made as follows: 

Atchison, Kansas, July 28, 1884. 

To the Honorable Board of Bailroad CommissionerSj Topeka, Kansas — Gentlemen: 
Referring to yours of June 27th, inclosing a copy of a complaint filed against this com- 
pany by Weston Bros., of Frankfort, I will state that upon careful examination of the 
records of our station at Vermillion, as well as those of our transportation department, 
I can find no evidence to the effect that our agent, Mr. Crooks, has in any way discrimi- 
nated against Messrs. Weston Bros, in the distribution of cars, or in fact in any other 
manner. 

As to that portion of Messrs. Weston Bros.* letter referring to the sale of their elevator 
property at Vermillion, I will state that I have been reliably informed that Messrs. Wes- 
ton Bros, never owned the elevator at Vermillion, nor the property upon which it is loca- 
ted. The records at the county seat of Marshall county show that the property in 
question has been owned by Mr. Duffey since November 29, 1873. Our agent at Vermil- 
lion, Mr. Crooks, emphatically denies the charges preferred by Messrs. Weston Bros., 
both generally and specifically. 

Referring to that portion of Mr. Ish's letter in which he states that Mr. Crooks had 
been handling grain at a margin of seventy-five cents per car, I would say that in my 
opinion such action on the part of our agent would not tend to cause a great hardship 
upon the producer, and I will state that we shall fully approve of similar action on the 
part of all of our grain dealers, as it is our desire to promote a strong competition among 
the grain dealers located along the line of our road ; or, in other words, we shall do what 
we can consistently to protect the interests of the farming community, in the way of forcing 
our local ^rain dealers to pay the highest market prices for the products of the country. 
As to that portion in which he states that our agent refused to issue certain bills of lading, 
is true, from the fact that an employ^ of Messrs. Weston Bros, came to the agent and 
demanded a bill of lading for cars which had been ordered and loaded by Mr. Ish, and 
in the absence of instructions from Mr. Ish our agent refused to issue a bill of lading in 
favor of Messrs. Weston Bros, covering another man's property. Upon receipt of an 
order from Mr. Ish, the bill of lading was issued to Messrs. Weston Bros, without any 
demur on the part of our agent. 

The matter of our agent at Vermillion station dealing in the products of the country, 
is not an isolated one. This practice is common on a great many of our railroads ; and 
ont only applies to railway companies, but to the Government, in thousands of instances, 
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where it invokes agencies to discharge the necessary hnsiness hetween it and the pahlic. 
Postmasters at cross-roads and small villages, who comprise a very large number of this 
class of employ^ of the Government, could not be maintained unless the postmasters 
were permitted to engage in other pursuits. This is true of the agents employed by ex- 
press companies, barge lines, steamboat companies, insurance companies, etc. 

As to our agents having advantages over other shippers in the way of being conver- 
sant with the markets, I will state that this may in a measure be true ; still they have no 
greater advantage in this respect than a great many solicitors for Eastern grain buyers, 
who are among the best telegraph operators in the country, and who spend considerable 
of their time within the hearing of telegraph instruments. I can see no way to correct 
this evil, unless markets are sent in cipher which would not be intelligible to all per- 
sons conversant with the Morse system of telegraphy. 

Upon receipt of reliable evidence to the effect that Mr. Crooks or anymher of our 
agents discriminate against any sliipper in the way of distribution of cars or otherwise, I 
can assure you that they will be summarily dismissed from the service of this company; 
but unless such evidence can be furnished, we shall deem it to our interest to respect- 
fully decline to prohibit any of our agents from dealing in the products of the country ; 
particularly at stations where our receipts will not justify us in paying a liberal salary 
for the procurement of the services of agents of business integrity and experience.

— Dear Sirs : We inclose you copy of letter 
from Superintendent W. W. Fagan, of date July 28th, 1884, regarding your complaint. 

The Board has no power, nor would it be inclined to exercise it if it had, to require 
the local agent of a railroad to refrain from competing with other parties in their local- 
ities in the business of buying and handling grain. They have the same rights in re- 
spect to the transaction of business as others, and the nature of their duties as agents 
renders it neither unlawful nor improper for them to engage in their legitimate business. 

As railroad agents, however, they owe certain duties to the public which they can 
be required to impartially perform, and they cannot legitimately derive from their posi- 
tions undue advantages over others with whom they are brought into competition. 

Superintendent Fagan states that proof of the fact, at any time, that any agent of his 
company who has or does use his position to the unjust detriment of another, will be 
promptly removed. This the Board believes is all that could reasonably be asked.

To the Hon. Board of Bailroad Commissioners of the State of Kansas : We, the under- 
signed, commercial travelers in the State of Kansas, have the honor to represent to your 
honorable Board that the rates charged for the transportation of baggage by the rail- 
road companies throughout the State are exorbitant and oppressive, and in support of 
our assertion would present the following statement of facts: 

Several years since, the Union Pacific Rly. issued extra-baggage books for 1,000 pounds 
for 1,000 miles for $10, or a less quantity at same ratio. This rate was afterwards in- 
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creased 100 per cent, and remained in effect until since the passage of what is commonly 
known as the "Railroad Ck)mmissioner law," when the rates were increased to 25 cts. per 
100 lbs. for all in excess of 150 lbs. allowed free, for any distance within 50 miles, and 
above that distance a gradual increase at the rate of 15 cts. per 100 lbs. for every 33J miles 
traveled. The rates charged upon the other lines are about the same. We assume that 
when the rates were increased from $10 to $20, as before referred to, it was not without 
mature consideration and thought as to what the service could be performed for ; and as 
further proof that that the charges are oppressive, would state that the service is still 
being performed in Nebraska at the last-named rate. 

We do therefore petition your honorable Board, that if, upon investigation, you find 
our statement correct^ you take such action as will result in the restoration of a rate not 
in excess of that in force previous to the passage of the law above referred to.

ORDER OF THE BOARD. 

In the matter of the complaint of E. M. Ballard, Charles A. Wright, and others, of 
the rate charged for the transportation of baggage by the railroad companies throughout 
the State, and charging that the same was excessive and exorbitant, was filed with the 
Board on the I4th of November, 1883. The complaint goes on to state that "several 
years since, the Union Pacific Railroad Company issued extra-baggage books for 1,000 
pounds for 1,000 miles for the sum of $10, or a less quantity at a less ratio. This rate 
was afterwards increased 100 per cent., and remained in effect until since the passage of 
what is commonly known as the Railroad Commissioners law, when the rates were in- 
creased to 25 cents per 100 pounds, for all in excess of 150 pounds allowed free for any 
distance within 50 miles, and above that distance a gradual increase at the rate of 15 
cents per 100 pounds for every 33J miles traveled. The rates charged upon the other 
lines are about the same." The complaint goes on to say: "We assume that when the 
rates were increased from $10 to $20, as before referred to, it was not without mature 
consideration and thought as to what the service could be performed for ; and as further 
proof that the charges are oppressive, would state that the service is still being per- 
formed in Nebraska at the last-named rate." 

After receiving the complaint, the Board sought several times, but ineffectually, to 
obtain a general conference with the ticket agents and traffic managers of the different 
railroads operating in the State, with a view of arriving at a just and uniform rate to be 
charged upon excess baggage. The Board discussed the matter, as occasion offered, with 
such railroad officers as were concerned with it. 

The matter of fixing upon a just and fair rate to be charged on excess baggage of 
traveling men, is attended with considerable difficulties. If the rate were materially be- 
low the rate charged for the carriage of first-class freight upon freight trains, it would be 
requiring the companies to perform a more costly service for one class at a less charge 
than is made to another class for the performance of a less valuable service. Such a 
state of things also has a tendency to convert freight into baggage, and baggage cars into 
freight ; not only subjecting the public to inconvenience, but the companies to possible 
frauds, and rendering it necessary that they should increase their vigilance to prevent 
the shipment of freight in baggage cars under the guise of baggage. A' rate of this sort 
cannot be fixed precisely upon either the cost or the value of the service, because neither 
is capable of exact ascertainment. It remained that some rule of charges should be 
made which would be just and reasonable, and should be of uniform operation on all the 
lines. 

The Board, in March, 1884, addressed a circular letter to the manager of each rail- 
road company, proposing the establishment, on all Kansas railroads, of a uniform baggage 
rate, as follows: 15 per cent, per 100 pounds, on baggage in excess of 150 pounds, of the 
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amount of ticket fare paid by the owner of the baggage, with a minimum charge of 25 
cents for a short distance. These rates seemed to the Board, after a careful examination 
of all the facts, to be fair and reasonable. 

Each company addressed as above stated, manifested its assent to and willingness to 
adopt the rates indicated in the circular letter. 

These rates have since, as the Board \s advised, been adopted and put in force on all 
the roads.

On account of two springs being attached, this was 
shipped at 1,500 pounds, as a spring wagon, while it should have been designated as farm 
wagon. All kinds of wagons are shipped at one rate, but the character, according to the 
risk of injury, is designated by the increased estimated weight. Messrs. Wentworth & 
Cx). were undercharged, according to classification, on their shipment. Please notify us 
of any action of the railway company in this matter, and oblige.

COMPLAINT. 

Rantoul, Kas., March 8, 1884. 

Messrs. Turner^ Humphrey and Gillette Railroad Commissioners — Gentlemen: We have 
been shamefully wronged in regard to our station, and wish your assistance in righting 
the same. When the railroad was located through this section, the people by petitions 
requested Mr. Emerson, the engineer, to locate the station house near the road leading 
to Paola, but he objected on account of the grade, but selected a point some distance from 
the road, where he could put a level side track — 1,200 feet dead level ; and after having 
laid out a town at his request, and made roads leading to the station, to please one man 
the railroad company has moved the station house to a place with a worse grade than 
our first selection — a sort of death-trap; very inconvenient. The only way to get to the 
station house with a team is to go between the main and side track, with scarcely room 
to pass through or turn around. Altogether, any sensible grand jury would declare it a 
nuisance that should be abated. 

We respectfully request your earliest attention in righting the wrong. We frequently 
hear rumors that the company is going to move the station house back, but so indefinite 
that it keeps everybody from making any permanent improvements at either place.

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The complaint was referred to the respondent compai^, and a day appointed for a 
hearing. 

Pursuant to appointment, the Board met the parties to the complaint at Bantoul, and 
made an examination into the condition and location of the depot and grounds. 

July 1. — The Board rendered the following: 

DECISION. 

In this case the Board went to Bantoul, and made a careful examination of the pres- 
ent station, at which a thriving village has sprung up, with stock yards and a fine depot. 
At the old station, one mile below, there used to be a small village, which has been 
about all removed. There is no special advantage as to location at the lower point, 
which is not possessed equally by the present station, and it accommodates the com- 
munity as well as though the depot were located at the lower point. There is no good 
reason why the present depot should be removed back to the other point, and such a re- 
moval would do great injury to the thriving interests which have settled around the 
present depot, and would not create any corresponding benefit ; and for these reasons the 
application for removal must be denied.

COMPLAINT. 

I, James Billingsly, Trustee of Murray township, Marshall county, Kansas, having 
been petitioned in accordance with law to lay the grievances of the people of this town- 
ship before you, beg leave to submit the following statement of facts : The 8t. Joseph & 
Western Bailroad Company owns and operates a railroad running through said town- 
ship, and has a depot and agent at the town of Axtell, within the confines of the same. 
The distance from Axtell to St. Joseph is 89 miles. The citizens claim that there is 
undue discrimination shown against the station at Axtell in favor of other points. For 
instance, the rate on a car-load of hogs from Axtell to St. Joseph is thirty dollars; from 
Bailey ville to St. Joseph, twenty dollars. Baileyville is only five miles from Axtell, and 
nearer to St. Joseph. This outrageous discrimination is injuring the trade of the town, 
and building up other places at our expense. The shippers claim that they have re- 
peatedly called the attention of the officers of the company to the matter, but without 
obtaining any relief. The freight on an ordinary twenty-four-thousand-pound car of 
fence wire from St. Joseph to Axtell is eighty-four dollars. Freight from St. Joseph to 
Axtell is more than from Chicago to St. Joseph on same classes of -merchandise. Corn 
from Axtell to St. Joseph is only one cent more than from Axtell to Hiawatha. Corn 
by the car-load is eleven cents a hundred to Hiawatha, only 48 miles. It costs only two 
dollars and a half more to send a car-load of corn from Hiawatha to St. Louis, between 
300 and 400 miles, than it does to send to Hiawatha from Axtell, 48 miles. Marysville, 
24 miles west of Axtell, gets the same rates as Axtell on most articles. The freight on 
everything coming here, except flour, is unjustly high, and could be carried through by 
wagons from the Missouri river almost as cheap. The St. Joseph & Western Bailroad, 
as now operated and as it has been operated for years, is oppressive, and the citizens look 
to you, gentlemen, for some relief in the matter of its extortions. Trusting that you will 
give the subject your early and earnest attention, and hoping to hear that something will 
be done to lessen our burden, I remain. Respectfully,

L. M. BedeU, Esq., Chetopa, Kas. — Dear Sir: Your favor of the 12th inst. is re- 
ceived, complaining — 1st, that the Missouri Pacific Railway Company refuses to indicate 
upon expense bills the division of freight charges upon the several roads over which a 
shipment is made ; 2d, that 17 J cents per 100 pounds from Fort Scott to Chetopa upon 
lumber in car-loads, is too high ; 3d, that you were charged 40 cents per cwt. on car of 
walnut lumber from Chetopa to St. Louis, Mo. 

In regard to the first complaint, the Board has held that it was immaterial to the 
shipper what share of the through rate was received by the different roads carrying the 
freight ; that is, the through rate is generally inter-state, and is controlled by competi- 
tion and the contracts existing between the several roads making the haul, and the 
Board cannot control it. 

In regard to the second cause of complaint, under the practice of the Board the com- 
plaint should come from the mayor and council of a city, or the trustee of a township, as 
provided in section 18 of the law, a copy of which we mail you to-day, as the charge is 
in accordance with their regular tariff rate. 

In regard to the third cause of complaint, the Missouri Pacific classification and tariff 
provides only one rate for lumber, it being 25 cents from Chetopa to St. Louis ; and if 
you will send your expense bills for the shipment referred to, we will investigate the 
matter fully.

The complaint of overcharge on lumber was referred to the respondent company, and

COMPLAINT. 

Fredonia, Kas., April 22, 1884. 

James Humphrey, Esq,^ MaUroad Oommissioner, Junction OUy, Kas. — Dear Sir: We 
desire to lay before you, and through you before the Board of Railroad Commissioners of 
this State, our complaint against the St. Louis & San Francisco Bail road, for violation of 
the railroad laws of this State, in overcharging on freight. The one particular case of 
which we now complain is as follows: 

On the 4th of this month we received from DeKalb, Ills., via Kansas City, one car 
of wire ; weight, 22,400 pounds. From Kansas City this car was shipped over the South- 
em Kansas Railway, and delivered to the 'Frisco road at Cherryvale, and from there 
shipped to Fredonia, a distance of 27 miles, and they charged us 27 cents per hundred 
pounds, or $60.50 for a haul of 27 miles. 

On the same day, over the same road, we received a car-load of wagons direct from 
Kansas City, and the charge of the San Francisco Company's road from Cherryvale to 
this place was only ^3 cents per hundred, or less than one-half the charge on the car of 
wire. Both receipts are herewith inclosed, so you may see that the facts as herein stated 
are true. The animus of the 'Frisco road may be easily seen by comparing the two cases. 
The car of wagons was bought in Kansas City, and the only haul the 'Frisco people 
could possibly get out of it, was from their junction at Cherryvale to this place; but on 
the other hand, the car of wire was bought at and shipped from DeKalb, Ills., via Kan- 
sas City, when it might have been shipped over the 'Frisco road direct from St. Louis. 
Hence this outrageous charge, in order to force us to give them the haul from St. Louis. 
The r^ular rate on wire, in car lots, from St. Louis to this place, over the 'Frisco road, 
is 48 cents per hundred, a distance of 417 miles; but if we do not ship direct from St.^ 
Louis, we have to pay 27 cents, or more than half as much, for a haul of 27 miles, from 
Cherryvale to this place, as from St. Louis. 

We have repeatedly asked of this road that they correct this matter, but we are 
treated with silent contempt or unfulfilled promises ; hence this complaint and petition 
for redress. What we ask, and all we ask, is that this railroad be not allowed to rob us 
and the people of this section of the State by thus violating our laws. We pay this 
road a great deal of money ( many hundreds per month ), and of their own volition they 
ought, in all honesty, to correct this matter; but as they will not, we now come to you 
asking your protection of our rights, and the rights of the people here as provided by 
statute. 

Hoping and believing you will give this matter your attention, we have the honor to 
be, Very truly, Pinney, Mudd & Co.

This Board is in receipt of a complaint by Messrs. Pinney, Mudd & Co., of Fredonia, 
Kas., in which they say that on the 4th inst. they received from De Kalb, Ills., via. 
Kansas City, one car of wire ; weight 22,400 lbs. The car was shipped from Kansas City 
over the S. K. Rly. to Cherryvale and delivered to the St. L. & S. F. Rly., which charged 
27 cts. per cwt. for a haul of 27 miles to Fredonia. On the same day over the same 
road, they received a car of wagons direct from Kansas City, and the charges of the San 
Francisco road from Cherryvale to Fredonia were 13c. per hundred. The expense bills 
accompany the complaint, showing the facts as stated. 

By referring to your local freight tariff of January 1, 1883, we find wire classified as 
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class ^'A/' and ander distance tariff the rate for 27 miles is 13 cts. per cwt. This being 
the tariff rate fixed for this distance, the charge of 27 cts. per cwt. seems in direct con- 
flict with the laws of our State. 

The Board would like to hear from you upon this subject.

Dear Sir : Your communications of April 30th and May 7th, addressed to C. W. Bogers, 
Vice President and General Manager of this company, were by that gentlemen referred 
to this department, with instructions to communicate with yon on the subject-matter of 
your letters. 

The shipments referred to were made from points without the State of Kansas to a 
point within the State of Kansas, and therefore constitute inter-state traffic. 

We are advised that in such cases the statutes of the State of Kansas do not attempt 
to fix the rate which shall be charged by any railroad for carrying any such freight the 
whole or any part of the distance it may be transported, and that, in order to protect 
ourselves, and prevent the destruction of our business by connecting lines which cut the 
rate below what is reasonable, for the purpose of drawing business from our line which 
we would otherwise get, we may charge a higher rate on such inter-state business for 
carrying it a fraction of the entire distance, than we charge for carrying local freight 
the same distance under different circumstances. 

We trust that you will see the justice of this position, and that this explanation will 
be satisfactory to your honorable Board. 

The through rate on the shipments referred to from the point from whence they were 
shipped to Fredonia was less by the 'Frisco line, via St. Louis to Fredonia, than by the 
Kansas City route. The 'Frisco line would naturally get this business: it was the chan- 
nel through which it should have passed had not competing and circuitous lines cut the 
rate, in order to deprive this company of the business to which it was entitled; and if it 
should be held that this company has not the right to protect itself in this behalf, then 
it might as well surrender its charter and discontinue its business.

DECISION. 

The complainants, by complaint of date, April 22, 1884, allege, as matter of com- 
plaint, that on the 4th of the same month, complainants shipped over the respondent's 
railroad, from Cherryvale to Fredonia, both points in Kansas, one car-load of wire, 
weight 22,400 pounds, at the rate of 27 cents per hundred pounds, making a total charge 
of $60.50. 

On the 6th of May following, an additional complaint was filed with the Board by 
the same complainants, showing that on the 30th of April, the complainants shipped 
from Cherryvale to Fredonia one car-load of wire, weight 26,970 pounds, upon which a 
like rate of 27 cents was charged, making a total charge of $72.80. These complaints 
were duly referred to the railroad company complained of, and on the 27th of May the 
Board received the response of the company, which is as follows : 

"The shipments referred to were made from points without the State of Kansas to a 
point within the State of Kansas, and therefore constitute inter-state traffic. We are 
advised that in such cases the statutes of the State of Kansas do not attempt to fix the 
rate which shall be charged by any railroad for carrying any such freight the whole or 
any part of the distance it may be transported, and that, in order to protect ourselves, 
and prevent the destruction of our business by connecting lines which cut the rate below 
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what is reasonable, for the purpose of drawing business from our line which we would 
otherwise get, we may charge a higher rate on such inter-state business for carrying it a 
fraction of the entire distance, than we charge for carrying local freight the same dis- 
tance under different circumstances." 

The response goes on to state further, that " the through rate, on the shipments re- 
ferred to from the point from whence they were shipped to Fredonia, was less by the 
'Frisco line via St. Louis to Fredonia, than the Kansas City route. The 'Frisco line 
would naturally get this business: it was the channel through which it should have 
passed, had not competing and circuitous lines cut the rate, in order to deprive this com- 
pany of the business to which it was entitled ; and if it should be held that this company 
has not the right to protect itself in this behalf, then it might as well surrender its char- 
ter and discontinue its business." 

The distance between Cherryvale and Fredonia is 27 miles. The prescribed tariff 
rate on a car-load of wire for that distance, on this railroad, is thirteen cents, or less than 
one-half the rate charged in the instances upon which these complaints are based. The 
company seeks to justify its departure from its established rate, and charge the excessive 
rate complained of, upon two grounds: First, that. the shipments referred to were of the 
nature of inter-state traffic; and second, as a punishment inflicted upon those persons who 
presumed to patronize a rival line, to the end that, by such means, competition might 
be overcome. 

This last was one of the evils that the statute was framed to cure. To charge a 
higher rate upon the same class of goods for the like distance to one person, or to per- 
sons living in the same locality, than is charged to others, or to others living in another 
locality, by the same railroad, for no other reason than the fact that the shipper chose 
to ship his goods over a part of the route from the initial point to their ultimate desti- 
nation on a rival road, is not only in itself grossly unjust, but it is in express violation of 
the provisions of section ten, of the act of the Legislature concerning railroads, etc., of 
this State — provisions which expressly forbid such discriminations, and require that for 
like seifvices performed by. any railroad company upon similar conditions and circum- 
stances, the charges shall be alike to all. Any railroad company violating the provi- 
sions of said section is liable to forfeit to the person aggrieved three times the actual 
damages sustained, which in this case would be the excess charged over the regular rate ; 
and, if the violation were willful, such company is also liable to a penalty of not less than 
one hundred nor more than five thousand dollars. 

If, however, the claim of the company that this was inter-state traffic is well founded, 
the evil might be beyond the power of this Board or the laws of the State to reach and 
rectify. 

The facts are, that the wire was shipped from De Kalb, in the State of Illinois, via 
Kansas City, and was carried by the Southern Kansas Eailroad from the latter place to 
Cherryvale, and at this last point was taken up and shipped over respondent's road to 
Fredonia. The cargo was not shipped from the initial point to its ultimate destination 
upon a single or through contract, nor upon a uniform and through rate. Each railroad 
company concerned in the transportation in this instance made its own contract and 
charged its own rate. The contract of the respondent company was made within the 
State, and for a service to be performed wholly within it, and the rate charged was for a 
service commencing and terminating in Kansas. The fact therefore that the goods came 
originally from a point in another State, is not material. The rate charged was not a 
proportionate part of a through rate upon a continuous shipment from a point in one 
State to a point in another, but an independent rate for a short local haul. The char- 
acter of the commerce, whether inter-state or domestic, is to be determined not alone 
from the fact that it crosses State lines in transit to its destination, but rather from the 
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nature of the contract ander which the shipment is made. A shipment made under a 
domestic contract, for a service performed wholly within the State where it is made, 
upon a rate of charge no part of which is levied for carriage heyond the limits of the 
same State, cannot be inter-state commerce, even though the goods came originally from 
another State. This is the character of the shipments under review. The Board are 
therefore of the opinion that the charges complained of were illegal, and also unreason- 
able. The respondent company are hereby requested to restore to the complaining par- 
ties the excess over the regular tariff rate, and to hereafter conform to the rule herein 
stated in similar instances.

St. Louis, Mo., July 22, 1884. 

To the Honorable Board of Bailroad Commissioners^ Topeka, jfiTa^.— Gentlemen: 
After returning to you our thanks for your kindness in extending the time to answer 
your communication, and giving us an opportunity to make a statement of the facts in- 
volved in the matter in controversy, I will briefly state: 

The shipment to Fredonia was made from De Kalb, in the State of Illinois, to Fre- 
donia, in the State of Kansas, on through way-bills and bills of lading. 

The receipt given for the goods by the railroad company to the consignor is for the 
transportation of the goods from De Kalb to Fredonia ; no rate being fixed. These 
goods were not unloaded in transit ; and, without breaking bulk or being removed from 
the cars in which they were originally shipped, the cars containing these goods were 
transferred to the road of this company. 

The goods passed through the States of Illinois, Missouri, and Kansas, and constitutes 
an inter-state shipment, and hence the shipment is controlled by the laws governing 
inter-state commerce. 

The transaction is not governed by the rules controlling the shipments of freight 
from a point within the State of Kansas to another place within the State of Kansas, and 
any enactment of the State of Kansas affecting the shipment of these goods from the 
State of Illinois to the State of Kansas is in effect a regulation of commerce among the 
States, which right is exclusively vested in the Congress of the United States. 

The right to fix and regulate the charges for the transportation of personal property 
cannot b^ considered in any other light than a regulation of commerce, and when the 
freight passes through more States than one, it constitutes commerce among the States, 
and deprives the State of the power to regulate it. 

The fact that the road on which the alleged overcharge is made is wholly within 
the State of Kansas, but yet forms a link in the chain over which the inter-state com- 
merce is conducted, does not give the State of Kansas the right to fix and determine the 
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rates which shall be charged for carrying such commerce within its boundaries^ nor can 
it be successfully contended that the simple fact that, without breaking bulk or change 
of cars, the freight was transferred from one road to another within the State of Kansas, 
to be delivered at its destination within the State of Kansas, would change the transac- 
tion and divest it of its inter-state character, and give the State of Kansas the power to 
fix the rates. 

I believe the following is a correct statement of the dates of the shipment and transfer 
of the goods : 

The goods were shipped and received by the Chicago & Northwestern Railway Com- 
pany at De Kalb, in the State of Illinois, on the 22d day of December, 1883, to be trans- 
ported to Fredonia, in the State of Kansas. The car containing the goods was transferred 
to the road of this company at Cherry vale, in the State of Kansas, I believe, on the 2d 
day of January, 1884, by the Southern Kansas Railway Company, which was one of the 
instrumentalities used in transporting the goods by the consignor, copies of which original 
bill of lading and way-bill are hereto attached. 

The fact is, that the rate was actually agreed upon and fixed for the transportation of 
the freight from De Kalb to Fredonia, and this we can prove, although it is not fixed in 
the bill of lading. 

We very much desire to maintain peaceful and harmonious relations with your hon- 
orable Board. Thus far we have had no cause of contention, and hope that you will not 
force us into the courts to settle this matter, which seems so plain to us. 

The consignor made a rate for the goods, and that rate must be made good by the 
road receiving the goods at the point of shipment. 

If you should still be of the opinion (after this statement, and any further papers 
which you may desire us to furnish you) that it is necessary to institute legal proceed- 
ings in this case against this company, you can prepare your complaint, and send it to 
our vice president and general manager, who will submit it to our general solicitor, and 
the appearance of the company will be voluntarily entered. 

We have no desire to harass and annoy anybody, or exact more than is rightfully 
due this company ; but in this case we must insist that we are within the law, and that 
we would not be justified in complying with the demands of your honorable Board. 

I requested our agent at Chicago, Mr. J. H. Cook, to address a letter to the General 
Freight Agent of the Chicago & Northwestern Railway on the subject of this shipment 
to know whether that road received the freight as a through or local shipment. I in- 
close you an extract of so much of the Greneral Freight Agent's letter, in reply to Mr. 
Cook's, as is applicable to this case. 

You will see from this that it was an inter-state shipment, and so recognized by the 
road that received it, and so receipted for. 

It would be much cheaper for this company to refund the amount of the alleged 
overcharge (which is but a trifle), than to contest the matter in the courts, even should 
we succeed (of which we have no doubt ) ; but with all respect to your honorable Board, 
having due regard for the interest confided to our charge, we cannot comply with your 
request. Hoping to receive a favorable reply, I am,

COPY OF LETTER FBOM NORTHWESTERN RAILWAY COMPANY.

J. H. Cook, Esq.y N. W. Confg Freight Agent, St. L. & S. F. Ely., Chicago, Ills. — Dear 

Sir : Answering yours of June 16, in regard to the enclosed way bills for C. & N. W. 

cars, 13,732, 11,560, 14,054, and 3,016, will say : . . . . The shipments were taken, 

and the receipts given, naming the ultimate destination, ( Fredonia, Kas.,) making the 
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shipments, in every sense of the word, through shipments, for which through bills of 
lading would be given on demand. 

It is customary, for instance at our Chicago station, for the local freight agent to give 
a receipt for the property ; the shipper takes this receipt to the contracting agent, who 
makes up a bill of lading and inserts the through rate. This could have been done at 
DeKalb station, and tl^e.fact that regular bills of lading were not issued, has no bearing 
on the fact that the property is inter-state or through business, and not local business.

FINAL DECISION OF THE BOARD. 

The complainants filed their complaint against the respondent with the Board on 
May 1, 1884, and an additional complaint a few days thereafter of like character. 

The complaints were referred to the respondent company, and on May 27, the Board 
received its answer, the substance of which was that the shipments referred to were made 
from a point outside of the State of Kansas to a point within the State, and that they 
were inter-state commerce, and that it was beyond the power of the State to regulate or 
interfere with the charges upon them. 

The company further claimed tlie right to charge the shipper, upon this character of 
shipments, a heavier rate than its local rate. 

The Board on the 28th day of May, decided the cases against the company. 

On the 6th of June we received an application from the company for time to introduce 
other evidence and present the matter to the Board more fully ; this was granted, and 
on the 23d of July the company further responded with a copy of the bills of lading and 
way-bills upon which the shipments were made, overcharges upon which are the subject- 
matter of complaint, and an argument against the power of this Board to interfere in the 
matter on account of the inter-state nature of the traffic. 

The facts are briefly as follows: Complainants shipped from De Kalb, Illinois, via 
Kansas City to Fredonia, Kansas, one car of barbed wire ; weight, 22,400 pounds. The 
shipment was made over the Chicago <& Northwestern and Southern Kansas railroads, 
from De Kalb to Cherry vale in Kansas, and at the latter point delivered to the respond- 
ent company to be hauled to Fredonia, a distance of 27 miles. The charges of the first 
two companies for carriage of the freight from De Kalb to Cherryvale was $122.98 and 
the respondent's charge for the 27 -mile haul $60.50. This last shipment was made in 
March and April last, and a few days thereafter a like shipment was made by the «ame 
parties over the same railroads, with like results as to charges, viz. : weight of freight, 
26,970 pounds. Charges to Cherryvale, $115.97; from Cherryvale to Fredonia over re- 
spondent's road, $72.80. The shipments were made upon shipping bills of similar tenor, 
the following being a copy of the original of one, and will serve as a sample of both :

It will be seen that although the goods were shipped from De Kalb, Ills., to Fre- 
donia, Kansas, the freight was subject to conditions of local freight tariflfe. Upon these 
facts, the respondent company still maintains that this is such inter-state traffic, the 
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regulation of the charges upon which, within its own territory, the State is excluded 
from. 

The rate charged upon these two shipments from Cherryvale to Fredonia is 27c; 
The company's local tariff rate on the same freight, between the same points, is 13c. per 
100 lbs. • 

The excess in the rate per 100 lbs. upon each shipment was therefore 14c. over the 
local rate, and the overcharge upon the shipments amounts in one case to $31.36, and in 
the other to $37.75, over the local rate. The respondent company argues that "the 
transaction is not governed by the rules controlling the shipments of freight from a 
point within the State of Kansas to another place within the State of Kansas, and any 
enactment of the State of Kansas affecting the shipment of these goods from the State 
of Illinois to the State of Kansas is in effect a regulation of commerce among the States, . 
which right is exclusively vested in the Congress of the United States." 

This is not a correct statement of the law in respect to this matter as propounded by 
the Federal courts; but even if it were, it couldn't avail the respondent company, nor 
afford the slightest support to the claim it makes to levy these extraordinary charges 
upon the shipments under consideration. The regulation of a purely local charge by a 
railroad company for a service performed wholly within the limits of the same State, 
and which in nowise affects the charge made, or to be made, in another State by another 
railroad company, is not a regulation of commerce among the States, notwithstanding 
the freight may have passed over State lines. 

The carriage of merchandise from a point in one State to a place in another, is held 
to be commerce among the States. Fixing the rate of charge for the carriage of freight 
from a point in one State to a point in another is held to constitute a regulation of inter- 
state commerce. If the goods in question had been shipped from De Kalb, Illinois, to 
Fredonia, Kansas, upon a contract by which the rate from the initial to the terminal 
point had been specified and fixed, the argument quoted above might have applied* 
But the shipments were made subject to local freight tariffs, and local freight tariffs are 
always subject to State regulation. But the respondent company, claiming to stand upon 
the bill of lading, which prescribes that the shipments are subject to the conditions of 
the local freight tarifis, is not content to be governed by those conditions, but exceeds 
the rightful freight tariff more than two-fold. 

The theory of the respondent company is, that upon all shipments of freight into 
the State from another State, the people of the State to which the freight is brought are 
utterly powerless to defend themselves against any oppressive and unjust discriminations 
that either rapacity or vindictivenej-s might impose. If such were the case, it would 
argue that the Government had been grossly derelict in its duty toward those whose 
protection was its primary object. But there is no constitutional provision, nor any law, 
nor any authoritative judicial utterance, that gives any countenance to such a conclusion. 

In the absence of Congressional legislation on the subject, it is not every regulation 
of commerce which is inter-state in its character that is interdicted to the State. State 
regulations of this nature have been repeatedly upheld by the Supreme Court of the 
United States in cases wherein the regulations, though afiecting inter-state traffic, were 
not attempted to be clothed with extra-territorial force and effect. Among cases which 
might be referred to in support of this, we cite the two following, being the most recent: 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Bid. Oo. v. Iowa, 94 U. S. 155 ; Peck v. Chicago & Northwest- 
em Bid. Co., 94 U. S. 164. 

In this last case the Chief Justice, in delivering the opinion of the court, said: "The 
suits present the single question of the power of the Legislature of Wisconsin to pro- 
vide, by law, for a maximum of charge to be made by the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railway Company for fare and freight upon the transportation of persons and property 
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carried within the State, or taken ap outside the State and broaght within it, or taken 
up inside and carried without. As to the effect of the statute as a regulation of inter- 
state commerce, the law is confined to State commerce, or such inter-state commerce as 
directly affects the people of Wisconsin. Until Congress acts in reference to the rela- 
tions of this company to inter-state commerce, it is certainly within the power of Wis- 
consin to regulate its fares, etc.,jBO far as they are of domestic concern. With the people 
of Wisconsin this company has domestic relations. Incidentally these may reach be- 
yond the State. But certainly, until Congress undertakes to legislate for those who are 
without the State, Wisconsin may provide for those within, even though it may indi- 
rectly affect those without." 

But in the case of the shipments now under consideration, and shipments of a like 
character, a regulation of charges for a haul made within the State, such charges forming 
no part of any through rate from a place in another State, can in no way nor to the 
slightest degree affect either the people or commerce of any other State. Not only is 
such regulation free from constitutional objection, but it would still be free if it trenched 
closer to the line dividing State and National jurisdictions in respect to commerce. See 
further an able and well-considered opinion of the Supreme Court of Illinois, in the case 
of The People v. The Wabash f St. Louis & Pacific Bailtoay Company. 

We can reach no other conclusion than that the charges made by the company upon 
the shipments referred to were unlawfully excessive, and that the excess, the amounts of 
which have been already stated, should be refunded to the shippers. The purpose of the 
company in levying such extraordinary charges upon shipments of this character would 
have been obvious, even if the company's general freight agent had not disclosed it in 
his response to these complaints of the 24th of May. It was to coerce shipments to the 
company's line for a longer distance. Now, while railway companies may legitimately 
strive with each other for business, no company possesses the right to inflict penalties, by 
yay of excessive and discriminative freight charges against persons who exercise an un- 
doubted right to patronize another road. Such conduct on the part of a railroad com- 
pany operating in this State subjects it to statutory penalties; and if no statute existed 
on the subject, it would still violate the plain and just principles of the common law of 
the land. 

In accordance with the opinion herein expressed, the Board find and decide that the 
excess of charges made upon these shipments was unreasonable, and the amounts should 
be refunded to the shippers. We also think that they involve an unlawful discrimina- 
tion. We therefore request respondent company to refund to the shippers the amounts 
of overcharge, in accordance with this decision, within thirty days from the date hereof.

— Dear 
Sir: Referring to yours of the 13th ult., which accompanied a decision of your honor- 
able Board in the matter of Pinney, Mudd & Co., against the St. Louis & San Francisco 
Railway Company, will state, that we have this day caused voucher to be made in favor 
of Messrs. Pinney, Mudd & Co., for the alleged overcharge on the two cars complained 
of, amounting to $69.12, and have this day remitted draft for a similar amount to liqui- 
date same. This we do under protest, and by the advice of our general attorney, who 
advises me under even date as follows: "In the case of Pinney, Mudd & Co., I have no 
doubt whatsoever but what the shipment constituted inter-state commerce, and hence 
was beyond the power of the State Board of Kansas to interfere in any manner or form • 
and I feel certain that in any legal proceedings, instituted either by the consignees, or 
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the Board of Railroad Commifisionerg of the State of Kansas, this company would be 
successful, but as the amount involved is nominal, and the cost of defending such pro- 
ceedings would be at least twenty; times the amount of the claim, and as no question of 
principle is involved which can injuriously affect the interests that you represent, nor 
will this company be estopped by the adjustment of this claim from contesting a claim 
of this character in the future, should one of sufficient interest arise — I advise the ad- 
justment of the claim, as the amount involved will not warrant the expense which would 
be incurred in defending the action." As stated above, we paid this claim under protest, 
as we did not consider that Messrs. Pinney, Mudd & Co. were entitled to recover under 
any circumstances.

— Dear Sib: Heckman Bros., of Liberty,* have 
requested us to make a statement to you, wherein they were overcharged on freight from 
Cherry vale to Liberty — in explanation of which we will say: On or about February 10th 
to 14th, 1884, we bought a car of wire of the Joliet Enterprise Company, of Joliet, 111., 
to be delivered at Cheriyvale, Kansas, at a stated price. They of course shipped over 
the road that gave them the lowest freight rates, that being over the Gulf railroad from 
Kansas City to Cherryvale. We sold Heckman Bros, about one-half of the car of wire, 
and of course had to transfer from the Gulf Railroad to the Southern Kansas from Cherry - 
vale to Liberty, and the Southern Kansas agent refused to receive or bill out the wire 
unless we would pay 27 cents per 100 pounds, or regular car-load rate from Kansas City 
to Liberty, on the ground that all freight from Kansas City south of Cherryvale belonged 
to and should be shipped over their road, and they would charge as much for hauling it 
from Cherryvale to Liberty, only eight miles, as they would if they had hauled, it from 
Kansas City to Liberty ; and by order of Heckman we got it billed and shipped at .27 
cents per 100 pounds. We would like to have some action on this matter, as we think it 
a plain case of robbery.

To the Honorable Board of BaUroad Commissioners of Kansas: We, the undersigned 
commercial travelers, being compelled by our business to travel over the line of the 
Missouri Pacific Bly., Central Branch, beg to inform you that the said road is, and h*as 
been for six months past, unsafe to travel or ship freight over, and wrecks are of almost 
daily occurrence, on account of broken and worn-out rails and rotten cross-ties, and the 
general dilapidated condition of said road ; and we hereby ask you to inspect said road, 
and if in your power, require that the same be put in good condition. For all of which 
your petitioners will ever pray. Signed by J. B. Starr, and 34 others. 

Other and personal complaints had been made to the Board regarding the condition 
of the track, ties and road-bed of the Central Branch division of respondent company. 
For the purpose of making a thorough investigation of the road, the Board notified the 
respondent of their intention to examine its condition, and requested that the company's 
civil engineer accompany them. 
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Pursuant to appointment, the Board made a trip over the line of road, and after 

waiting for the report of the engineer who accompanied them, addressed the following 

communication to the respondent : 

State Board of Railroad Commissioners,'! 
ToPEKA, Kansas, May 14, 1884. J 

' To the Migsouri Pacifie Railway Company: Much complaint has come, from time to 
time, to the Board, of the unsafe condition of the Central Branch Railroad, operated by 
your company. The Board deemed it their duty to inspect the road and ascertain its 
true condition, and on the 25th day of March, 1884, the Commissioners, in company 
with Col. Andrews, of the Wabash, St. Louis & Pacific Rid., Mr. W. W. Fagan, Super- 
intendent, and Mr. L. A. Emerson, General Western Freight Agent, Mo. Pac. Rly., made 
a tour of inspection over the road. 

At the time the Commissioners went over the road, the road-bed was in more than 
usual bad order, from recent thawings and copious rains. 

The Commissioners are clearly of the opinion that the rails, or a large portion of 
them, between Atchison and Clifton need renewing. They are too much battered and 
worn to be of further service upon the main track, and both life and property are inse- 
cure, and, indeed, are in constant jeopardy in transit over them. 

It was a matter of surprise to the Commissioners that trains have been so far operated 
over this road with no more serious casualties than have occurred, which could only 
have been averted by extreme care on the part of the officers and employ^ of the road. 

In the judgment of the Commissioners, the necessity for these repairs is so apparent 
and urgent, that injuries accruing to life and property in transit over this road while in 
its present condition, would argue the most inexcusable negligence on the part of the 
railroad company. 

Mr. fklwards, the engineer, estimates that about forty-three thousand tons of new rails 
will be required to place the road in proper condition. The ties in many instances are 
badly decayed, and should be renewed. The bridges were found to be in good condition, 
most of the old ones having recently been replaced by new and heavier ones. 

The law makes it the duty of this Board to carefully inspect and examine, from time 
to time, the condition of each railroad in the State, and of its equipment, with reference 
to the public safety and convenience ; and whenever in their judgment any repairs are 
necessary upon any road, or any addition to the rolling stock, etc., is reasonable, expedi- 
ent, or necessary, in order to promote the security, convenience, and accommodation of the 
public, it is made the duty of the Board to inform the corporation concerned of the ne- 
cessity of repairs, additions or changes, by a notice thereof in writing. 

In compliance with this provision of the statute, the Board hereby calls your atten- 
tion to the present condition of the Central Branch road, and recommends that such 
repairs be made upon said road as will make it reasonably safe for the traveling public, 
and that such repairs be made within a reasonable time.

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STATEMENT OP EXPENDITUBES MADE AND CONTEMPLATED. 

Atchison, Kas., June 16, 1884. 

To the Son, Board of Railroad (hmmissumeraf Topeka^ Kas, — Gentlemen: Beplying 
to your inquiry of June 9th, relative to the amount of repairs made on the Central 
Branch road, I will state that from January 1, 1884, to date, we have expended for bal- 
last the sum of $1,580.43. We have placed 80,474 cross-ties in the track, at a cost of 
$44,260.70 (not including the labor) ; also used 30 sets of switch ties, at a cost of $1,290.32. 
We have also laid 1,41 6 tons of steel rail ( or 17} miles of track ), at a cost of $50,- 
000.39 for the rail. The cost of the spikes, splices and bolts required for the steel named 
above cost $5,712.88. 

Have also expended $976 for switch fixtures, making the total cost for track material 
used this year $103,820.72. We have expended for track labor during the period named 
above, the sum of $70,596.15, making the total expenditure on repairs of the track $174,- 
416.87. In addition to this, liberal expenditures have also been applied to the renewal 
and repairs of bridges and water-ways. 

I am advised through our executive officers that arrangements have been made to 
furnish the Central Branch Division with from 3,500 to 4,000 tons of new steel rail, to 
be used on the Central Branch during the balance of this year. As to the number of 
ties to be used the balance of the season, I will state that as many will be used as will 
be required to place the property in a safe condition. 

We think we have made a material improvement in the road-bed during the past 
ninety days, and have expended on repairs of track all that the receipts of the road 
would justify. It is the purpose of our company to continue improving the condition of 
the property as fast as the receipts of the same will permit of.

Hon. Board of RaUroad Commissioners, Topeka^ Kansas — Gentlemen: Inclosed find 
a telegram which informs me a car of implements billed to Beloit can't be switched off 
at Minneapolis one day for the purpose of taking off part of contents. 

I expected, of course, to pay $5.00 for the privilege of stopping car at Minneapolis. 
Instead of being accorded this privilege by the railroad company, I am compelled to have 
car billed to Beloit, the company well knowing I shall be thereby compelled to pay them 
local rate from Beloit to Minneapolis, on half this car of goods returned over their track* 
This seems to me unjust and unnecessary. Yours very truly,

The Board referred complaint to the respondent company, and requested them to an- 
swer why the request of the complainant was refused. Evidence was submitted to the 
Board and referred to the respondent. After some delay caused by inquiry of the com- 
pany into the facts in the case, the respondent made the following answer : 

Kansas City, May 14, 1884. 
E, J. Turner, Esq., Secretary Board of Railroad Commissioners, Topeka, Kansas — Dear 
Sir : Returning all papers in the matter of complaint of F. Charlesworth, of Beloit, ac- 
count of refusal on our part to accept a shipment of freight destined partly to Minneapo- 
lis and partly to Beloit, at car-load rates. I find that the Standard Implement Company 
did call upon us, asking us to make a rate on this shipment, which consisted of 12 ve- 
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hides, t. e.j farm wagons, spring wagons, and one baggy, to be loaded bj them, and a con- 
signment of wind mills and pumps, to be loaded by the U. S. Wind Engine and Pump 
Company. 

In this case they asked us to make a car rate on different kinds of freight, and to 
then transport it to Beloit with the privilege of allowing them to unload part at Minne- 
apolis. Our car-load rates are made upon straight car-loads of any one article. We 
have, for the benefit of small towns on the line« accepted mixed car-loads of farm wagons 
and agricultural implements, and in some cases spring wagons at class "A'' rates, i. e., the 
same rate as provided for car-loads of farm wagons alone, or car-loads of agricultural im- 
plements alone. 

If we should allow mixed shipments of different kinds of freight to be loaded, and 
provide car-load rates for the same, and then stop them off at different stations on our 
line, as requested by shippers, it don't seem to me that this would result in any benefit 
to anyone in the end, and would cause a good deal of useless trouble. 

I can't see that we should be compelled to accept a shipment like the one in question, 
and think you will agree with me. Yours very respectfully,

DECISION. 

In this case complainant had consigned to him by the Standard Implement Cdmpany 
of Kansas City, Missouri, one car-load of freight, consisting of wagons, one buggy, and 
wind mills and pumps billed to Beloit, Kansas. He desired the privilege of stopping 
the car at Minneapolis for the purpose of unloading a part of the goods, and offered to 
pay $5 switching charges at that point. The company declined the request, and the car- 
load was shipped through to Beloit. The power of the Board is invoked to require the 
adoption of a rule by railroad companies in this State which would permit the stoppage 
of cars en route, to discharge a part of their cargo. 

There are several reasons existing against the establishment of such a rule. 

1. Under the classification of goods and merchandise upon which freight rates are 
based, the company gives lower rates on freight shipped by the car-load than where a 
part of a car-load only is shipped in one lot. Besides, a car-load to be entitled to the car- 
load rate under the classification must be of goods all of the same kind ; as for instance, 
all wagons, or all buggies, or all wind-mills and pumps. If a railroad company was re- 
quired to accept mixed car-loads at rates fixed for straight car-load lots, to be unloaded 
at two or more points, it would afford the lower car-load rate to a class of shippers who, 
under the rules and classification obtaining, are not entitled to it. This would result, 
indirectly, in reducing the company's rates on certain classes of goods, and require a new 
classification, or would rather create such confusion as to render proper classification of 
merchandise impracticable. 

2. But it would also be detrimental to business interests. If the company were re- 
quired to stop a car at one place en route, there is no reason why it shouldn't at other 
places; and indeed, it is not quite clear where any limit could be put to the practice. 
Such a practice would favor itinerant dealers over local tradesmen. It would afford this 
class of dealers the lower class of rates by reason of car-load shipments, which the business 
and capital of the local tradesmen could not command, and would, with the additional 
advantage of having no rents to pay, enable them to undersell the local tradesman in 
his own locality. This would be unjust to the latter class of dealers, and would work 
serious injury to localities; and while it would benefit a few, it would soon become the 
subject of serious complaint. 

We therefore do not deem it advisable to interfere.

Said last-named rates are based upon the classification now in force upon said railroad. 
And the Board further find that the rates heretofore prevailing at Great Bend to 
and from Missouri river points, are as follows : 
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The Board further find and decide that the rates named below, based upon the classi- 
fication now in force upon respondent's railroad, to and from Missouri river points in 
Kansas, are just and reasonable, and should be adopted by said company^ viz.: 
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The respondent company accepts said rates, and ^rees with the Board to apply them 
to and from Miseonri river points, including Kansas City, in the State of Missouri. Said 
company further agrees to revise its local freight tariff to correspond with the scale of 
rates found by the Board to be just and reasonable at Newton and Great Bend ; and the 
Board further advising said company that in their judgment the freight rates on the 
distance tariff should be reduced and revised, said company agrees with the Board to 
reduce the same, and to issue and put into effect a new distance tariff for said railroad. 

On the 16th day of June, 1884, said company submitted to the Board a new and re- 
vised local tariff of rates, covering the company's railroad and auxiliary lines in the State 
of Kansas, and also a new and revised distance tariff of rates for the same roads^ which 
the Board upon examination find to be in substantial conformity with the agreement 
between the Board and said company. 

The Board having been advised that the Union Pacific Bailroad Company, and other 
companies operating in Kansas, will revise their tarifis to conform to the revised tariffs 
of the respondent company, the Board, believing said revbed tarifis to be just and rea- 
sonable, advise their adoption. It being desirable that such revised and uniform tariffi 
take effect simultaneously on the roads adopting the same, and to afford the necessary 
time to prepare and distribute such tariffs, the Board orders that said tariffs shall go into 
force on the 25th of June, 1884. 

The respondent company, through its general counsel, Judge McCrary, submitted to 
the Board, and desired their answer to the following propositions, viz. : 

First, It is submitted that under the statute the Board can deal only with the subject- 
matter of complaint filed before it, and in case the charges are held to be well founded, 
can do no more than to determine wliai modified rate shall be charged for the transpor- 
tation designated in the complaints. 

Second. The Board is requested to declare and adjudge, if such shall be its opinion, 
that this company shall be left free to made such contracts or special rates between des- 
ignated points as it may deem just and fair, subject only to the right of the Board, upon 
complaint made according to law to revise the same. 

Answering the first proposition, the Board, without attempting to define fully their 
powers, are of opinion that they have the power in cases where complaints are filed before 
them, either under sections 11 or 18 of the railroad law, to investigate the charges, and if 
well grounded to certify under their seal what a reasonable charge is under section 11, 
and to adjudge and decide what is a reasonable charge, and inform the corporation under 
sections 18 and 14. But the Board are not prepared to say that their powers in the matter 
of the supervision and regulation of freight rates are limited solely to the sections above 
named. A vast power is conferred upon them by section 5, the extent of which it is un- 
necessary at the present time to consider ; and by reason of the accord between the Board 
and railroad company upon the rates in these contested cases, it becomes unnecessary to 
define any of the powers of the Board. 

As to the second proposition submitted for the opinion of the Board, they are of the 
opinion that the railroad company is left free to make such contracts or special rates 
between designated points as it may deem just and fair, subject only to the limitations 
contained in section 10 of the railroad law, and to the revision of the Board under sections 
5, 11 and 18 of said law. We think the fact that when the railroad company makes such 
contracts or rates, it deems them just and fair, would not alone be sufficient to exonerate 
it from the liabilities in sections 19 and 20. The price must be reasonable under section 
11. And the railroad company must not charge more for transporting freight from any 
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poiat OQ itB line than a fair and just proportioa of the price it cha^^ for the same kind 
of freight transported from any other point. (See section 10.) 

It is not the opinion of the Board that a penalty accrues by reason of a coDce«don of 
rates, or a drawback, or by reason of contracts for special rates, provided the same are 
open to all alike; the main object of the law being to prevent onreasonable charges and 
unjust discrimlnSitiaiis. We do think that a rite or set of rates recommended aa juat and 
reasonable by the Board are prima facie so, and that the railroad company in good faith 
operating under such a rate, so approved as just and reasonable by this Board, should be 
protected from any penalties provided for overcharges or discriminations.

The complaint in this case charges that the rates for freight charged ap<H) respondent's 
railroad npon goods carried to and from Bussell, Kansas, are excessive and unreasonable. 
The Board, after giving to complainant and respondent the usual notice of a hearing of 
the matters complained of, proceeded to investigate the same. The complaints from the 
cities of Newlon and Great Bend against the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F^ Company 
were at the same time under consideration by the Board. In the course of the inquiiy 
it was suggested and agreed to between the jiarties thereto and the Board Chat the rates 
for freight upon the respondent's railroad and the Atchison, Topeka£ Santa F^ Railroad 
should be substantially uniform, and that the conclusions arrived at in the cases befbre 
the Board against the latter road should practically govern as to respondent company. 

In conformity to this understanding and agreewent, the Board find tliat the rates 
heretofore prevailing at Bussell on freight transported to and from Missouri river points 
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The Board find and dedde that the following rates at sud point on freight to and 
from Missouri river points to Russell, having reference to the classification now in force 
on said line, are just, fair and reasonable, and shonld hereafter prev^l on said respond- 
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That said last-named rates are the same as those prescribed and adopted on the 
Atchison, Topeka <& Santa F^ road for the like distance and service. 

Ai^d the respondent company, accepting said rates, also agrees to revise its general 
freight schedules in accordance with a scale indicated by the Board, to conform to the 
revised schedules of the Atchison company; and the same are submitted to the Board, 
upon examination of which the rates are deemed by the Board to be, under existing 
conditions and circumstances, reasonable. Said revised freight schedules are on file in 
this office, and made part of this record. 

It is further ordered that said revised schedules be published and go into effect on 
the 25th of June, 1884.

-Boarc?q/'i2aiZroad CbmrnwOToncrs; I inclose you this claim. The merits are these. The 
railroad company charged me $10 for merely switching a car of implements at Grenola, 
Kansas. One of the cars came to Grenola billed through to Winfield. We took out a 
part of the load and paid our switch bill, then put in four or five wagons. The agent 
charges us $15 for local freight from Grenola to this point, for hauling the wagons. Now 
we claim this is unjust, and makes us pay freight twice for the same car over the same 
road and same haul. I also call your attention to the overcharge on weight.

DECISION OP COMMISSIONERS. 

On May 30, 1884, complainant presented complaint to the Board against the respond- 
ent company, in which were stated two causes of complaint, in substance : 1st, That re- 
spondent charged complainant $10 for switching a car on a side-tnujk for the purpose of 
discharging part of its cargo at Grenola, the car having been billed through to Winfield ; 
and 2d, that in place of the discharged cargo at Grenola, complainants put into the car 
four or five wagons to be carried through with the remaining goods to Winfield, for the 
carriage of which an extra charge of $15.60 was made by the company. The car of 
goods — being implements — part of which were unloaded at Grenola, had been billed 
through and paid for to Winfield. Ck)mplainant claims that the wagons should have 
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been carried through to Winfield from Grenola without additional charge to that levied 
upon the original cargo. 

With respect to the first cause of complaint above stated, the Board are of the opin- 
ion that $10 is too great a charge for switching a car onto the side-track. We find that 
the usual charge made for a like service on railroads is $5, and this amount the Board 
believe reasonable and sufiicient. We therefore request the company to refund to the 
complainant the excess of charge over that sum, and to hereafter conform to this ruling 
in similar cases. 

With respect to the second, it appears that it is the custom of railroads frequently to 
allow a car to be stopped at an intermediate station and discharge a part of its cargOj 
where the car-load is made up of the same class or kind of freight, by payment of the 
rate to the farthest point. In this case, by paying the rate to Winfield upon the car-load 
the shipper was permitted to unload part of the goods at Grenola, an intermediate sta- 
tion. By this arrangement the shipper derives this advantage : if he ships the whole 
car-load to Winfield he is under the necessity of paying a local rate from Winfield to 
Grenola on that part of the freight that he desires to dispose of at the latter place, or if 
he ships the same goods in two lots under two bills of lading, one to Grenola and the 
other to Winfield^ he cannot avail himself of car-load rates, but must ship the goods 
under a higher rate. He therefore, under this arrangement, secures the most favorable 
rates, or avoids a return local rate on part of his goods. In this case the company under- 
took in its contract to carry the car-load of implements to Winfield with permission to 
the shipper to unload a part of the goods at Grenola, the shipper paying the extra cost 
of making the stop and doing the switching. But the contract did not require the com- 
pany to transport in addition four or five wagons from Grenola to Winfield without 
extra charge, although transported in the same car. 

The rate charged originally covered only the car-load of implements, and if the 
shipper in this instance could successfully assert his claim, he would get his wagons car- 
ried for nothing. But such a privilege could only apply or be taken advantage of by 
persons whose character of shipments was similar to complainant's ; that is, where he 
could unload part of the car en route and put into the car another lot of merchandise. 
All others would have to pay local rates upon freight which such shippers would get 
carried free. Such a practice would be unjust both to railroad companies and other 
shippers, and would result in a system of unjust discrimination. 

We are therefore unable to see anything to correct in this respect.

To the Board of BmLroad Commissioners — Gentlemen: I respectfully call your atten- 
tion to what I believe to be one of the most flagrant violations of the railroad law in the 
State, or I may say the greatest injustice in the way of extortionate freight rates, by the 
Union Pacific road from this point. That company charges from this station to Leaven- 
worth, on coal 3 cts. per cwt., a distance of 5 miles, and from here to the sugar factory, 
a distance of 4 miles, 3 cts. per cwt. Also their charges are from here to Lawrence 
(distance 28 miles) 4^ cts. per cwt., while from here to Topeka, a distance of about 55 
miles, 5 cts. per cwt., leaving only f of a cent from Lawrence to Topeka; so the freight 
cannot be transferred at Lawrence for the supply of towns on the line of any other road. 
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leaving } of a cent per cwt. for freight for the road that makes the haul from Lawrence 
to Topeka, as any intermediate station. The same is the case in many other instances, 
and if yoar honorable body will take the trouble to give this matter a fiill investigation, 
I will furnish you the full proof in the matter. Very respectfully,

The complaint was duly referred to the respondent company^ and answer made, which 
is embodied in the decision of the Board. The Board appointed a day for a hearing of 
the complaint. Hearing was had in accordance with appointment, and after a full ex- 
amination into the matter involved in the complaint, decision was rendered. 

DECISION. 

The complainant in this case complains of the rate on soft coal from Lansing to Leaven- 
worth, a distance of five miles. The rate charged is 3 cts. per cwt., and it is claimed that 
this is too high a rate. The matter was referred to the company, which in its response 
to the complaint says: '^I will state that Lansing station is on an equal footing, as re- 
gards coal rates, with Leavenworth for all points on the Kansas division of this road. 
It is also on an equal footing with Kansas City for all points to and west of Lawrence, 
and the rates are uniformly equal with the company's mines at Carbon Hill. 

" We have canvassed the matter of rates, Lansing to Leavenworth, very thoroughly, 
and feel that it is impossible for us to make a rate less than 3 cts. per cwt. upon coal in 
car-loads, Lansing to Leavenworth, where our cars are used. If this was merely a switch- 
ing rate for coal, delivered to us by other lines, we could afford of course to do this ser- 
vice cheaper. Our cars would probably be in use, at the least calculation, an average of 
three days to transport coal between Lansing and Leavenworth. If 30,000 lbs. were 
loaded upon each car, thb would pay us merely $3 per day for the use of each car, to say 
nothing of the labor performed in transporting the coal. 

'^As you allow us to charge $3 per day for the use of our cars when delayed by ship- 
per^ I think that you can readily see that even our established rate of three ( 3 ) cents 
per cwt. for this business does not pay us, and if we performed the service at any less 
rate that we would actually be at a loss." 

We have examined this matter with care, and we are unable to say that under the 
circumstances of this case the rate of 3 cents per cwt. is excessive. The rate for a like 
distance upon railroads in Illinois is J^ of a cent per cwt. less, and this is regarded as a 
low tariff. Upon a majority of the roads in the West the rate is no less than the Lansing 
rate to Leavenworth, and in some instances it b greater. In some instances where the 
rate is less, an arbitrary charge is made for detention of cars beyond 48 hours. Consider- 
ing the facts that the coal cars must be hauled on and off the spur leading to the coal 
shaft, and that a certain number of cars must be constantly kept at that point to be em- 
ployed in very short hauls, a character of service which is the least remunerative to the 
company, we cannot find that the rate is unreasonable, or disproportioned to charges 
made upon other roads for a similar character of service.

leaves Beloit at three o'clock p. m., and reaches Solomon City at about 9:20 o'clock the 
same day ; and there are no other trains for passengers or freight run on said railroad. 

That the distance between Solomon City and Beloit, by said railroad, is 57 miles. 

That there is a large amount of travel on said railroad, and a large amount of freight 
transported over it. 

That the means and accommodations furnished in the operation of said railroad for 
the transportation of passengers are insufficient and inconvenient for said passengers,,and 
the time made by said train is unreasonably slow ; and in order to promote the proper 
convenience and accommodation of the public, a passenger train should be placed on said 
railroad, and properly run and operated between said Solomon City and Beloit. 

That this complaint is based upon a petition made by one hundred and fifty-eight 
l^al voters and residents of said city of Minneapolis, and filed with your complainants, 
a certified copy of which petition is hereto attached, marked "A." 

Your complainants therefore request said Board to make an examination concerning 
the statements set forth in this complaint, and the manner in which said railroad is be- 
ing operated, and to adjudge and require said railroad company to provide and properly 
operate a passenger train on said railroad.

E. J. Turner, E8q.y Secretary Board of Railroad Oommiattioners, Topeka^ Kansas — Dear 
Sir : Reply to your letter of 10th instant^ in regard to the necessity for additional train 
service on the Solomon road, has been delayed to obtain statements, showing the passen- 
ger business of that line for the year 1883, and the first four months of 1884. 

This statement was received this morning, and is inclosed herewith for your infor- 
mation, and I believe, when submitted to and properly understood by the Ma^^or and 
Council of Minneapolis, that they themselves will withdraw the complaint and retire 
from the contest without the necessity of further statement or argument. 

We admit and believe that increased train service and other facilities provided, re- 
sult, as a rule, in increase in travel and consequent revenue, but claim that in this in- 
stance it would not produce a sufficient increase to justify the increased expenditures 
required. 

The following figures are copied from a memorandum, prepared for my use in inves- 
tigating the matter, and will, I believe, enable you to clearly understand the situation. 

I will be absent a few days, but on my return will be glad to go to Topeka any day 
after Tuesday next, to give any further information that may be desired.

The final disposition of the matter appears in the following, copied from the records 
of the Board : 

PETITION TO THE BOARD FOR A PASSENGER TRAIN ON THE SOIX)MON RATLROAD. 

On June 10, 1884, complainants sent to this office a petition asking the Board to con- 
sider the advisability of increasing the passenger service upon the Solomon Railroad. 
It appeared that no regular passenger train had heretofore been run over this road, the 
only passenger service consisting of a passenger coach and baggage car attached to a 
daily freight train over the road. 

The petition was referred to the company, and a response to it invited. The com- 
pany responded on the 27th of June, to the effect that the passenger earnings and re- 
quirements of the service over the road did not warrant an increase or more expensive 
service of the kind. 

The Board subsequently met the general officers of the road, and the matter was 
further discussed, and it was finally determined to try the experiment of a passenger 
train on the road for three months, and if the earnings justified its continuance, it should 
be permanently maintained. 

The company commenced to run a passenger train over the road on the 1st of Au- 
gust, 1884.

I write you officially to call your attention to the matter of the insufficiency of your pas- 
senger accommodations on your night passenger train from Newton to Kansas City. I have 
personally been over the road from Emporia east, on this same train, six times in the last 
two months, and at each time there were more passengers than there were seats to ac- 
commodate them; and last night, (which may be to some extent, an exceptional case,) 
there were in the rear section of the train, which consisted of two coaches and five sleepers, 
thirty-six passengers by actual count, more than there were seats to accommodate. The 
sleepers were all full, and no person allowed to go into them. There was great complaint, 
and I could not let the matter pass by without calling your attention to it, and have no 
doubt but it will receive your early attention.

Almerin GilXett, Esq., Bailroad Commissioner, Topeka, Kas. — Dear Sir; Beplying to 
your favor of June 10th, with regard to the crowded condition of the passenger train 
between Newton and the Missouri river: I find upon investigation that the train 
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you took passage on, the coaches of which you describe as being very much crowded, was 
one loaded down with delayed passengers from the west, who had been detained by reason 
of washouts. The train in question had a large number of delayed sleeping cars from 
the west, but was short one day coach of its regular allottment. Four hours after the 
train in question, another one passed over the road, which was also loaded down with de- 
layed passengers from the west. 

Since May 1st, we have been running a sleeping car on trains 3 and 4 between New- 
ton and Kansas City for the accommodation of travel, but, on the night when you were 
on the train, we were unable to attach this sleeping car at Newton, as it had been neces- 
sary, a short time previous, to send a large number of our day passenger and sleeping 
cars through to New Mexico, and by reason of the washouts we found it impossible to 
return them. I will further explain that it is customary to keep extra coaches at Nicker- 
son, Newton and Emporia, and to attach them to our trains whenever necessity requires. 
But since the washouts we have been unable to keep any coaches at all in Kansas, as 
our equipment has been crowded to its fullest capacity. Many of our cars have been 
detained beyond the breaks in New Mexico and Texas. As you will understand, the 
Rio Grande river has been very high this season, much higher, in fact, than ever before 
known, and during this period of high water we have been subject to much inconveni- 
ence, and at times we have been compelled to inconvenience the traveling public. We 
intend at all times to furnish first-class facilities to the public, and to furnish sufficient 
space in the cars for all business that presents. The water is now going down, and we 
are running trains as usual. Within a very few days we expect that our equipment will 
be distributed as formerly, and in such a manner that we can promptly meet all require- 
ments of the traveling public. Yours truly,

The complaint of J. M. Covert was filed June 18, 1884, and read as follows: 

E. J. Turner J Esq.j Secretary Board of Bailroad Commissioners — Dear Sib: When the 
Missouri Pacific Railway Company made answer to my suit for discriminations against 
me and in favor of J. P. Pomeroy, they said they had not sufficient cars to grant the 
Leavenworth Coal Company what they wished. Now when I have labored for one year 
to build up a trade for Rock Island block coal and have got a very fair trade on it, and 
at a price equal though not less than J. P. Pomeroy gets his at, viz., ten cents in Atchi- 
son, they notify me that on and after the 16th of June, 1884, they will receive no more 
coal from me unless reloaded into their cars. 

This transferring costs me four dollars per car, and of course makes my coal cost me 
four dollars a car more than Pomeroy's. Now I would ask your honorable Board if this 
is in accordance with the railroad law ? If I am compelled to be bullied about in this 
style, all to helj) J. P. Pomeroy, as it looks from my standpoint, or to leave this State in 
order to carry on my lawful business? These discriminations have entirely cut me out 
of the coal business in Kansas. 

If there is a law requiring them to haul cars that are loaded full weight, and billed 
through to points on the Central Branch Division or Omaha Extension, without trans- 
ferring and injuring the goods so loaded and billed, will you see that they fulfill their 
part of the law ? 

My coal is loaded at Numa, Iowa, on the C. R. I. & P. Rly., and Mendota, Iowa, on 
the C. B. & Q. Rid., respectively 158 and 192 miles from Atchison. They are billed 
directly to the purchasers, and are not necessarily rebilled at Atchison. They have 
always heretofore handled without transferring. 

Please answer me if there is anything that can be done or that I should do in this 
matter. Yours truly, J. M. Covert. 

The complaint from A. A. Carey was filed June 26, 1884, and read as follows: 
Hon. E. J. Tamer J Secretary Board of Railroad Commissioners^ Topeka — Dear Sir: 
About May 1st, the General Freight Agent. Missouri Pacific Railway, issued an order to 
their agent here to refuse all coal from the K. C. St. J. & C. B. Rid., and also from the 
H. & St. J. Rid., for points on the Central Branch, Union Pacific, and on the Omaha or 
Nebraska extension of the Mis souri Pacific Railway, except when transferred to Mis- 
souri Pacific cars. 

The effect of this order is to virtually prohibit shipments of coal from the mines on 
Hannibal & St. Joseph to points on Missouri Pacific Railway, and works great injury to 
myself, and T think also to my customers, and is, I think, directly contrary to the letter 
and spirit of the statute of this State. 
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Have waited this long, hoping they would see the error of their way and counter- 
mand the order ; but seeing no prospect of it at present, would like to know if this matter 
comes within the jurisdiction of your Board, and also what it will be necessary for me 
to do to bring it before them in such manner as will enable them to take action in the 
premises. Yours truly, A. A. Carey. 

The complaint from H. H. Allen was filed July 12, 1884, and was of the same char- 
acter as the complaints of Messrs. Carey and Covert. 

These three complaints, being filed with the Board simultaneously, and embracing 
the same causes of complaint, were investigated as one case. 

The several complaints were submitted to the respondent company for their examin- 
ation and answer. 

After considerable correspondence between the Board and the parties, but from which 
no new development was made, the Board rendered decision as follows : 

DECISION. 

The complainants in these cases are dealers in coal in the city of Atchison, and pur- 
chase their coal on the line of the Hannibal & St. Joseph, and the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific Railroads. 

The complaints allege that the Missouri Pacific Railway Company, since June 15th, 
1884, has refused to receive the cars of the above-named companies loaded with coal and 
tendered it at Atchison, destined to points on the Central Branch, Union Pacific Rail- 
road, and the Missouri Pacific Railway, main line, thereby necessitating a transfer of the 
coal into the cars of the respondent company, which not only creates an additional ex- 
pense, but is more or less injurious to the coal. 

The respondent company does not deny the allegations made by complainants, but 
defends its action by stating that "it cannot afford to haul the cars of other companies, 
paying mileage therefor, when they have cars of their own lying idle." 

Section 9 of the late railroad law provides that "It shall be the duty of any railroad 
company ... to receive and transport . . . the empty or loaded cars furnished 
by any connecting road to be delivered at any station or stations on the line of its roa^, 
to be loaded or discharged, or reloaded and returned to the road so connecting; and for 
compensation it shall not demand or receive any greater sum than is accepted by it from 
any other connecting railroad for a similar service." The above seems quite clear and 
explicit. 

The Commissioners are therefore of the opinion that the Missouri Pacific Railway 
Company cannot legally refuse the cars of connecting lines that may be offered it 
at Atchison, and destined to stations on the line of its road.

Further complaint was filed with the Board, August 6, by A. A. Carey against the 
same respondent, alleging continued cause of complaint against the respondent company, 
with respect to coal shipments. The complaint read as follows: 

E. J, Turner, Esq^y Secretary Board. Railroad OommissionerSj Topeka, Kas, — Dear Sir: 
Since your decision, July 19, 1884, in the matter of the Missouri Pacific Railway Com- 
pany refusing to receive cars of the Hannibal & St. Joseph Railroad, loaded with coal, 
the Missouri Pacific Company has adopted the plan shown in expense bill No. 200, 
attached. 

I claim that this mileage charge is unusual and contrary to law, and that a similar 
charge is not made by other railways in this or any other State, and. that this charge is 
not made on any other business by the Missouri Pacific Railway, and that the Missouri 
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Pacific arc receiving coal from other lines without making charges as above set forth, to 
wit: From the Wabash, St. Louis A Pacific Bailway and from the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa F^ Bailroad. Yours truly, A. A. Carey. 

The expense bill above referred to showed that the railway company had made a 
mileage charge upon the ear of three-quarters of a cent per mile for each mile from 
Atchison to Farmington and return, in addition to the usual freight charge upon the 
coal.

Besides, it appears to us that this mileage charge is in fact and purpose an evasion of 
the order of this Board in respect to receiving loaded cars from a connecting line for 
shipment or trans{X)rtation over the receiving line without change of cargo from car to 
car.

E. J. Turner ^ Esq., Sec^y Board BaUroad Commissioners, Topeka — Dear Sir: On my 
return this morning, after several days' absence, I find. yours of the seventh concerning 
complaint of one Carey of this city, in regard to an alleged overcharge on account of 
mileage. I beg to say, the 93 cents complained of by Mr. Carey is not a charge made 
by this company, but by the Hannibal & St. Joseph Bailroad, whose coal agent Mr. 
Carey is. 

The Hannibal & St. Joseph Railroad charge this company 93 cents mileage on this 
car, Atchison to Farmington and return, and the charge is simply following the shipment. 
It would be a very easy matter for Mr. Carey to arrange with his company ( the Hanni- 
bal & St. Joseph Bailroad,) to waive mileage on his coal shipments.

— The complainant made further complaint, alleging the continuance by 
the respondent of the mileage charge complained of, and requested a meeting with the 
Board. The Board made answer as follows :

A.A.Chrey, Esq., Atchison, Kas. — Dear Sir: Your favor of the 19th inst. is re- 
ceived, alleging a continuance, by the Missouri Pacific Railway Co., of the mileage 
charge upon your shipments of coal. 

The Board rendered their decision upon your former similar complaint, and can be 
of no further service to you in the matter, as the law does not empower the Commis- 
sioners to enforce their decisions. 

Your only recourse, therefore, will be to the courts.

August 29. — By request of the complainant the Board granted him an interview, at 
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which he presented, in person, his cause of complaint, supporting it by evidence of the 
charges made against the respondent. 

For the purpose of harmonizing, if possible, the differences between the parties to 
this complaint, the Board addressed the respondent as follows :

Sir: On the 26th day of July, 1884, the Board of Railroad Commissioners received com-, 
plaints from A. A. Carey, J. M. Covert and H. H. Allen, coal dealers at Atchison, Kansas, 
complaining that your agent at that point refused to receive loaded coal cars from the 
Hannibal & St. Joseph and Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railroads for transfer over 
the Central Branch. That these parties were required to transfer this coal ( at consider- 
able expense to shippers and damage to the coal, it being soft) from the cars of the 
other roads named to the cars of your company. 

Mr. Emerson was notified of this complaint, and his response was in substance that 
they could not afford to haul foreign cars over their road, and pay mileage on them, 
when they had cars of their own not in use. 

On the 19th of July the Board decided the point against your company, and in the 
decision attention was called to the provisions of the statute upon the subject, contained 
in section 9 of the railroad law, in which it is provided that " It shall be the duty of any 
railroad company to receive and transport the empty or loaded cars furnished by any 
connecting road to be delivered at any station or stations on the line of its road to be 
loaded or discharged, or reloaded and returned," etc. 

This decision was certified to your agent at Atchison, Mr. Emerson, who thereafter 
changed his practice in that respect, but charged the shipper car mileage upon all coal 
cars transferr** ' om the roads above mentioned to the Central Branch, to be transported 
to stations i. on the line of the latter road. 

Complaint came to the Board rom the same parties of this extra charge, and on 
August 7th we addressed to Mr. Emerson the following communication with reference 
thereto : 

"L. A. Bmerson, Esq.., OenercU Traffic and Passenger Agent Missouri Pacific, Atchison, Kansas — Dear 
Sir: We are in receipt of complaint with accompanying expense bill from A. A. Carey of Atchison, a 
copy of which we inclose to you. From these it appears that you charge the shipper in this instance, 
in addition to the regular and established rate for freight, a mileage rate on the car in which it is trans- 
ported. This is not only unusual, but in our opinion unlawful. The rate on freight, both in contem- 
plation of lawfiil usage and the law, covers all lawful charge that can be made against the shipper. 
Besides, it appears to us that this mileage charge is, in fact and purpose, an evasion of the order of this 
Board in respect to receiving loaded cars from a connecting line for shipment or transportation over 
the receiving line without change of cargo from car to car. 

" We have advised the shipper of this opinion, and trust you will hereafter conform to it.

Since then we have received additional complaints from the same and other shippers, 
and numerous expense bills, showing that Mr. Emerson is persisting in the same practice, 
while the same shippers transfer similar coal cars to the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F^ 
Railroad without this extra charge. 

It must be evident to you, as it is to us, that this extra mileage rate against this class 
of shippers involves an unjust and unlawful discrimination against them, which the statutes 
of this State expressly forbid, and for the practice of which the party aggrieved has an 
action against the company for three times the actual damages sustained, with attorney's 
fee; and which further subjects the company, willfully in fault, to penalties of from one 
hundred to five thousand dollars, under section 20 of the act. 

We have deemed it due to you, as Mr. Emerson's superior officer, to bring these 
matters to your attention, with the hope and expectation that your action may avert the 
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necessity on our part of directing appropriate suits to be brought for the recovery of the 
statutory damages and penalties. Yours truly,

September 5. — Mr. L. A. Emerson, of respondent company, advised the Board that 
their letter to Mr. H. M. Hoxie had been referred to him ; and he asked when the Board 
could meet him and another representative of the company. 

The Board appointed September 12th for meeting with the parties. On the day ap- 
pointed the complainant appeared before the Board, in person 'and by attorney, and 
made further statement of his complaint, and submitted evidence in support thereof. 
Subsequently, the respondent filed the following opinion of counsel, as argument in the 

case: 

Atchison, Kansas, September 22, 1884. 

E. J. Turner, Esq., Secretary Board of Bailroad Commissionera, Topeha^ Kansas — Dear 
Sir : Referring to complaint of Messrs. Carey, Covert and others, and our recent meet- 
ing in your office on the 12th, I beg to quote the opinions of our general solicitor and 
general attorneys. Governor Brown, our general solicitor, says: 

" You asked me whether or not a railroad company in Kansas, under that section or under any 
other law, can he required to lease the cars of foreign railroad companies ; or, in other words, whether 
you can be required to take their business on terms that require you to pay them mileage on their cars. 
The last clause of the section referred to is as follows : 'And for compensation it shall not demand or 
receive any greater sum than is accepted by it from any other connecting railroad for a similar service.' 

"A true construction of which, as I understand it, is that you shall not discriminate in favor of one 
road against another. If you pay all railroads mileage upon cars that you haul for them, I do not think 
you could single out one railroad and make an exception against it ; but if you are not paying other 
railroads mileage for their cars, I know no law or rule under which you can be required to pay the 
one in question mileage upon their cars, and especially when you have cars of your own that may be 
remaining idle in the meantime. It would be most unfair to require your line to pay foreign compa- 
nies, even though they may be connecting lines, mileage upon cars loaded with freight destined for 
points on or beyond your line, rather than transfer the freight while you have cars lying idle on your 
sidings; and I do not believe, under a proper presentation of the question, with the surrounding facts, 
that either the Railroad Commission or any court would require you to take the cars of connecting 
lines under such circumstances." 

On the same question being presented to Messrs. Everest & Waggener, our attorneys, 

they say : 

"As we understand the question submitted by you to us involves the single inquiry, viz.: Whether 
your company is compelled, under sec. 9, chap. 124 of the laws of 1883, being 'An act concerning rail- 
roads and other common carriers,' by reason of the requirements of the act to receive the loaded and 
empty cars of other companies and transport them over your road, paying the foreign company mile- 
age upon the cars and for the use thereof. While we are of the opinion that, under this section, your 
company might be required to receive foreign cars, loaded or empty, for transportation, there is no 
requirement at common law or under the provisions of this act that would compel your company to 
assume any liability for the payment of mileage or for the use of foreign cars, and more especially in 
cases where your company had carriages or cars of its own to do this business. Nor do we think that 
any provisions of this act assume to place any such liability or duty upon your company, and it is ex- 
tremely doubtful if the Legislature would have the power to pass any enactment imposing any such 
liability or the requirement of any such duties. Without enlarging upon the question, and it is one 
we have given considerable research, we answer you emphatically that in our opinion the position you 
have taken before the honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners is the correct one, viz. : That while 
your company is willing to receive and transport the loaded or empty cars of any connecting road to be 
delivered at any station or stations on the line of your road to be loaded or discharged, or reloaded and 
returned to the road so connecting, still you are unwilling to do the same unless for a compensation, 
and you are unwilling to pay the connecting line mileage for the use of its cars, which under the law 
is clearly for the connecting line's accommodation, and made for the benefit of the shipper." 

I will inclose for your perusal the opinions above quoted. Will you kindly return 
the same after reading them, that I may file them with other papers bearing on this 
same subject?

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The evidence and argument of the parties having been submitted in full, the Board 
rendered the following decision : 

DECISIOK. 

This is a complaint against the respondent company, in which it is charged that the 
railway company charged and collected from the shipper, in this instance, in addition to 
the established freight rate, a mileage charge of three-fourths of a cent per mile upon 
the car in which the freight was carried. The cars were loaded with coal, and were 
delivered to the respondent company at Atchison, by the Hannibal & St. Joseph Rid. Co., 
upon the line of which road the freight originated, to be transported to points upon the 
line of the Central Branch division of the Missouri Pacific road. 

Prior to this complaint, the same parties had complained to the Board that the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railway Company had refused to receive loaded coal cars from the Han- 
nibal & St. Joseph road for points upon the former company's line, but required the 
shipper, at his own expense, to transfer the coal from the cars of the latter to the cars 
of the respondent company, at Atchison. This occasioned both delay, expense and seri- 
ous waste. The Board, upon that complaint, decided that the respondent company was 
required in such cases, by the statute of this State, to accept the loaded cars of a con- 
necting line and transport them and their cargo to the place of destination. The com- 
pany accepted this ruling, but thereafter added to the established freight rate the mileage 
charge above referred to. 

The Board has heard the parties interested upon this last complaint, and while the 
questions involved are not free from difficulty, we are able to reach a conclusion upon the 
facts which we believe to be just. There has grown up, both in this and other countries 
where railroads have been built, a system of interchange of cars between connecting roads, 
by which cars loaded with freight and destined to points beyond the line of the company 
first receiving the freight are transferred to and hauled over the connecting road. This, 
it will be perceived, results in a vast saving of labor, of expense, and the economical use 
of rolling-stock facilities. As a means of equalizing the value of the interchange of 
cars as between respective companies, it has become customary to keep a mileage account 
between companies, and to account to each other at the rate of a fraction of a cent per 
mile for the distance foreign cars are hauled over connecting lines. This car mileage is 
a matter of mutual contract between companies, but is never, so far as we have been able 
to ascertain, charged to the shipping bill. This is the only instance of such a charge to 
which our attention has been directed ; and we do not think it can be justified in this 
case. 

It is* admitted by respondent company that discrimination in favor of or against one 
or more roads is inadmissible in the matter of car mileage ; or in other words, that the 
company cannot pay mileage to other companies upon their cars, and refuse to pay a 
similar charge to some particular company. But what is of no less importance, and we 
think more to the point in this case, is, that it is equally inadmissible to single out some 
one, or a particular class of shippers, and charge the car mileage to them alone. Whether 
one company can be required under all circumstances to pay mileage upon all foreign 
cars transported over its road, is, as we conceive, a question to be settled between the 
companies themselves, and does not concern the shipper. To charge the mileage account 
to one shipper, or to shippers of a particular product or class of freight, and not to all 
others, is an unjust and unlawful discrimination. 

Mr. Carey and several other coal dealers who receive coal over the Hannibal & St. 
Joseph Railroad, are the only parties who have been charged with car mileage. The 
evidence before us shows that car mileage is not charged to the shipper in other cases, 
or upon any other freight carried over the Central Branch road in foreign cars, than 
coal in Hannibal & St. Joseph cars. We think the following clause in section 10 of the 
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statute "concerning railroads and other common carriers," sufficiently covers and con- 
demns the practice which the respondent company has but recently initiated against the 
complainant, viz.: "No railroad company shall charge, demand or receive from any per- 
son, company or corporation, for the transportation of any property, or for any other ser- 
vice, a greater sum than it shall at the same time charge, demand or receive from any 
other person, company or corporation, for a like service from the same place, or upon 
like conditions and under similar circumstances." 

We have heretofore said that a freight charge, computed upon the established tariff 
rates, is the full extent to which the shipper can be charged for the carriage of his goods, 
and that this is all that is ever contemplated in the arrangement of a tariff. To charge 
car mileage to the shipper, in addition, is equivalent to raising the rates; to charge this 
to some, and not to others, raises them unequally and unjustly, and constitutes unjust dis- 
crimination.

There was filed with the Board, on August 25th, a similar complaint^ by H. Meibergen, 
of Downs, Kansas, which read as follows : 

Honorable Board of BaUroad CommissionerSy Topeka^ Kansas — Deab Sibs: On August 
17th I received a car of coal from Atchison, upon which, after paying the regular freight 
charges, I had to pay mileage for the car it came in, and also to return the car to Atchi- 
son, which I think is a gross injustice, as they cannot very well get freight on a car of 
coal without furnishing a car to load it in. What need I care whether they take their 
car back, or leave it here? They agree to furnish my coal here at so much per hundred, 
and I care not whether it is in a car, or whether the General Freight Agent brings it 
here on his back. Rather have it the latter way if I have to pay extra. 

Please look into this matter, and have the railway company reimburse me the amount, 
$3.12, if that is just in your opinion. Respectfully yours,

This complaint involved the saifie question as the complaint of Mr. A. A. Carey, and 
became subject to the same ruling by the Board as the Carey case. The following deci- 
sion thereon was rendered by the Board : 

DECISION. 

This complaint is for a charge of $3.12 for car mileage, at three-fourths of a cent per 
mile, from Atchison to Downs, 208 miles, and return, making 416 miles in addition to 
the regular freight charge upon a car-load of coal, paid by complainant to respondent 
about August 17th, 1884. We have decided in the case of Carey vs. the Missouri Pacific 
Railway Company, that such a charge is inadmissible, and, in accordance with such deci- 
sion, the sum of $3.12, the amount of overcharge, must be refunded to complainant by 
the respondent company.

E. E. Walton, Esq., Agent Hannibal & St. Joseph Railroad — Dear Sir : On and after to-morrow, Octo- 
ber 4th, we shall refuse to receive and forward to points on Central Branch or Omaha extension, cars of 
your, or those of connecting lines, tendered by your company, loaded with soft coal, or lumber firom 
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Wisconsin or Minnesota points, unless mileage charges over this line are prepaid. Please see that snch 
prepayment is authorized on all billings of the above-described freight, and do not set your cars over 
until it is so authorized, as otherwise we shall be obliged to return them to you. Mileage charges, as 
mentioned above, mean the mileage at regular rates from Atchison to destination and return to Atchi- 
son. Please avoid any trouble, by seeing that the above is complied with before tendering us the freight.

Mr. L. L. Turner — Dear Sir: Before the appointment and subsequent action of 
the Bailroad Commissioners, we bought coal at Thayer, Kas., and the railroad company 
charged us $14 per car of 24,000 pounds freight, and at the same time their rate was $20 
from Cherryvale here. 

To-day we are unloading a car of Thayer coal, 35,000 pounds, and have paid the 
railroad company $40.20 freight on same. 

Now we are in favor of letting the railroads manage their business without the in- 
terference of the Commission, as we seem to have fared better under the old regime.

Elk Oity Mill Co., Elk City, Kas. — Gentlemen: Your letter of June 30 has just 
been read, and in reply will say, that you seem to have been perfectly satisfied and con- 
tented with the law as long as you could get a car-load of coal from Thayer, a distance 
of 40 miles, for $14, while at the same time your neighbors were compelled to pay $20 
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for a car-load of coal from Cherryvale, a distance of 23 miles. This of course was^ a very 
good thing for you — but what did your many neighbors think of it? 

K you were the only persons who had business with the railroad company at Elk 
City, there would not be so much cause of complaint about any rate that might be 
charged you for freight, but Elk City is a very thrifty young city, with many enterpris- 
ing citizens in and around it, who have more ot* less business with the railroad company 
as well as yourselves : it is they who can see no justice in the railroad charging them $20 
per car-load of coal from Cherryvale, while at the same time they haul a car-load of coal 
from Thayer and charge you but $14 for it, thus taxing them that the railroads may 
favor you. 

My experience has been, that individuals who have thus been favored by the rail- 
roads at the expense of the public, ar6 the ones who now condemn the present law, but 
they are very slow to make it known, as you have, that they belonged to the favored 
class. Thieves do not like the law providing penalties for larceny ; murderers do not 
like the law providing penalties for murder. 

I have also heard whisky sellers condemning our prohibition law. In fact, it seems 
impossible for our legislatures to make laws that will suit everybody. It is therefore not 
surprising that you and others who have been heretofore favored by the railroads at the 
expense of the public should not like the present railroad law, which was intended espe- 
cially to prevent such unjust discriminations. 

You have called my attention to the fact that you were charged $40.20 for a car-load 
of coal weighing 35,000 pounds, from Thayer. This was a heavy load, but the rate is all 
wrong, and the company has no right whatever, under our present law, to reverse the 
order of things and now charge you a greater rate than they charge your neighbors, and 
were it not that you are "now in favor of letting the railroads manage their business 
without the interference of the Commission," and would file your complaint with the 
Board, they could without any trouble secure for you a rebate on that shipment, of $19.20, 
being the amount of the overcharge; but of course they could not "interfere" in your 
behalf as long as you feel that you are better served without such interference.

Board, at all times, and in good faith, carried out all the provisions of said orders, and 
endeavored, to the best of its ability, to carry into effect the spirit of the same and the 
law under which the same were promulgated. 

And your petitioner, its officers and agents, has, to the best of its ability, endeavored 
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to operate and maintain its said railway in as reasonable and economical a manner as 
possible. 

And your petitioner represents that said rates heretofore fixed and adjudged by your 
honorable Board, and which so went into eifect on its said branch of said railroad on 
December 1, 1883, are not, in the opinion of your petitioner, any just, equitable or fair 
compensation for service necessary to be rendered in performing the service or in the 
hauling or transportation of the freights and classifications in said schedule of prices and 
freights so named, printed copies of which schedule of rates and freight tarifi^ which so 
went into effect on December 1, 1888, are hereto attached, marked exhibits ''A" and ^'B," 
and made a part hereof. 

And your petitioner further represents that, being satisfied that at such rates and for 
such service, and at such tariff for freights, it is unable to perform the service, operate 
and maintain its said railway, and believing that in justice and fair ^dealing that such 
rates should be changed and increased, and that a fair and just compensation should be 
allowed your petitioner for service so required to be performed by it as a common car- 
rier, and believing that your honorable body will be willing to see done what is just and 
right in the matter, the undersigned therefore petition and respectfully request your hon- 
orable body, by a proper order to be by it promulgated in accordance with the law, and 
with its powers and duties in such matters, that your honorable body raise the charge 
for transportation of freight, and also adopt a just and reasonable rate for such service 
and for the transportation of freight and classifications of that character, and that you 
cause proper public notice to be given as provided by law, and in such proper manner as 
may seem to your honorable body practicable. 

And petitioner further represents that heretofore, and prior to December 1, 1883, the 
annexed schedules of tariff rates for freight and freight service over the said Central 
Division were at as low rates as your petitioner could or can reasonably manage, operate 
and maintain said railway. 

And your petitioner therefore requests said rates, which were in effect prior to De- 
cember 1, 1883, on said Central Branch Division, be restored ; a copy of which rates and 
schedules which were so in existence on said Central Branch Division prior to Decem- 
ber 1, 1883, are hereto annexed, marked exhibits "C," "D," "E," "F," "G" and "H," 
and made a part hereof. 

And that in the opinion of your petitioner, the rates which were so in effect prior to 
December 1, 1883, are just and reasonable, and are the lowest rates under which your 
petitioner can operate and maintain said railway with any benefit or advantage to said 
railway company, or to enable it to pay the fixed charges on said railway, operating ex- 
penses, maintaining the same, and pay its employes, and other legitimate charges. 

And your petitioner respectfully requests your honorable body to give the matter of 
this petition your earliest attention.

DECISION. 

In the matter of the application of the Missouri Pacific Eailroad Company to revise 
its freight tariffs upon the Union Pacific Central Branch Bailroad, which application 
was filed with the Board on the 15th day of May, 1884, the same came up before the 
Board on the 16th day of June, 1884. 

In consideration of the fact that the said railroad is greatly in need of extensive re- 
pairs to its track and road-bed, which will require the expenditure of upwards of 
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$400,000, and that the company is, in good faith, applying the revenues of the road over 
operating expenses towards its repair; and in consideration of the further fact, that 
substantially uniform rates are about be adopted upon other lines in the State, the Board 
deem it advisable to revise the freight tariffs of the Central Branch Eailroad to- conform 
its rates as near as practicable to the revised rates of the other lines in the State. The 
revised schedule for said railroad is now on file, and the Board, under the facts and cir- 
cumstances now existing, find and decide that the rates in said revised schedule are fair, 
just and reasonable, and order that they be adopted ; and further, that inasmuch as a 
portion of said rates have been slightly advanced over the present rates, it is ordered that 
said revised tarifis be posted up in each station of the company along the line of said 
railroad sixty days before the taking effect of said revised rates.

12, 1884. After proper investigation the following decision was rendered. 

DECISION. 

The following is the complaint : 

Junction City, Kansas, May 21, 1884. 

C. M. Foulksj Claim Ageniy A. T. & S. Fi Bailroadj Topeka, Kas. — Dear Sir: The 

bearer, Mr. T. A. Stitt, is our special agent. On the 25th of April he ordered us to ship 

a piano to him at Cottonwood Falls. The same was shipped to him on the evening of 

the 25th April, via Missouri Pacific, and delivered by them to your road on the 28th of 

April, and through the carelessness of the employes of your road did not reach Strong 

station until the evening of May the 7th, (having in the mean time gone to Arkansas 

City.) Mr. Stitt telegraphed, and finally went to Emporia to find out the reason of its 

non-appearance. The delay in the piano reaching its destination on time, lost us the 

sale of the piano, as Mr. Stitt can explain to you ; hence we make a claim on your road 

as follows: 

To man and team eight days at five dollars per day $40 00 

To expense of same 24 00 

To expense fare to Emporia, and telegraphing 1 55 

To loss of sale of piano, and consequent damage 100 00 

Total $166 55 

It will be seen that this is not a claim for overcharge of freight rates, nor for any dis- 
criminations against shipper ; but a clear claim for damages for a miscarriage and deten- 
tion of the goods shipped. The Board have with much care examined the railroad law, 
and they are unable to find in it any provision which authorizes them to examine or de- 
cide upon questions of this character; and as this is one of the class of claims in which 
the constitution guarantees a right of trial by jury, we have grave doubts as to whether 
the Legislature can confer upon us the power to examine and decide upon such claims 
and make our decision even prima facie valid for any purpose. In view, therefore, of 
what we believe to be a want of jurisdiction upon our part to make any decision in the 
matter, we decline to consider it.

The complainant alleged that on March 3d, 1884, he shipped a car of household 
goods and stock from Thayer to Ottawa; that he contracted the shipment at the rate of 
$22, and prepaid that amount, and that he was compelled to pay the additional sum of 
$14 when the shipment arrived at Ottawa. 

The complaint was referred to the respondent company, and answer made that $36, 
the amount finally charged the complainant, was the regular tariff rate, and that the rate 
of $22 had been quoted by the agent at Thayer, in error. 

After receiving further evidence from the parties, the Board addressed the respond- 
ent as follows :

Sir: I am directed to reply to yours of 12th instant, relative to the claim of D. Q. 
Bonham for overcharge on a car of emigrant movables from Thayer to Ottawa. 

We find that the regular tariff rate is $35 on a shipment of this kind, and had that 
rate been given to Mr. B. at the time he applied to the agent for the rate, it is fair to 
presume that no complaint would have been made. Mr. Bonham would h^ve had the 
option of shipping his goods or pursuing any other course he might deem best, but he 
was given a rate of $22 by your agent, who is authorized to give rates, and when given 
by him the shipper has good reason for believing that he will at least be charged no 
more than the rate given. Upon the statement of your agent the shipper determines 
whether he will ship his goods. It is possible that had the rate been correctly given 
him, he would have adopted some other course, but this option was not given him. It 
seems that the agent at Thayer did not discover that a wrong rate had been given him 
until after the goods had been received for shipment, and then, in order to protect him- 
self or the company from loss, notified the receiving agent at Ottawa that a mistake had 
been made, and requested him to collect the sum of $36 instead of $22. 

While the Board does not complain of the regular tariff rate, it is of the opinion 
that in this case all charges in excess of $22 — the rate quoted by the agent at Thayer 
to the shipper — should be returned to the complainant. To hold otherwise would lead 
to the utmost confusion in commercial transactions. Unprincipled agents could quote a 
reduced rate for the purpose of securing shipments, and purchases made upon such quo- 
tations might lead the shipper to unreasonable and unwarranted loss.

— Dear 
Sirs: Messrs. Sooy, Brinkman & Roberts, of Great Bend, Kas., have presented to us a 
claim for $6, alleged overcharges on a car of hogs shipped to Kansas City, of da^e Febru- 
ary 27th, 1884, and another for $33.29, alleged overcharge on 26,450 pounds of bran. 
Copy of expense bills we herewith inclose. 

It appears to us that these charges arose under a distance tariff formulated by the 
Board, and which the company adopted as a local tariff, and which remained in efiect 
but a few days. 

The adoption of the tariff had the effect to raise the rate on the car of hogs from $35 
to $41 per car, and on the bran from 14 cents to 27 cents, and these charges were made 
accordingly. In this instance the rates were raised without sixty days' previous notice 
having been given as the statute requires. 

Section 16 of the railroad law provides that "neither said Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners nor any railroad company shall raise the charge for the transportation of freight 
on any railroad without first giving sixty days* public notice of such change, in such 
manner as the Commissioners may determine." 

The Commissioners had prior to this determined, by a general order, the manner . in 
wliich such public notice should be given — viz., by posting a printed list of the rates 

8 
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intended to be raised, in the companj'B station office at such points as would be affected 
by the new rates. 

We are clearly of the opinion that an advanced or raised rate cannot be legally 
charged to the shipper until the company has given the prescribed notice; and this 
whether the rates are raised by the railroad company or the Railroad Commissioners. 
If we are correct in respect to the facts above stated, we think the shipper in this 
instance has a just claim for reimbursement of the excess of charges over preexisting 
rates. 

We invite your attention and response to this communication.

Dear Sir: Your letter of August 26th, with reference to the petition of Mr. Switrer, 
and sixty-four others, that a switch be located at Wheatland, a point on the Marion & 
McPherson branch, in McPherson county, is received. 

This matter has already been investigated. Wheatland is situated between Windom 
and Conway, at each of which points we have agents and shipping facilities; they are 
but six and nine-tenths (6.9) miles distant from each other, and the railroad company 
does not think it advisable to multiply its stations there. 

The facilities at Windom and Conway are within a very moderate distance of each 
other, and the request for further side-tracks is not reasonable. We have therefore de- 
clined to introduce the track. 

I shall be pleased to appear before the Board and further explain this matter if, in 
the opinion of that honorable body, any further consideration of this subject is neces- 
sary.

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Subsequently the Board visited Wheatland, to learn what necessities existed for 
switch and side-track, as requested. After looking the ground over, and considering the 
matter fully, the Board rendered the following decision : 

DECISIOK. 

This is an application to the Board by sixty-four residents of Castle township, in 
Mcpherson county, Kansas, for the establishment of a switch and side-track at the town 
of Wheatland, in said township — Wheatland being on the line of the Marion & 
McPherson Kailroad. It is alleged in the application " that the business. and the neces- 
sities of trade at this point require that the railroad should put in and maintain a switch 
for the accommodation of the public." 

The company declined to accede to the request of the petitioners, and on the 10th of 
September the Board proceeded to the point designated, where the side-track is called 
for, and made an examination of the locality and the shipping facilities already estab- 
lished in the vicinity. 

At Wheatland there is a blacksmith shop, and a small store in which the post office is 
kept; the country around is covered with grain fields. This place is 2J miles west of 
Conway and 3} miles east of Windom, at each of which places there is a station house 
or depot, side-tracks, and such facilities for the handling of freights as can be main- 
tained at small towns. The roads are good to both towns, and also to McPherson, twelve 
miles distant, where considerable produce is hauled by farmers from the vicinity of 
Wheatland, on account of the better market prevailing there. It will be seen that the 
stations here are but six miles apart, and this is as near as stations can be maintained 
with due regard to railroad economy and efficiency. To establish another between would 
greatly add to the expenses of operating the road, without affording any compensating 
advantages to the public. The raising of large quantities of grain along the line of a 
railroad requires elevators and dumps to handle it with economy and dispatch. These 
cannot be built and profitably maintained if the business is divided up among a number 
of small towns in close proximity. It must be obvious that the multiplication of small 
places along a railroad abridges the facilities of all. Besides, if the Board were to hold 
with the petitioners in this case, that the public necessity at this point demands a switch, 
it is difficult to perceive how we could resist importunities flowing from like necessities 
existing at points 2J miles distant along the whole line of the road. This sort of policy 
would, if carried out, put side-tracks and stations so close together as to render the 
operation of the road well-nigh impracticable. 

We have heretofore declined to order the establishment or maintenance of a switch 
at points distant from stations for other reasons, chief of which is that they endanger the 
safety of trains, and of life and property carried on them. When not under the imme- 
diate and constant care of the company's agents, they are liable to be tampered with by 
strangers. 

We cannot see that there are any public necessities existing at this point to justify 
the granting of this application, and we therefore decline to order it.

Hcmorahle Board of Railroad OmunissionerSy Topeka, ^08.— Gentlemen: I beg leave 
to call your attention to a matter that has been a source of great annoyance, which seems 
to increase, and inquire if there is any redress through your Board or otherwise. I re- 
fer to the practice of the railroad company billing freight at more than it weighs. 

This state of affairs has existed ever since I commenced business in March, 1878, and 
for some reason is much worse at one time than another. 

There have been times when goods weighed more than way-bills called for; but such 
cases were exceptions, and were mistakes the company made at their own expense. 
When mistakes have been in my favor, (wrong rates, etc.,) I have paid balance claimed, 
even after I had the goods and the freight receipt. When I have found weights short 
after freight was paid, I have not been able to get a correction, perhaps with one or two 
exceptions. 

To illustrate, I inclose two bills of recent date : 
Leather weighs 31 lbs., and bill says 40 lbs. 
Iron " 841 " " " " 890 " 

Nails *' 106 " " " " 110 " 

Agent was aware of error before freight was paid, but made no correction. 
By way of explanation, agent says the company bills only at weights that end in zero; 
but all, as far as I have observed, are the zero in advance of the real weight. 

Gentlemen, I hope you will not think I want to make '^much ado about nothing/' 
but this matter is like buffalo gnats — small, numerous, and very troublesome. It is very 
annoying to have to weigh and wrangle with every bill of freight, and equally so to be 
called on for suQh frequent donations.

The complaint being referred to the respondent company, received the following 

answer and explanation : 

Topeka, Kansas, September 3, 1884. 

E. J. Turner, Esq., Secretary Bailroad Commissioners — My Dear Sir : I beg to acknowl- 
edge the receipt of your favor of August 28th, addressed to J. F. Goddard, Traffic Man- 
ager, inclosing complaint signed by N. O. Waymire, of Garfield, Kansas. 

The burden of Mr. W.'s complaint seems to be that he is subject to petty overcharges, 
caused by charging in excess of actual weight of the property transported by us. I de- 
sire to call your attention to inclosed circular No. 9, taking effect January 1, 1884, which 
seems to cover the ground fully. 

The practice of this company is to way-bill all freight at even weights, dropping the 
odd pounds. However, when requested by consignees to do so, agents are fully instructed 
and authorized to correct to actual weight. 

I regret the apparent misunderstanding between our agent and Mr. Waymire. I will 
see that the former has instructions in accordance with circular herewith inclosed.

The circular referred to reads as follows : 

To aU Agents : For convenience in way -billing less than car-load shipments, weights 
will be shown in tens and multiples of ten. All weights ending in units of less than five 
will be disregarded. In five and over, they will be considered as ten. Example : 124 
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will be billed as 120, and 125 or 126 as 130 pounds. Ck>rrection sheets will be made on 
the same basis. If, however, requested by consignee to do so, you will correct to actual 
weight, and note on correction sheet, '^ consignee's request.''

Sir: We have a complaint from Mr. David Ward, of Osborne City, in which he presents 

the following memorandum of expense bills:

Aug. 25, St. Joseph " 2 " " " 67 " 

Aug. 23, Whiting " 8 ♦* " " 69 '* 

He complains of these irregular rates. 

The shipment of August 6 was made under the old tariff, and that of 25th under the 
new, but each shipment presents the same objections, viz.: That the rate charged under 
the distance tariff for a shorter distance is greater than the rate charged under the local 
tariff for a longer distance. 

This discrepancy in rates between the two tariffs is similar to the one to which your 
attention was directed a few days ago, upon the complaint of C. H. Lee, of Stockton, 
Kansas. 

We pointed out to you in our letter upon that complaint that, in our opinion, a higher 
rate upon the distance tariff could not be maintained than the terminal rate. To con- 
tinue to charge rates so unjustly discriminative, subjects your company to the heavy pen- 
alties prescribed in the statute for violation of its provisions. 

We suggest to you further, as a correction for this injustice, that you direct your 
station agents along your line that in no instance must the distance- tariff charge to a 
given point exceed the terminal rate charged upon local tariff to the same point, or words 
to that effect.

Complainant, at Charlotte, Mich., on May 7th, 1884, made a shipping contract, in 
writing, with the Michigan Central Railroad Company, to ship one car-load of emigrant 
movables and stock, from that point to Augusta, Kansas, for the sum of $114, which 
amount complainant paid in advance to said company's agent. According to complain- 
ant's statement, the car-load consisted of one horse, five yearling heifers, household goods, 
and seven thousand feet of lumber. The shipping contract with the Michigan Central 
Railroad Company makes no mention of lumber; and whether lumber is allowed to be 
carried or not, as emigrant movables and stock, under the tariff of that road, we are not 
advised ; but whether it is or not, is not material, as it is not allowed to be carried under 
the tariff of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F^ Railroad Company, in this State. The 
car was shipped by the Michigan Central Railroad Company to Chicago, and thence to 
Kansas City by the W. St. L. & P. Rly. Co., to which point no extra charge was made. 
From Kansas City to Augusta said car went over the A. T. & S. F. JE^ilroad, and at the 
latter point the respondent company charged freight on the lumber, extra, to the amount 
of $44.00, which complainant paid ; and now asks this Board to direct that said amount 

be returned to him as an overcharge upon his contract price. The freight receipt is as 
follows:

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The claim was referred to the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F^ Railroad Company, who 
responded that the Michigan Central Railroad Company has no authority to bind them 
by any special contract for through rates, other than upon the basis of their regalar 
tariff from the Missouri river. 

The $35 for emigrant movables and stock charged on the receipt and marked paid, 
was probably a part of the $114 paid to the Michigan Central Railroad Company. But 
the 7,000 feet of lumber cannot^ under the tariff of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F^ 
Railroad Company, be shipped as emigrant movables and stock ; and hence the company 
would be entitled to charge, as they have done, extra to the amount of the regular 
freight tariff upon it. The Board find and decide against the complainant. We might 
add that whatever remedy, if any, complainant has, will be by an action against the 
Michigan Central Railroad Company upon the shipping contract, which, with the ex- 
pense bill of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F^ Railroad Company, is returned to you 
with this opinion, for such action as you may be advised to take.

H, M, Hoxie, Esq., Third Vice President, Missouri Paxsific Railway, St. Louis, Missouri — 
Dear Sib: We deem it our duty, under the laws of this State defining the powers and 
duties oi the Railroad Commissioners, among which it is made their duty to carefully 
inspect and examine the condition of each railroad in the State, with reference to the 
safety and convenience of the public, and when in their judgment any changes or im- 
provements are needed upon any railroad to promote such safety and convenience of the 
public, to advise the company of such changes and improvements, to call your attention 
to the present condition of the Neosho division of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway. 

In our annual report, ending December 31st, 1883, the Board remark : '^The Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas Railway, from Junction City to Parsons, is becoming somewhat out of 
repair; but this remark applies chiefly to the rails, many of which are badly worn." 
Since the above was written, the road referred to has been growing rapidly worse. Much 
of the iron is too badly worn to be longer useful, and we consider it dangerous to run 
trains over it. From an inspection of this road, recently made by the Board, we observed 
a large number of rails upon that part of it between Junction City and Emporia that 
need to be replaced with new rails. But the portion of the road that is in greatest need 
of immediate repair lies between Emporia and Leroy Junction. South of this last point 
we observed that the road was in better condition, both as to iron and ties. Very many 
of the cross-ties upon that part of the road north of Leroy Junction are decayed, and 
some broken in the middle. 

We are of the opinion that the operation of the road in its present condition subjects 
both the lives of persons and property transported over it to a greater risk than should 
be incurred by the company. 

We may add that the traveling public are alive to its condition, and considerable 
timidity is manifested in riding over it. 

We trust this matter will receive your earliest attention and favorable action.

We will commence this month to lay steel there, and^ expect to continue laying it at 
the rate of 100 tons per month thereafter, which will enable us to take out the worn 
rails and keep the track in good shape.

COMPLAINT. 

Hutchinson, Kas., Sept. 5, 1884. 

To the Honorable State Board of Railroad Commissioners, Topeka, Kas. — Gentlemen: 
August 23, 1884, we had shipped from San Francisco, one car lumber. The rate on this 
from San Francisco to Halstead was $170. 

We made application to have car set out at this place. The railroad company re- 
fused to do so, but carried it by here to Halstead, Kas., and charge freight from Halstead 
here at rate of eight cents per hundred pounds. This appears to us an unjust charge, 
and one coming within State limits entirely. 

Caif you do anything to adjust the matter?

The complaint was referred to respondent, who answered as follows: 

Topeka, Kansas, October 4, 1884. 
E. J. Turner, Esq., Secretary Board of Railroad Commissioners, Topeka, Kansas — Dear 
Sir: Keferring to your favor of September 5th, covering inclosure of complaint signed 
by the Kansas Lumber Company of Hutchinson, relative to excessive charge on shipment 
of lumber from California to that point — also, to yours of. September 30th — will say: 
That under our arrangement with the Southern and Central Pacific roads we do not 
make through billing rates from California to points in Kansas, with the exception of 
junction points with connecting lines working in the California trade; that the rate 
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charged to the Kansas Lumber Company at Hutchinson is the lowest that can be figured 
on that class of business — Halstead being the nearest through billing point from Cali- 
fornia, California freight taking through rates to Halstead the same as are charged on 
Missouri river or competitive business. Our manner of transacting this business is the 
same that is in effect on all of the roads west of the Missouri river on the California 
trade. In fact, the revenue which we derive on the through rates, especially on the low 
class of freight, such as lumber, is such that we could not afford to put the rates in at 
all local points on the line of the road. There is no disposition on our part to discrim- 
inate against the Hutchinson parties. The same rule would have applied on a shipment 
of lumber going to Newton, or other points east of Halstead. The through rate from 
California common points to Halstead is 93^ cents per 100 pounds.

DECISION OF BOARD. 

The complaint states that the Kansas Lumber Company shipped from San Francisco, 
California, one car-load of lumber billed to Halstead, Kansas, the freight charges on 
which were $170. The complainant requested the railroad company to set out the car 
at Hutchinson, which the company refused to do, but hauled the car of lumber to Hal- 
stead, the station to which the car was billed, that station being the first billing station 
east of Hutchinson for through traffic from California. The freight was then hauled 
back from Halstead to Hutchinson, and the company's rates between the two latter 
points charged for the return haul. 

The complaint was referred to the respondent company, and in response the company, 
through its Traffic Manager, says : '^ That under our arrangement with the Southern and 
Central Pacific roads we do not make through billing points from California to points in 
Kansas, with the exception of junction points with connecting lines working- in the 
California trade ; that the rate charged to the Kansas Lumber Company at Hutchinson is 
the lowest that can be figured on that class of business, Halstead being the nearest 
through billing point from California ; California freight taking through rates to Hal- 
stead the same as are charged on Missouri river or competitive business. Our manner of 
transacting this business is the same that is in effect on all of the roads west of the Mis- 
souri river on the California trade. In fact, the revenue which we derive on the 
through rates, especially on the low class of freight, such as lumber, is such that we 
could not afford to put the rates in at all local points on the line of the road.'' 

It will be seen that this was a through shipment upon a through rate from the State 
of California to a point in this State, and was inter-state traffic, over which this Board 
has no control either as to the rates charged or the stations to which it should be billed. 
In the absence of Congressional regulation upon the subject, the company possesses an 
undoubted right to make arrangements with connecting lines in other States by which 
lower rates are afibrded on this class of business at competitive points than are fixed at 
non-competitive stations. If the request of the complainant to set out the car of ^umber 
at Hutchinson had been granted, the lumber company would have obtained the benefit 
of low or competitive rates at a point where such rates did not prevail. And if such a 
request bad been complied with in one instance, it would have been manifestly unjust to 
have refused like requests in others, and this would result in the destruction of the 
inter-state traffic arrangement referred to. 

It necessarily results that the railroad company had a right to charge its local rate 
on the freight for the haul from Halstead to Hutchinson, viz., 8c per 100 lbs.

The Hon. Board of Railroad OommissionerSj Topeka^ Kansas : Dear Sirs — On the 30th 
ult. I shipped a car-load of a little less than 21,000 pounds of apples from Fulton, on the 
K. C. Ft. S. & G. Rid., via Cherryvale, to Wellington, Sumner county, Kansas, over the 
S. K. Kly. Their charges at Wellington were $120.80. Apples were so low, and the 
charges so high, that I refused to pay the charges, and turned the apples over to the 
agent at Wellington for him to make his charges out of them if he could, and he writes 
me that he don't think he can make their charges out of them. 

Now I am not asking the Commissioners to help sell the apples. I suggest that 

$120.80 is outrageous and unjust. I think the Gulf road charged about $44.80 from 

Fulton to Cherryvale, a distance of about 100 miles, while the Southern Kansas road 

put it up on their end to about $76, for about 100 miles or a little over. 

. . . If you think my case a just one, or if you think the subject a just one for your

The complaint was referred to respondent, and answer made as follows : 

Lawrence, Kas., Sept. 10, 1884. 

E. J, Turnery Esq., Secretary Board Bailroad Commissioners^ Topeka, Kas. — Dear Sir : 
Referring to complaint of E. M. Walker, and answering yours of the 19th relative 
thereto, will say : 

That the car of apples was charged : Fulton to Cherryvale, $45.35 ; Cherryvale to 
Wellington, 21,000 pounds, 36 cents per cwt., $75.60; total charges, $120.95. Our dis- 
tance, Cherryvale to Wellington, is 113 miles ; the local distance tariff, which was put in 
effect June 25th, makes the fourth-class rate for that distance 40 cents per 100 pounds; 
apples being classified at 10 per cent, less than fourth, the rate of 36 cents as charged is 
correct. I think, therefore, that there is no foundation for Mr. Walker's complaint. 

My opinion of the matter is, that he found the Wellington market glutted as to sale 
of apples, and rather than pay the charges abd take his chances of selling them for that 
amount or more, he simply went off and left them on our hands, leaving our agent to 
dispose of them as best he could. 

I now think, injustice to ourselves, we should enter a complaint against Mr. Walker 

for his action in this matter. I presume you are willing to entertain a complaint from 

us the same as you would from a shipper. There are always two sides to a question. 

Please advise me as to what conclusion is arrived at by the Board in this matter, and 

oblige, Yours truly, S. B. Hynes, General Freight Agent.

E. M. Walker y Esq., Pleasanton, Kas. — Dear Sir : Answering your letter of com- 
plaint of Sept. 8, 1884, concerning shipment of car-load of apples from Fulton via Fort 
Scott & Gulf road to (!Jherryvale and thence via Southern Kansas Railway to Welling- 
ton, that charges for freight are too much, we have to say, that upon examination, and 
comparing freight rates charged with distance tariffs on both of said roads, we find that 
upon the Fort Scott & Gulf road the sum of $45.35 charged was about $20 less than 
their distance tariff allowed them to charge ; and on the Southern Kansas Railway from 
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tD Wellington, 113 miles, the charge, $75.60, is in exact conformity to the 
distance tAunfton. thai xqmL The charges to you are the same as to others who ship un- 
der like circumstances.
